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MATTERS REFERRED TO THE SELECTMEN AT THE 
LAST ANNUAL TOWN MEEBRETING. 


The subject-matter of Article 3, so far as it relates to the 
Park Commissioners, was referred to the Selectmen and 
Park Commissioners. <A joint report will be presented. 

The subject-matter of Article 14, relating to the reduction 
of water rates, was referred to the Selectmen, the Water 
Board, and Mr. Francis J. O'Hara. This committee reported 
and presented votes reducing water rates at the town meet- 
ing, Oct. 25, 1897, and the motion making reductions was 
carried. 

The subject-matter of Article 19, relating to borrowing 
money for bridges, ledge and stone crusher was thought to 
be impractical in the way it was given to the Selectmen and 
nothing was done in the form reported. 

The subject-matter of Article 25, relating to borrowing 
money to widen Church and Cambridge streets, seemed inex- 
pedient for the present, and nothing was done about it. 


HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES. 


Mr. Nathaniel A. Richardson, who has done much good 
work, was Superintendent of the Streets until May 1. 
Since that time Mr. Henry A. Spates has been the Superin- 
tendent. He came to us with excellent recommendations, 
which he has fully justined. The things that have been 
done and those that have been left undone are due to the 
Selectmen and to the amount appropriated, but the manner in 
which the work has been performed, and the result which 
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has been attained where work has been done, is wholly to 


the credit of the Superintendent.

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A detail of what has been done by the Highway Depart- 
ment will more fully appear in the report of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets.. After the work of the year had been 
practically completed, the North Woburn Street Railway 
Company moved its turnout just north of the railroad cross- 


ing, a distance of seventy-two feet, and the Mystic Valley 


Street Railway Company made connection across Maine 
Street and over the tracks of the steam railroad with the 
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Arlington and Winchester Street Railway, and raised the 
tracks in accordance with grades furnished by the Selectmen. 
These changes necessitated raising the street at considerable 
expense, and at the end of the year, when the appropriation 
was nearly exhausted ; but the condition of things warranted 
the Selectmen in incurring the outlay. 

The curb-stones and block-paved gutters on Church Street 
in front of Rangeley have practically made the street eight or 
nine feet wider for carriages, and the problem of widening 
the street at this part is thereby solved for many years to 
come. It was too late to renew the concrete, so the side- 
walk was temporarily repaired with gravel. 

The amount that ought to be expended in repairing the 
streets and sidewalks, and putting newly accepted streets in 
condition for the next three years, is, at first thought, alarm- 
ing, but when we take into consideration the increase of the 
valuation of property in towns about the same distance from 
Boston, which have good roads, the situation is not alarm- 
ing, but only needs careful consideration and judicious man- 
agement. 

We recommend an appropriation of $25,000 for high- 
ways the ensuing year.

HORN POND BRANCH RAILROAD BRIDGE. 


The bridge on Main Street over the tracks of the Horn 
Pond Branch Railroad Company, ordered to be widened by 
the County Commissioners Feb. 15, viewed by special Com- 
missioners May 27, hearing given at the office of the Rail- 
road Commissioners, at their office in Boston, June 15, and 
decree issued Aug. 2, 1897, has been widened and partially 
reconstructed at a cost of $3,037.09. In accordance with 
the decree one half of this cost has been collected from the 
railroad and the county and credited to Highways and 


Bridges account. 
TOWN LEDGE. 


The Selectmen are satisfied that it costs considerably more 
to get stone for streets from the town ledge at corner of Eaton 
Street and Highland Avenue that it does to buy the stone. 
The Selectmen recommend the purchase of another ledge. 
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ELECTRIC RAILWAYS. 


The road-bed in Winchester, of the North Woburn Street 
Railway, and the cars, are in good condition and the service 
is prompt and satisfactory. 

Permission was granted by the Selectmen to build an addi- 
tional turnout near the Unitarian Church property and it has 
been laid. 

Petition for a change in location from Main Street to 
Church Street over the tracks of the steam railroad in the 
centre of the town received Aug. 2; hearing, Aug. 16 and 
23. Petition granted Sept. 1; accepted Sept. 13. New 
location completed and began to be used Dec. 18, 1897. 

Petition of the Mystic Valley Street Railway Company 
to extend the tracks across Main Street over the Boston & 
Lowell Railroad on Church Street to connect with the other 
railway received July 7; hearing July 26. Petition granted 
Aug. 30; accepted Sept. 1. Completed Dec. 18, 1897. 

Permission was granted to build a turnout on Forest 
Street, which has been laid, and also a turnout on Washing- 
ton Street north of Bridge Street, which has not yet been 
constructed. 

Received a petition from the Arlington and Winchester 
Street Railway Company for a location of the road on Feb. 
1. Hearing given Feb. 20. Adjudged a public necessity 
and convenience, and location granted (unanimously) Feb. 
23, 1897. Railway completed and put in operation July 
24, 1897. The road-bed and cars are first class in every 
particular. 

The service during the fall and winter months of the 
Arlington and Winchester and the Mystic Valley Street 
Railways is not wholly satisfactory. 
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WATERING STREETS. 


In 1896 the town authorized an assessment of two cents a 
running foot for the land on those streets which the Select- 
men should decide to water, but this year no assessment was 
authorized. 

The Board voted to water only the principal streets this 
year, but voluntary individual subscriptions amounting to 
$192.56 were received for watering other streets. 

There is an unexpended balance at the close of the year of 
$133.70, but a contract has been made to change the water 
delivery on one cart to correspond with the other two carts, 
and which is needed, and also to put all the carts in repair, 
which will nearly, if not quite, exhaust this unexpended 
balance. 

The street watering has mostly been done by the perma- 
nent men in the Fire Department, and payment has been 
made therefor. 

The watering of the streets should be wholly under the 
direction of the Superintendent of Streets, and within certain 
limits, to be agreed upon by the Selectmen and Engineers of 
the Fire Department, should be done with the permanent 
firemen and the fire horses. 

There is no doubt but what watering the principal streets 
contributes to saving in the wear of the streets, and is a 
legitimate expense of maintaining the principal thoroughfares. 


DRINKING FOUNTAIN. 


At the request of the Selectmen the Water Board erected 
a drinking fountain with arrangement to cool the water in 
summer with ice, in front of the Holbrook property in the 
centre of the town. The expense was charged to Inci- 
dentals account. 
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Ice was supplied gratuitously, to cool the water in the 
summer, by Messrs. P. J. Goodrich & Co. 


STREET LIGHTS. 

The expense of lighting the streets from December, 186, 
to December, 1897, was $4,293.37. 

The lighting is on the moon schedule of twenty-two nights 
per month. 

There are 176 incandescent lights at $1.25 per month, and 
21 are lights at $7.50 per month. When the lighting by 
reason of clouded moon is more than twenty-two nights 
there is an additional charge pro rata. The unexpended 
balance at the close of the year is $1,423.83. 

The unpaid bill for December lighting is estimated at 
$400. 

An appropriation of $4,500 is recommended for the 
ensuing year. 

GUIDE BOARDS. 

The guide boards throughout the town are in a good con- 

dition, but it seems advisable that more guide boards should 


be erected. 
PERAMBULATION. 


A committee of the Selectmen of Winchester, in conjunc- 
tion with a committee of the city government of Medford, 
perambulated the boundary line and personally examined the 
bounds between Winchester and Medford, on Dec. 16, 1897, 
and their joint report is on file in the Selectmen's office. 


INCIDENTALS. 

The Incidentals account, although appropriated to be 
expended under the direction of the Selectmen, seems to be 
a rendezvous for other town officers who have no special 
appropriation under their charge, as well as for the Select- 
men.

A five-year insurance policy comes due the ensuing year. 
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There was unexpended balance at the beginning of the 
year of $574.60, and $1,500 was appropriated. We recom- 
mend $2,500 be raised by taxation for this account for the 
ensuing year. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The citizens of the Town are to be congratulated upon the 
general condition of this department. The department is 
to be commended for the interest and ability shown in the 
discharge of their duties. | 

The unexpended balance at the close of the year is $757.40, 
and the unpaid bills are $343.36. 


FIRES IN THE WOODS. 


The sum of $23.28 was expended for the expense of ex- 
tinguishing fires in the woods in 1897. The unexpended 
balance at the close of the year was $4.05. We recommend 
an appropriation by taxation of $50 for the ensuing year. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Mr. J. Winslow Richardson, who for several years has 
served efficiently as Chief of Police, was re-elected to that 
office at the beginning of the year, but he resigned to accept 
the position of Post-master of the town on Oct. 1. 

Mr. William R. McIntosh, of Woburn, was elected Chief 
of Police to fill the vacancy, and he immediately changed his 
residence to thistown. He had first-class recommendations. 
The Selectmen are well pleased with their choice. 

There are three regular night patrolmen, which makes the 
police force consist of four regular men. It is evident that 
the time has arrived when the police force must be aug- 
mented. 

The expenses of this department during the year were 
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$3,606.42. The amount collected for fines was $248.00. 
The unexpended balance at the close of the year was $396.66, 
but the unpaid bills are $96.70. 

Further details of the Police Department will be found in 
the report of the Chief of Police. 

The appropriation for 1897 was $3,350. We recommend 
$3,500 for the ensuing year. 


THE. Z. SYMMES FUND. 


The net income from the real estate on Main Street, which 
came to the town by the will of Nancy 8. Howe, is by vote 
of the town put into the Z. Symmes Fund. 

All the income from rent for this year, except $5.78, has 
been expended in improvements and repairs. ‘Two water- 
closets have been put in and the house has been connected 
with the sewer, and considerable money has been expended 
in general repairs, although all the repairs have not been 
made that were desired.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


GENTLEMEN: I herewith submit my first report as Super- 
intendent of Streets for the year ending Dec. 31, 1897. 
Although I did not enter the department until May 1, I will 
endeavor to give a fair report of the work done since the 
season opened. For detailed statements of the cost and ex- 
pense of the work done in the street department I would re- 
spectfully refer you to the report of the Town Auditor. I 
will give you only the gross amounts of the expenditures in 
each division. 

On entering your town I found the streets in fair condi- 
tion, far better than the average of the surrounding cities 
and towns. The most noticeable thing was that you had 
made a ton of stone cover too many square yards. Permit 
me to say right here that such work will never give satisfac- 
tion to yourselves, or the public in general. Although it 
seems cheaper, experience has taught us to the contrary. 
Build a road out of some sound material as near permanent 
as possible, and there you have the cheap road. 


STABLE AND YARD. 


The expenses of the stable, feed, blacksmiths’ repairs on 
tools, carts, etc., and harness repairs, veterinary attendance, 
and medicines for the year,are $978.74, which the Auditor’s 
report will show in detail. All of the carts but two (which 
were built the past season) will have to go through the 
repair shops and be thoroughly overhauled, as they are in a 
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bad state of repair. We have had built this season one 
double cart of the latest pattern, with Concord axles and 
Archibald wheels, at an expense of $200. Also one single 
cart, which cost the department, in the way of trade, the two 
old carts and $40. These carts have 4-inch tires and 
are very convenient to drive over new work with the least 
possible damage to the work. They were built in town, and 
although may have cost a little more, they are of good work- 
manship and we know what kind of stock there is in them. 
By order of your Honorable Committee we have sold the old 
pair of horses which were formerly in the Fire Department. 
Although they have done a good season’s work they are 
beyond the average horse life and usefulness f>r the depart- 
ment. We had no use for them until the nex. season and 
considered them not worth feeding over winter. We have 
other horses that are more or less crippled and will not last 
many seasons longer. I would recommend that the depart- 
ment buy at least two good horses in the spring. At pres- 
ent the Fire Department are using two of our horses under 
an agreement made before [ entered the department. This 
does not prove satisfactory to our department and I would 
most respectfully recommend that the Fire Department 
either buy or give them up, or feed them for their use. In 
my judgment, the better way would be for the Fire Depart- 
ment to own their horses, and when called upon by the Street 
Department to work on the streets they should collect from 
the Street Department the same as an outside team. This 
plan is in use in other places and gives general satisfaction. 
By so doing each department is kept apart and pay their 
own bills. We have made arrangements with J. L. and 
H. K. Potter of Boston to have the water carts taken to Bos- 
ton and repaired and painted, and the Miller sprinkler changed 
to a Studibacker. As you know, the Fire Department 
handles the street watering, and [ will not undertake to 
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report on the same only to say that if the people are satis- 
fied with the work I have got to be. 


REPAIRS ON CRUSHING PLANT. 


When we commenced the season’s work we found the 
crushing plant sadly out of repair. The engine was so poor 
and weak that the best we could do was crush about forty 
tons per day. The babbitt was worn fromthe crusher. The 
belts were worn out, etc., and we finally decided (your com- 
mittee and myself) that in order to do the season’s work we 
must make repairs, and proceeded to do it. We bought an 
engine at an expense of $250; a new set of belts, $53.50 ; had 
a foundation put in for the engine at a cost of $45 ; made con- 
nections between boiler and engine, $36.13; had the crusher 
repaired at an expense of $117.39, and other minor repairs 
amounting to $21.87. We found after making these repairs 
we could crush double the amount per day. Now every- 
thing about the plant is in fair order excepting the elevator, 
which will need a small outlay the next season. I would 
recommend that this be done before the season opens. Per- 
haps I should mention the fact that if we had made these 
repairs immediately on starting up instead of running or try- 
ing to run several weeks, it would have reduced the cost of 
stone several cents. The old engine we have sold for $45. 


CLEANING STREETS. 


This may be called a luxury, although a very necessary one 
in the line of health and common decency. This work has 
cost perhaps more this year than it has before, or even more 
than it will next season, as we gave everything a thorough 
cleaning and spent considerable time in grubbing the turf from 
the edges of the street in order to let the surface water run 
freely and quickly to the gutters. If the water cannot reach 
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the gutters the middle of the streets has to act as such, and 
this is a constant drain on the appropriation and should not 
be allowed. The cleaning of weeds and mud in August and 
September cost the department more than one half of the 
total amount for the entire season. The cost of this work 
for the eight months has been $1,321.02. I would recom- 
mend that the department purchase a road machine principally 
for this work and levelling snow. One of these modern 
machines would pay for itself inside of two months in the 
summer season. The department has at present an old 
Pennock machine, which is a horse killer and is sadly out of 
repair. This machine could be traded off for a new one (as 
the manufacturers are in a habit of doing) at a cost of about 
$200. Iwould also recommend the establishment of a street- 
cleaning system by adding one more man than we now have, 
with suitable carts to clean daily from the centre in all 
directions as far as they can reach. This work gives great 
satisfaction in a great many ways and is also beneficial to 
the new macadam work. 


BRIDGES. 


The new bridge over the Horn Pond Railroad, which was 
built by contract the past season, has improved the street 
and rendered the town less liable to accidents which were 
liable to occur on the old, narrow, and worn-out bridge. I 
will not use space to report in detail on this bridge, but 
must say that the bridge is as good as stone and hard pine 
could make it, and is « credit to the town and the builder. 

Iam not prepared to make an intelligent report on the 
several bridges, but it is reasonable to suppose that there 
will have to be more expended on bridges next season. ‘The 
Walnut Street bridge will certainly have to be overhauled 
thoroughly. It has given us considerable trouble the past 
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season and [ am inclined to think it will have to be practi- 
cally rebuilt. I would recommend that when this is done 
iron or steel spans be used instead of wood. When we 
take into consideration that the old chain bridge over the 
Merrimac has stood over one hundred years it ought to be 
positive proof that iron is the cheapest. 


STONE AND IRON BOUNDS. 


The department has done considerable in this line the 
past season, principally for the County Commissioners, in 
the several layouts. This work has cost, as per pay-roll, 
$122.56. We have furnished and set 157 new stones, 29 
iron bolts, and reset 10 old bounds, on the following streets :

CURBING. 


During the year there has been laid on the several streets 
given in the table below, 3,241 feet of 6 and 7-inch curbing, 
including corners, curves, etc. The price, delivered on the 
cars in Winchester, is 34 cents for 6-inch and 35 cents for 
7-inch stone of 18-inch depth, and 51 cents for curves. 

I would recommend that a contract be made another 
season with some responsible party for all the curbing 


needed for next season’s work at a stated price per foot, and 
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also that you buy nothing less than 7-inch ‘stone, which is 
thin enough, and there being only a difference of one cent per 
foot between the 6-inch and 7-inch stone it would certainly 
be good judgment to take the latter. There is a rebate in 
the way of sidewalk assessments on the stone laid, which the 
Auditor’s report will show.

CONCRETE SIDEWALKS. 


By order of your Honorable Committee there has been 
laid in the several streets (named in the table below) 5,1064 
square yards of concrete sidewalks and crossings at a cost of 
$2,241.65, the prices ranging from 25 cents to 55 cents 
per square yard, according to thickness. Some of this, 
perhaps, has not been satisfactory to the department, and 
I would recommend that another season a contract be made 
with some responsible person for the season’s work of more 
or less yards, and bring the work more under the supervision 
of the department. Good walks are thoroughly appreciated 
by the public, but if the work is not properly done it is a 
waste and drain on the funds. This work should be pushed 
as fast as the money can be spared.

This work is very important. 


NEW DRAINS. 


If allowed to fill up, the 


outlet pipes will clog and cause unknown damage to the 
surface of the streets. They are also a very important part 
of road construction, as they catch and retain the sand and 
dirt, keeping the surface gutters from clogging and also 
keeping the underground pipes and culverts from filling up. 

But these must not be neglected. The lack of care in 
this line will, in case of heavy showers, bring unlimited 


damage to the surface. There are several of these basins 
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about town which are not of sufficient size, and the outlet 
pipes are too small to take the water at times. It will be 
economy to give these your immediate attention as soon as 
the season opens. There are also other localities where 
basins should be constructed and pipes laid to carry the 
water under ground. We must remember that every dollar 
saved in the way of surface damage means more square 
yards of good roads. 

By referring to the table below, you will see that there 
has been a liberal amount of pipe laid and nine new basins 
built, with the same amount of inlets. There was an agree- 
ment between your Honorable Board and the Winchester 
and Arlington Street Railway Company to the effect that the 
Street Department should build suitable drains and basins to 
take care of the water on Cambridge and Church streets at 
the expense of said Railway Company. This work has been 
done at an expense of about $1,291,26. We have been over 
the basins and cleaned all that needed it, five times the last 
season, the last time as late as Noy. 20, at an expense of 
$182,75. We have also made several important changes in 
underdrains, the most important one being the one on 
Black Horse Hill, near the foot of Herrick Street. This was 
an indirect connection into the main drain. This was one 
of the underground mysteries that caused so much trouble 
for years, and finally is remedied at an expense of $21. 

This drain from the basin was composed ot three different 
sizes of pipe. First an 8-inch, then a 10-inch, and last an 
8-inch, which emptied into an old brick culvert that ran at 
right angles fora distance of six feet and then entered the main 
drain. We took this pipe up for some distance back and run 
in a straight line to the main drain, and made the connection 
with 10-inch pipe, which gives the water a straight course with 
no obstruction. Another important piece of work in this line 
is the new drain laid across Webster on Washington Street, 
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continuing to near Eaton Street, a distance of some 365 feet. 
This carries away the water that previously flowed on the 


surface, making a dangerous street all through the winter. 
This work cost $162.50.

MACADAM STREETS AND SIDEWALKS. 


This branch of the work I consider of the greatest im- 
portance, for the reason that so many mistakes can be made 
in this work, to the detriment of the department and its 
management. Everything has got to be considered intelli- 
gently. First the volume of heavy or light travel, the 
quality of stone to be used, then the foundation and drain- 
age (both sub and surface) ; then comes the laying, rolling, 
and the finish, which is very important. These roads must 
be water-tight, as much so as the roof of a house. If the 
water enters from the top it will freeze and expand, and 
when the soft weather comes again the road is left in a loose 
condition and is an eyesore to the public, and especially to 
the builder. These roads sometimes ravel a little on top 
the spring after they are built, even when the greatest care 
has been taken in their construction. But it seldom (if 
ever) happens after the first spring. 
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The greater part of the macadam work has been done on 
Main Street in several sections, ranging in depth from three 
inches to nine inches. The 3-inch work was laid over old 
macadam on Black Horse Hill. The 6-inch was laid from 
the Boston & Maine Railroad track to Wedge Pond bridge, 
and the 9-inch work was done on the remainder of Main 
Street, where we excavated and built entirely new. The 
very heavy and great volume of travel on Main Street 
makes it an expensive street to maintain. It must be taken 
into consideration that this street is used extensively by two 
cities and several towns; and in places the foundation is 
poor, therefore requiring an extra depth of stone. The 
amount of stone used on this street this year would cover 
fully twice as many square yards on other streets, and wear 
as long as Main Street will, for the reason of the difference 
in the amount of travel. Although every town hates to 
come to paved streets, I feel sure you will be obliged to 
pave this before many years. The new work on this street 
was done by ploughing the road-bed with the steam roller 
to a depth of six inches, and shovelling the gravel through 
a coarse screen into the carts in order to save all the largest 
stones to roll into the bottom to keep the sand down, and 
make a floor or foundation to lay the broken stone on. 
Besides these stones taken from the gravel we have used 
476 tons of stone chips from quarries for the bottom. 
The work done in and near the centre of the town in Decem- 
ber will not give the best of satisfaction when the frost 
comes out, as the top will pick up and look unsightly. The 
cause of this is that we were obliged to do this work in 
the middle of December, as the tracks of the several street 
railways were changed to different locations and the grades 
raised. Owing to the late season of the year we could not 
roll this work sufficiently hard. But a few days’ rolling in 
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the spring will put it in good condition. I merely men- 
tion this fact so you will understand the situation when it 
comes to pass. 

A large number of side streets were graded, or partly so, 
with the gravel taken from Main Street, after taking the 
largest stones from it. Among the number are the follow- 
ing: Linden, Lake, Swanton, Dix, Pine, Central, La- 
grange, Norwood, Prospect, Mystic Avenue, Chestnut, 
School, and small quantities on numerous other streets and 
sidewalks. Below is a table giving the square and cubic 
yards of gravel grading; also a table giving the square 
yards and tons of stone used on the work. We have also 
repaired the sidewalks on Main Street, principally on the 
northwest side of the street from Thomas Quigley’s to and 
above the ice bridge, using a number of tons of No. 2 
stone, which the table will show. In doing this work we 
found large quantities of loam just under the surface, which 
was all removed and sold and carted to the Richardson 
Street School lot, —in all 161 loads. — 


MACADAM STREETS. 


I wish to say right here that there is altogether too much 
loam under the surface of some of your streets, and the 
quicker you get rid of it the less complaints you will have 
in the spring. May 26, by order of your Honorable Com- 
mittee, I made a contract with J. F. Kelley (whose ledge is 
just over the Woburn line) for 2000 or more tons of stone 
delivered to the crusher at 65 cents per ton, and stone chips 
at 50 cents per ton, and he agreed to team broken stone to 
the work on his way back to the ledge free of cost. This is 
the best trap rock of any great quantity yet opened in this 
district, and weighs fully one and a half tons to the cubic 
yard. 
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THOMPSON STREET MACADAM. 


At the time this street was repaired we had on hand a 
large quantity of No. 2 or 14 inch stone, which we used to 
repair the same. At the same time we got short of stone 
dust and were obliged to cover the No. 2 stone with fine 
screened sand, which gave poor satisfaction at the time, for 
the reason it was lacking the cementing qualities found in 
stone dust. But this need not give you any alarm, as time 
and travel will grind the sand to dust and the street will set 
as hard as though it was covered with stone dust. This is 
already the case on the east side of Black Horse Hill, which 
was covered with sand at the same time Thompson Street 
was. The larger amount of travel on the last-mentioned work 
has already ground the sand to dust and set the road hard. 


MACADAM ROADS. 


After keeping a careful account of the loads and tons of 
stone used in the season’s work, and the expense of the same 
(which is the only true way of getting at the cost per ton), I 
am prepared to give the cost below. We are constantly 
asked what macadam cost per yard and per ton, and the 
question arises in our minds, how can we answer it, as the 
cost per square yard depends on the thickness of the work, 
and the cost per ton depends on the amount of handling and 
the distance teamed. If we tell our neighbor that a ton of 
stone costs $1.00, that does not answer the question, although 
we have perhaps told the truth. If we manufacture the 
stone and team it to the street for $1.00 per ton, that does 
not give the cost of macadam roads per ton, and still we are 
in the dark. Our neighbor on one side tells us it has cost him 
80 cents, and still another tells us it costs $1.25 and even more. 
There are to-day almost as many prices for producing broken 
stone as there are numbers in one hundred and fifty. Now,

my claim is that there is only one true way to give the cost 
of macadam work in your own town, and of course this does 
not mean another town. I propose to give the exact cost of 
macadam per ton in this town, laid and rolled to a finish. 
By this means we know exactly what it has cost the town. 
I don’t propose to hide anything. The crusher has had 
repairs, we have burnt coal and wood in three boilers, we 
have used oil and waste, we have sharpened drills, we have 
used dynamite, we have spread our stone, watered and rolled 
it, etc., etc.; all this belongs to the cost of macadam roads 
per ton, and here is what we find: We have laid between 
five and six thousand tons of stone in different sizes and 
grades, and bought some and quarried some, and also used 
chips in the bottom, and it is in the street and has cost us 
the following figures : — 

Stone chips delivered on the street for a bottom, 50 
cents per ton. 

Stone bought outside and delivered at the jaws of crusher, 
65 cents. Now when this is put through the crusher and 
carried to the streets and rolled to a finish I find it has cost 
99 cents. 

I find that the stone from the town ledge, after it has been 
quarried, teamed to the crusher, put through the crusher, 
teamed to the streets, rolled, etc., has cost $1.35 per ton. 

When the season opened there was on hand some 500 tons 
of broken stone (taking this gentleman’s own estimate for 
it) which was gotten out by your former superintendent, 
Mr. N. A. Richardson, and also taking from the gentleman’s 
report of 1896 I find that the stone cost in the bins 90 cents 
per ton. But this stone was dumped on the ground and had to 
be shovelled up and carried to the streets and rolled, etc. Now 
I have credited the 500 tons to Mr. R., and allowed him $450, 
and I find that this stone on the street, finished, has cost 
$1.24 per ton. 
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Now taking all these figures into consideration I find that 
the actual cost of the work done the past season is $1.14 per 
ton, averaged after taking the different lots of stone and dif- 
ferent prices into consideration. 

Now the question arises, Is not this altogether too high? 
and J will readily admit that it is, and will give below a few 
reasons why. 

First. The town ledge could not not be located.and oper- 
ated to a greater disadvantage, unless it was sunk below the 
surface of the earth. It is piled in with a lot of useless 
‘clay and dirt, has been opened and operated on the wrong 
side, and is a very low sit greatly increasing the cost of 
quarrying. 

Second. This stone has to be carted from the ledge to the 
crusher at an expense of 22 cents per ton. Right here stop 
and figure 2500 tons at 22 cents, and you will find that it 
cost the town the past season $550 for handling and carting 
to the crusher. 

Third. The crusher is improperly set up in the way of 
approaches to the jaws, lack of room, etc., which requires 
more men to handle the stone. 

Fourth. The crusher (although noted for its strength) is 
of an old and slow pattern compared with the modern 
crusher of to-day. 

On the strength of this argument, which are facts, I feel it 
my duty to recommend an entire change in the production of 
broken stone, and be on equal footing with the best towns 
for the best results and least expense. This would’ mean 
more square yards of stone roads for the same money. 
The fact that the Massachusetts Highway Commission builds 
roads cheaper than cities or towns is often put to us, and is 
very easily answered. ‘They are among the ablest and best 
road builders in the country, and know how to do and what 
they want to do with. They have got the power to get what 
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they want and do the work to the best advantage, which 
comes pretty near being right. I will site a piece of State 
road within eight miles of this town, as it is near by and is 
a good object lesson for towns in this district. It is in the 
town of Lincoln. The town were the contractors with the 
State to build this road. They set up a portable crusher 
near the centre of the work and bought stone of the farmers, 
delivered at the crusher, and by so doing produced their 
stone for 60 cents per ton in the pockets, ready to be drawn 
into carts, and as they were located in the centre of their 
work one double team could handle almost 100 tons per day. 
of nine hours. Their average product was 120 tons per day. 
I am positive we can do as well as this in Winchester if we 
are allowed to do as we should do. Ido not advocate using 
soft stone for the principal heavily-travelled streets. But the 
outlying streets sadly need repairs, and I will say this: If 
you build these outlying and side streets of even the poorest 
stone in town, you will have the best streets that you ever 
had, and they would wear 75 per cent longer than any gravel 
road we could build, as the gravel is very poor in this dis- 
trict. These stone roads are very near as cheap as gravel. 
I would advise the best trap rock available for the principal 
streets, as the travel is of great and heavy volume. There 
is considerable in this line that I would recommend, if I 
were not aware of the fact that the town have a committee 
appointed to look up the above matter, and I feel sure that 
your committee are deeply interested, and have and will take 
all necessary steps to insure an able and clear report for the 
best interest of the town. But I will recommend right here 
that you strongly urge the town to purchase a portable 
crusher, because I feel sure that this is the only way which 
you may hope to put all of the streets in good condition. 
An appropriation of a few extra thousand dollars for a few 
years will put the town in first-class shape surprisingly quick, 
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and the work would be so near permanent it would be a good 
investment, and greatly reduce the cost of maintenance. 


MACADAM SIDEWALKS. 


Besides the work on the Main Street sidewalk we have 
Jaid a broken stone sidewalk on Washington Street from the 
concrete near the head of Pleasant Street (north side) to 
within a few feet of Swanton, and on Westley Street (one 
side), Nelson Street, Oak Street, Holland Street, and a small 
piece on Lake Avenue and Swanton Street, —a distance of 
3610 lineal feet, or 2447 square yards, or 3805 tons. 
Adding to this the Main Street sidewalk, and it makes 
a total length of 5552 lineal feet, or 3958 square yards, or 
492 tons. This, you will notice, is considerable over one mile 
of sidewalk built of No. 2 broken stone. Taking this with 
the concrete sidewalks laid the past season into consideration 
I feel sure that the public will recognize the fact that the 
department has done a liberal amount of walks the past 
season and will appreciate the same. Now a few words as 
to the way these stone walks have been constructed. 

First, we picked the old gravel walks to a depth of three 
inches or three and one-half inches. Then we set our one- 
inch screens on the edge of the walk and screened the gravel, 
allowing the stone to run into the walk (to use in the bottom) 
and the gravel to run in the gutter; then spread the stone 
taken from the gravel into the bottom. Then we put on 
three inches of No. 2 stone, which is in sizes of from one- 
half inch to one and one-half inches. Then the stune was 
rolled as smooth as possible with a stone roller, and the 
screened gravel that we already have in the gutter is care- 
fully spread on the stone to a depth of three quarters of an 
inch. This is watered and rolled again until it is quite hard, 
so much so that the horses’ feet will not kick it up. And 
now we find that we can build these walks for 144 cents per 
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square yard, three inches thick. These walks are advisable 
on side streets, but not in the business portion, and not on 
side hills where the water would run across them, for the 
reason that in the business portion of the town there is too 
much sweeping done to the walks, which would sweep the 
gravel from and expose the stone. Water running over it 
with any force would cause the same damage. It may also 
be seen that in dry and hot weather this gravel binding 
will scuff and blow off, therefore exposing the stone and 
making it very uncomfortable to walk over with thin-soled 
shoes; but if the housewives are careful when sweeping 
these walks, and just sweep the collection of dirt and not the 
binding, they will always have a dry and smooth walk. 
These walks are sure to be dry in winter and firm for foot 
travel, but notforteams. Stone dust for a binder would be 
more durable if we had it to spare, but would greatly increase 
the cost, as the dust is worth more to us than the coarse stone. 
I would recommend that this work be continued next season 
as fast as you have surplus stone of this size. 


HIGHLAND AVENUE. 


The work dene on Highland Avenue the past season may 
be considered cheaper than it will be done hereafter, unless 
we are blessed with a portable crusher. The reason why is 
because the work is gradually drawing away from the only 
good gravel pit in this locality, and will continue to cost 
more as the work progresses. Another reason is that there 
are hundreds of loads of loam in this street which we may 
not be able to sell at such good advantage as we have the 
past season. The school department have probably got 
nearly all they want in that district, and the chances of get- 
ting 40 cents per load hereafter are slim. ‘This 40 cents per 
load paid the expense of removing the loam, and the loam 
must be taken out if built under the present management. 
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There are already too many flower gardens under the streets 
of Winchester. The style of constructing the street was 
first to take off the top (which was very thin) and pile it on 
the sides, then take out the loam and cart it away; then 
build the road-bed to sub-grade with the native blue gravel, 
and then we hauled in a course, stoney gravel and built the 
’ centre of the street, 18 feet wide and 5 inches deep, using a 
light covering of blue gravel on top for a binder. The sides 
of the street were graded off with the native blue gravel. 
We have built in all 1300 feet of this street, which the table 
will show; 900 feet of it was constructed the entire width 
of 60 feet, excepting the sidewalk on the west side. The 
other 400 feet was built from 18 feet to 30 feet. Our work 
carried us into a iedge which we were obliged to blast, 
taking out in all 120 tons of stone which were teamed to 
the crusher. 

I would recommend that when you continue this work 
it be done with broken ‘stone, providing you have a 
portable crusher. There is plenty of stone all along this 
avenue. 


PATCHING, ETC. 


We have had the usual amount of patching and dangerous 
places to look after, which is sure to confront roadmen in 
any town. ‘This work we looked after as promptly as pos- 
sible, and below will be found the street names, giving the 
cost as per pay-roll : —

May 10, June 10 and July 29, we had damaging thunder 
showers which caused an expense of $136.62 on the follow-

We have built a rail fence on Willow Street 381 feet long, 
at a cost (including lumber) of $57.15. 

We have removed from the several streets 416 loads of 
loam, and sold the same for $163.60. 

We have built a six-way shed in the Swanton Street yard, 
which is very convenient to store spare carts, etc. This 
shed has sliding and hinged doors, and can be closed 
and locked to keep the weather out. We find this Swanton 
Street yard very convenient to store stock, such as granite 
paving, edgestone, pipe, etc., as the yard in the centre is 
crowded with the teams in use and the crushing plant. 

Cost of the shed, including painting $254. 


PAVED GUTTERS. 


There has been less than 8,000 lineal feet of paved gut- 
ters laid the past season, mostly of granite blocks. We 
have on hand in the Swanton Street yard enough cobble- 
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stone (that we have picked up and taken trom Church Street) 
to lay about 500 yards of gutters, and I recommend that they 
be used in that district the next season. I would advise that 
this branch of the work be increased next season and at least 
double the amount of gutters laid, as this is one of the 
cheapest methods in street repairing when the gutter is pro- 
perly laid and of sufficient width to carry the water. 

I think that where it is possible to divert the water from 
some of the side-hill streets, and carry it along to one or 
more basins and take it from them under ground until the 
main drainage is reached, it should be done, as there is too 
great a wash on some of these streets.

ROAD ROLLER. 


This important machine was loaned to the town by the 
State, and without it we would have been practically crippled. 
Although it is a light one it has done us good service and 
we are thankful for the use of it. It has been thoroughly 
repaired by its builders, the Buffalo Pitts people, and cleaned 
and housed for the winter. During the season we have 
worked this roller 151 days, have rolled nearly 6,000 tons of 
stone, done all the ploughing for street excavations, besides 
rolling nearly all of the streets that were graded with gravel. 
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In case this roller is taken from the town | would recom- 
mend the purchase of a 15-ton roller as a saving to the town, 
for the reason that it could roll about one third more per day 
at the same cost or expense as the present one.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


It would be advisable, before the remainder of Main Street 
is macadamed above the Ice bridge, to have the street car 
track laid on a true grade from the bridge to the brook, and 
from the Woburn line to the brook. This would be a great 
improvement, and would carry the water along without 
leaving puddles. 

There are several places where guard fences should be 
built without delay. Along the sidewalk on Washington 
Street, between Westley and Swanton streets, and on 
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Stevens Street and other places perhaps of less importance, 
needs some new work and some repairs. 

The department should have a one-horse street sweeper. 
One of these sweepers would pay for itself in the spring 
cleaning. The macadam work should be swept hereafter, 
-and this is the safest method of cleaning these streets, as the 
hoe often pulls out the stone and is damaging to macadam 
streets. I hope some arrangement can be made to collect 
stone through the winter, as it would advance the work when 
spring opens. | 

It is advisable, when there is any new work to be done, 
either widening, 
lished and proper plans, especially cross sections, made, and 


cutting, or filling, to have a grade estab- 


work done strictly according to the same. This may be 
the means of saving the town the expense of a suit. 


REMARKS. 


I think the question of better roads is before the people as. 
never before in the history of this country. Our people are 
thoroughly aroused to the advantages of good roads, and yet - 
town after town and year after year will continue to do cheap. 
work with poor material. 

This subject calls for careful study and consideration. 
Let us use a little common sense in this matter, as a man 
would in his own private business, and adapt the cheapest 
method known for the best road at the least possible 
expense. It is a fact that men longest in the business feel 
as if the art of good road construction is yet in its infancy, 
but this is no excuse for carrying on the work at a great dis- 
advantage, which means a waste of money. 

On closing, I wish to extend my thanks to your Honorable 
Board for the kind and considerate treatment I have received, 
both personally and officially. I also wish to thank (through 
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your Honorable Board) Mr. N. A. Richardson, your former 
Superintendent, for valuable information received, and 
Superintendent Dotten, of the Water Department, Superin- 
tendent Fletcher, of the Sewer Department; and the Police 
Department, for their kindness and promptness in guarding 
and reporting dangerous places,

REPORT 


OF THE 


ENGINEERS OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


GENTLEMEN ,— We herewith submit the report of the Fire 
Department for the year ending Jan. 1, 1898: 

There are in the department three engineers receiving $50 
each per year; three permanent men (drivers of apparatus) 
receiving $13.50, $13, and $13 per week. We recommend 
that the driver of the steamer be employed as a permanent 
man, at a salary of $13.50 per week. Twenty-seven call 
men receiving $35 per year each. We recommend that they 
be paid $50 per year. 

The department has answered twenty-seven bell alarms, 
ten telephone alarms; has travelled one hundred and fifty- 
three and five twelfths miles, has laid twenty thousand two 
hundred and fifty feet of hose, raised one thousand and 
thirty-three feet of ladders, and served thirty-five hours’ 
actual fire duty. 


The amount of property endangered was $104,371 00 
Insurance on same, 80,475 00

Insurance paid, 25,247 50 


The apparatus consists of one steam fire engine, in fair 
working order. She has not had a thorough overhauling of 
her machinery for many years. We recommend the thorough 
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overhauling of her machinery, and that she be painted, her 
boilers inspected, and insured at an expense of about $400. 

Two two-horse hose wagons in good repair. 

One two-horse H. & L. truck that has been in service 
twenty-four years. The truck is serviceable as used, but is 
not sufficiently strong to allow the placing of ladders long 
enough to reach in a practical manner some of the buildings 
recently erected. A new truck should be purchased, and a 
few longer ladders, which with those on the present truck 
would fully equip the new one. Expense about $1,250. 

One two-horse exercise wagon, in good order. We 
recommend that the running part of the present truck 
be utilized for exercising the horses at the Swanton Street 
house, provided a new truck is furnished.

or allowing for those used up, etc., there are about 5200 
feet now in use, of which 2500 feet, at least, have passed 
beyond the usual time of service. We recommend that 1500 
feet of hose be purchased the coming year, at an expense 
of about $900. 

There are six horses now in the department, all in appar- 
ent good condition, and sufficient for drawing all the appa- 
ratus except the steamer. We recommend that a pair of 
horses be purchased for the department and used on the 
steamer. Expense about $300. 

The department has five sets of double harness and one 
single harness. One set of the double harness is twenty-four 
years old. Werecommend the purchase of one set of double 
harness. Expense about $50.

There are thirty-one fire alarm boxes in use, of which 
thirteen are of the old pattern. The boxes have been tested 
regularly, and found correct without any exception. A 
repeater and switchboard have been added to this branch 
this year, for which we have paid $350. We have changed 
the batteries from the gravity to a storage system, receiv- 
ing the current from the Woburn Electric Light Company’s 
supply to the North Woburn Street Railway. This has 
been in use six months, and it has proved far superior to any 
method previously used, and perfectly satisfactory to us. 
This has not been paid for, but is in use with the understand- 
ing that if purchased within one year no charge is to be 
made for its use. If it is not purchased, $100 is to be paid. 
If not purchased but rented by the town, $50 per year is to 
be paid. We recommend its purchase for the department 
at a cost of $445. 

Two miles of new wire has been put in this year, to 
replace wornout lines. 

The hose house on Swanton Street is in good condition 
and will need no outlay the coming year, except for the 
ordinary care. 

The centre house, with the addition of new stall floors, 
and proper sanitary ventilation, together with some repairs 
to slate roof, etc., can be used still longer as a fire station. 
The many needs of the town deter us from recommending 
the erection of a new centre station at present. We 
believe that $500 expended on this house the coming year, 
will make it habitable for a few years more. 

We are of the opinion that a hose house should be built 
on the west side of the town and apparatus placed there, 
before a new centre house is provided. ‘The extension at 
Messrs. Biggs and Cobbs and McKay Metallic Company, 
together with other high buildings recently erected, demand 
that more hose be carried than is now carried. It is our 
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opinion that the small water main on Swanton Street is not of 
sufficient capacity to allow the department to successfully 
cope with a serious fire started in the large buildings now 


being erected in and near that locality.

He has to commit all pris- 
oners, attend court, go to Boston when occasion requires it, 
and at the same time attend to all complaints that are made 
at the office during the day. The great travel through the 
town, especially during the summer season, requires the ser- 
vices of a day officer to keep order on our streets ; in fact his 
services would be indispensable after the change was once 
made. I hope your Honorable Board and our citizens gen- 
erally will give this matter their thoughtful attention.

FORTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF THE TOWN OF 
WINCHESTER. 


The Board organized in March with the choice of George 
S. Littlefield, Chairman, the Superintendent being elected 
to act as Secretary. ‘The term of office of Mr. Littlefield 
expires at the next annual town meeting. 


SESSIONS OF THE SCHOOLS. 


For several years the question of a single session has 
come before the committee at its first meetings. Petitions 
and other communications have regularly appeared, showing 
that the matter has been and is prominent in the thoughts 
of many people. While the Board could not see justice in 
allowing one session for one school while others of the same 
grades held two, it believed that the Wadleigh, with the 
seventh and eighth grades, made up of pupils from the whole 
town, would do good work on this plan, and accordingly a 
single session has been in force there from May 1st last. 
All the schools with grades below the seventh were allowed 
one session through June, closing not later than twelve 
o’clock, thus giving the younger children long afternoons out 
of doors, the whole of the best month of the year. 

While some towns have established the single session for 
all grades, this board is not yet prepared to recommend its 
adoption in the primary grades. 
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BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 


The High, Rumford, Chapin, Washington, and Gifford 
buildings, being new or recently remodelled, are in good 
condition. The Wadleigh needs new blackboards through- 
out, and should undergo a thorough renewal of the inside 
finish. This would cost several hundred dollars, but the 
expenditure is necessary. The Wyman, while a compara- 
tively new building and the most costly of the recent four- 
room structures, is not ventilated in accordance with the 
requirements of the State Board of Health. It has been kept 
in as good order, however, as possible, with the use of old- 
fashioned methods of ventilation. A petition was received 
this fall from the parents residing in the Wyman district 
regarding the condition of this building. Ata hearing given, 
it was discovered that some of the reports were exaggerated, 
but that there was a basis of complaint. It is highly desirable 
that a re-arrangement should be made of the ventilation and 
sanitation of this building. This will necessitate the con- 
struction of a small addition on the northerly end of the 
building in which the sanitary arrangements should be 
located, and the construction in the main building of proper 
ventilating flues, and this board recommends that these 
changes be made during the coming season. The Highland, 
the only two-room building, and the only one heated by 
furnace, is well worn. 

At the Rumford a curbstone should be set on three sides 
and the grading finished. At present the yard is bare and 
unsightly, and is made a convenient short-cut for teams. A 
small addition was made to the Wyman lot by the purchase 
of a narrow strip of land next Oxford Street. The unsightly 
condition of the surroundings of the Highland School still 
continues, though a slight improvement has been made by 
the co-operation of the Highway Department during the past 
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year. It is desirable that this work of grading, as the town 
ledge is removed, should be completed at an early day, and 
the lot devoted to school purposes, as it 1s extremely prob- 
able that within a very few years a four-room building will 
have to be erected upon this lot, and land once acquired by 
the town, for which there is a probable use, should never be 
sold. 


INDUSTRIAL WORK. 


The town, we believe, is to be nooprara lied upon the 
progress which it has already made in industrial work, in 
connection with its public schools. There are few towns of 
seven thousand inhabitants that maintain, not only sewing in 
the schools, but also public classes in cooking and carpentry. 
We believe, however, in order to make what is now done 
effective, a further step in this work must be taken. This 
means increased appropriation for this department of the 
work of education. Its importance is such that we do not 
hesitate to ask for the money. The training of the mind and 
character through the hand and eye, begun in the kinder- 
garten, must be continued, in a properly graded manner, 
through the succeeding years. It is the purpose of the 
committee to introduce a system of woodwork, the Sloyd 
or Northampton, into the lower grades. This work is done 
in the school rooms, and will be properly co-ordinated with 
the sewing. The present course of sewing will be completed 
by instruction in cutting and fitting in the upper grades. 
Other needs are a better place for the cooking school, and a 
more scientific development of the work in carpentry. The 
committee wishes to bear witness to the faithful service 
which is now being done in these departments of our school 
work, so far as they are developed. 
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ATHLETICS. 


The Board has deemed it wise during the current year to 
assume control of the athletic sports indulged in by members 
of the schools, especially those of the High School. An 
instructor in athletics was employed by the Board, Mr. 
Lewis R. Brine, a graduate of our schools, and at present a 
student at Harvard. We expect this move will tend to a 
more systematic and healthy development of athletics. The 
position of the Board is unchanged as to the propriety of 
keeping the athletic sports in the schools under its own 
supervision. 


SUPERVISION. 


Dr. E. Hunt, Superintendent and Secretary, closed his 
term of office in June. When he entered upon his duties in 
the spring of 1888 there were about eight hundred pupils 
in all the schools, less than one hundred in the High School, 
no kindergartens, and nothing whatever attempted in the 
way of advanced work in the grades below the tenth. There 
are now over thirteen hundred pupils; two hundred and 
thirty-two are in the High School, one hundred and fifty in 
the five kindergartens. The work of our school system 
through all the grades presents a continuous course. 

After a careful analysis of the qualifications of some twenty- 
five applicants, Mr. Henry M. Walradt, a graduate of Yale 
and experienced as a teacher and superintendent, was elected 
to succeed Dr. Hunt. The duties of the office, with the frequent 
changes in. the corps of teachers, the details of allotting books 
and supplies and the clerical work, tax the abilities of an able 
man. Mr. Walradt is at present employed for three days 
in each week and devotes two evening hours to office work. 
At an early day the entire time -of a superintendent should 
be employed in our town. 
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GRADUATION EXERCISES. 


The plan adopted in the previous year of having union 
graduation exercises of the High and Grammar grades was 
continued last June. This event serves to emphasize the 
close union which should exist between all grades of our 
schools, and especially that there should be no break recog- 
nized between the eighth and ninth grades, although nomi- 
nally the scholars go from the Grammar to the High School. 


ACCOMMODATIONS FOR THE FUTURE. 


In September last, the vacant rooms in the New Washing- 
ton building were opened, one for grades II. and I., and 
the other for a kindergarten. 

All the schools are now fully occupied and some are 
crowded. There were in May last 1419 children of school 
age. The increase of population has been greatest in the 
northerly sections of the town, and the Rumford and Chapin 
schools are overflowing. The Wadleigh cannot accomodate 
further additions to the numbers already there. The High 
has nearly reached its complement, and in the near future a 
new high-school building must be erected and the old one 
used for grammar grades. 


SANITATION OF BUILDINGS. 


Special attention has been given throughout the year to 
the care of all the buildings, books, and supplies. Slates, 
being undoubted sources of danger, have been banished as 
fast as the means of the committee allowed. Under the 
directions of the Board of Health, the rooms have been fumi- 
gated frequently, when required by the prevalence of con- 
tagious diseases. 
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FINANCIAL. 


Each year makes new calls upon the funds at hand, and 
the committee finds itself unable to meet the drafts. In sal- 
aries alone, nearly one thousand dollars has been expended 
since September 1, above the amount allotted. The com- 
mittee is fully aware of the fact that the most important 
factor in education is the teacher. The people of the town 
should understand that in this matter of securing the best 
teachers, we stand in a peculiar position as a suburb of Bos- 
ton. There is an earnest and intelligent demand for the 
very best, and a desire: that the town should spend money 
freely for the teachers’ salaries. But this suburb is the 
creation of the last few years, a result of a rapid transforma- 
tion from a country village. The resources cannot keep 
pace with the ambitions. Nor can a town of this size com- 
pete with the large city. Nearness to the large city is both 
an advantage and a disadvantage. The fact of nearness 
attracts teachers who wish the city’s advantages; and, on 
the other hand, the better the teachers are, the sooner the 
city is likely to discover them and take them away. It 
would be a mistake to think that in order to secure the very 
best teachers, the wise policy would be to establish a salary 
standard in advance of that generally established in places 
similarly situated. But it isno mistake to make the salaries 
of our teachers who have approved themselves equal to the 
salaries of those in similar positions in the most progressive 
of our cities and towns. And while Winchester has a maxi- 
mum that is properly proportioned to its size and conditions, 
its minimum and the actual salaries are too low. No one 
thing can be done by the town this coming year to raise the 
standard of our school work, and to increase the excellence 
of our teaching, that will be more effective than an increase 
in the pay-roll, that shall be at the same time generous and 
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discriminating. For this purpose the school committee asks 
this coming year an appropriation larger than has ever been 
asked before, to wit, the sum of $37,000, based on the fol- 
lowing estimated expenses : — 


‘Salaries, $26,000 
Fuel, 2,300 
Books and supplies, 3,000 
Repairs, 1,000 
Insurance, 150 
Incidentals, 1,200 
Deficiency, 2,700 
Transportation, 700 
Total, $37,050 


The bank tax and $36,000 by taxation may well be appro- 
priated.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the School Committee of Winchester: 

The reputation which the school system of Winchester 
has acquired beyond the town limits was illustrated soon 
after you honored me with a unanimous election to my 
present position. Fellow-superintendents hastened to con- 
eratulate me upon my admission to a field where so much 
good seed, already yielding good returns, has been sown by 
the official representatives of the people, watered by liberal 
appropriations from the public treasury, and faithfully cul- 
tivated by the men and women entrusted with the details of 
the work. 

This enviable reputation carries with it grave responsi- 
bility. If we survey with satisfaction the past, look with 
complacency upon the present, and expect the future to care 
for itself, the school system of Winchester will look in vain 
for further laurels. The most powerful machinery soon 
loses its momentum, if the motive power becomes inactive. 
We may, therefore, reasonably expect from citizens, school 
officers, teachers and pupils, intelligent co-operation designed — 
to place the schools of this progressive town upon a still 
higher plane. 

A HOPEFUL OUTLOOK. 

My official connection with the schools has been of too 
limited duration to enable me to give a comprehensive sum- 
mary of the work accomplished since the publication of my 
predecessor’s last annual report. In one term, however, 
although hampered by the limited time for which I am 
employed and by unavoidable clerical labor, I have observed 
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the work of teachers and pupils sufficiently to convince me 
that, as a rule, the ends of public school organizations have 
been attained, and that the exceptions serve the more forcibly 
to emphasize the actual good accomplished. A beginning 
has already been made to correct some defects that have 
been observed ; existing conditions are being studied with a 
view to possible improvement ; and the apparent willingness 
of teachers to receive suggestions, their appreciation that 
better results are always attainable, and their earnestness 
in seeking the means for getting such results, augur well for 
the future. 3 


SPECIAL ADVANTAGES. 


I take pleasure in noticing some of the special opportu- 
nities of Winchester children. Advancement in the “three 
R’s,” and in other studies long considered essential by all 
friends of public education, is apparently no less satisfactory 
than ever before ; in fact, nearly all our teachers have learned 
to teach these subjects by more rational methods than pre- 
vailed less than ten years ago. But Winchester, to a marked 
degree, has opened more and wider doors to the children. 
Few cities and fewer towns are equally awake to the impor- 
tance of adapting the instruction of the day to the children of 
the day. What was enough for us is not enough for our chil- 
dren. The world moves and we must move with it. The ele- 
mentary education that sufficed for an Everett or a Webster 
will not suffice for those who are to lead the thought and action 
of the dawning century; and preparation for the less con- 
spicuous walks of life must be broader and better than could 
be obtained by princes a hundred years ago. 


1. Manual Training. 
Among the most important opportunities enjoyed by the 
children of Winchester is the opportunity for manual train- 
ing. Its advantages are so well known that I will not pre- 
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sent them here. No objection to manual instruction, in gen- 
eral, is likely to arise in this town. It is not so apparent, 
however, that we have an ideal course. [am _ pleased to 
acknowledge that your recent request for special attention 
to the subject shows your desire to ascertain methods of pos- 
sible improvement. Iam giving the special attention re- 
quested and hope to make a detailed report at no distant day. 
. At present I am ready to recommend a continuous course 
of manual training from the day that the pupil enters the 
kindergarten until the day that he becomes entitled to a 
diploma from the High School. Kindergartens already ex- 
emplify the possibility of setting children upon the highway 
of intellectual progress through the use of the hand. In 
primary grades the manual work of the kindergarten can be 
continued and extended. In these grades, whatever differ- 
ence of opinion may exist as to details, it seems certain that 
the children should use material that can be easily worked. 
Clay, wax, worsted, paper and cardboard will suffice. <A 
little Jater knife-work and sewing may be introduced ; 
domestic economy and elementary woodwork are desirable 
for the higher grammar grades and for the lower High School 
classes ; advanced .wood work, including carving, turning, 
and pattern-making, and elementary metal work, should be 
provided for the higher classes in the High School. 
Industrial education especially adapted, from a utilitarian 
standpoint. to one sex, may be pursued profitably and 
pleasantly by the other sex. If-we hold steadfastly to the 
idea that manual training in public schools has for its chief 
aim intellectual and physical development, that it is not 
designed to produce skilled workmen, and that its “ prac- 
tical” value is only an incidental advantage, we may well 
allow, in the High School at least, opportunities to elect 
manual work irrespective of sex. 
Drawing should be closely allied to manual training, and 
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is itself, in fact, a kind of manual training. I have no doubt 
that our supervisor of drawing will cheerfully co-operate in 
an effort to economize time and energy in correlating her 
instruction with kindred subjects. 

This crude and imperfect outline of manual training cover- 
ing the entire public school course is partially comprehended 
in the work now done in our schools. With a few desirable 
modifications, the present system can be brought into har- 
mony with a more complete course. 

Certain conditions of instruction are essential to the best 
results in manual training. The instructor should be a pro- 
ficient worker in what is taught. He should also have ade- 
quate training in the theory and practice of teaching. 
Without sufficient manual dexterity, the teacher cannot 
properly show pupils how to use their hands. Without 
training and experience as a teacher, the expert workman 
fails to understand the limitations of children, expects too 
much or too little, exalts the practical at the expense of the 
educational; the children’s natural interest in manual em- 
ployment becomes less active, and their natural instinct for 
bodily activity, diverted from continuous application to profit- 
able employment, finds expression in almost continuous ap- 
plication to thoughtless or premeditated devices for creating 
disorder and defeating the purpose for which the class exists. 

For purposes of economy, inadequately trained grade 
teachers have sometimes been called upon to do the work of 
special teachers. For the same reasons, persons unfamiliar 
with school work have been employed as special teachers. 
Such, however, is the intrinsic adaptation of manual training 
to child nature, that in spite of imperfect instruction and dis- 
cipline many good results have appeared. Nevertheless, 
the best available instructors ought to be employed. 

I recommend an appropriation sufficient to begin the 
desirable extension of manual training in our schools. 
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wu. Hnrichment of Elementary Course. 


Another advantage of Winchester children is the enrich- 
ment of the elementary school course. We are trying to 
satisfy a long-existing need for a broader and deeper educa- 
tion. We have become convinced that children can learn 
many new things without being overtaxed, and without 
losing the valuable part of the old things. We have intro- 
duced not only manual training, 
also Latin, French, algebra, concrete geometry, nature 
study, and English history. How this can be done without 
overloading the children, confusing them, excluding neces- 


elsewhere mentioned, but 


sary instruction in other branches, or diluting the instruction 
all along the line, is a pertinent question. An answer is 
attempted in another part of this report. 


m. The Kindergarten. 


The general introduction of the kindergarten is a great 
advantage to the children of Winchester. Aware of its 
advantages, the town is committed to the system. I intro- 
duce the subject chiefly to put myself on record as awake to 
the advantages of the kindergarten, not only as an introduc- 
tion to systematic and helpful education at an early age, but 
also as a factor in extending the spirit and aims of Froebel 
even to schools of higher grade. | 


1v. Location of Ninth- Year Pupils. 


The incorporation of ninth-year pupils in the High School 
is another progressive movement. For a long time thought- 
ful educators have lamented the chasm between high schools 
and grammar schools. This has been occasioned by the 
sudden introduction of pupils to several entirely new sub- 
jects and to the more exacting requirements of high-school 
teachers. Separated from grammar-school work by their 
own rigid training under other high-school teachers and 
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college professors, these teachers, as a class, have failed to 
realize the limitations of grammar-school teachers and 
erammar-school pupils, and have expected of children 
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“entering their ’teens” habits of study and powers of 
independent acquisition befitting older students. 

On the other hand, the upper grammar-grade teachers, 
unduly prolonging methods appropriate to younger children, 
have failed to prepare their pupils for the inevitable fate 
awaiting them. <A natural result has been the rapid disinte- 
eration of high-school classes during the earlier part of their 
course, a result in many instances due to circumstances over 
which neither pupils nor parents had control. 

By introducing “ high-school subjects” in the grammar 
school, and modifying the high-school course, ninth-year 
pupils are spared abrupt transition in their studies. By put- 
ting them into the High School, we introduce them earlier to 
high-school training, and they should soon come almost un- 
consciously into harmony with their new surroundings. 
They also get the benefit of the laboratories and other special 
advantages of the High School a year sooner than heretofore. 

But unless the grammar schools and the High School 
endeavor to harmonize their methods and exactions to a 
gradually progressive standard, the disintegrating process 
will be introduced a year earlier than heretofore, and a 
movement promising good results will be fraught with evil 
for many pupils. 


v. LHeatension of One-Session System. 


I shall mention only one more special advantage enjoyed 
by the school children of this town. Notwithstanding 
objections that cannot be ignored, the extension of the one- 
session system seems, on the whole, productive of good 
results. Teachers and pupils are able and inclined to work 
more energetically and thereby to make up for the slight 
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shortening of school hours. By a re-arrangement of time 
schedules, placing all manual training in the afternoon and 
making manual training compulsory until the tenth year, at 
least, the intellectual, physical and moral aspects of educa- 
tion may all receive due attention within the time limits 
already experimentally in operation. 

The school superintendent of a town not far distant 
reports the success of the one-session system for all grades. 
Iam not prepared to recommend so complete a departure 
from long-established custom, but if one session is proper 
for the kindergarten at one extreme, and for the High School 
at the other, —if, moreover, our seventh and eighth grades 
are, apparently, not suffering from several months’ trial of 
the system, — why may it not be good all along the line? 

By continuing, without extending, for the present, to 
other grades, the one-session system that we now have, we 
shall perhaps demonstrate that we intend to 


** Be not the first by whom the new is tried, 
Nor yet the last to lay the old aside.” 


AN IMPORTANT INNOVATION. 


Our brief experience in the employment of a general 
assistant has already demonstrated the value of such service. 
In addition to giving individual instruction to pupils needing 
special assistance, Miss Walker has spent many days in 
charge of school-rooms. She has thereby mitigated the 
loss caused by the absence of regular teachers, and has been 
of great service pending the election of teachers to vacant 
positions. Jn times of greatest need her services may also 
become available for clerical assistance in the Superinten- 
dent’s office. 
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WINCHESTER EDUCATIONAL ASSOCIATION. 


The Winchester Educational Association has recently been 
formed. This organization has a broader purpose than the 
mere improvement of teachers and teaching. It aims at 
the welfare of the public schools and of the community 
throughg a reater co-operation of all the friends of education. 
Hence membership is not limited to school officers and 
teachers, but others are invited and even urged to become 
members. The Fortnightly has given noticeable evidences 
of what can be done for schools outside of the ordinary 
channels. An illustration of this fact is their recent generous 
contribution for summer courses of study for public-school 
teachers. The Winchester Educational Association is not 
intended to supplant but to supplement the Fortnightly. 
At present it consists of superintendent and teachers only, 
and has made no effort to formulate a definite line of action. 
We hope for an accession of members from other occupations, 
and that these members will aid in shaping its course. As 
suggestive, however, of what may be taken into consider- 
ation, I mention the following : — 


Bringing to the knowledge of parents the actual work of 
the schools ; 

Bringing to the knowledge of teachers the home surround 
ings of children ; 

Beautifying school rooms and grounds by works of art, 
flowers, etc. ; 

Providing museums for every school for the better pur- 
suit of nature study ; 

Increasing the working library of every public school ; 

The establishment of summer schools, devoted particularly 
o manual training, including gardening ; 

Daily medical inspection of the schools : 
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Tests by specialists to discover defective eyesight, hear- 
ing, 


Providing nurses for indigent sick people, and nurseries 


etc. ; 


for the infant children of working women. 

These are but suggestions of an almost limitless field of 
usefulness. Whatever tends to bring citizens and the 
schools into close working relations for the upbuilding of 
society is a legitimate subject for the consideration of this 
association. 

A QUESTION ANSWERED. 


In the paragraph relating to the enrichment of the element- 
ary school course (page 98) an important question was 
raised. It is easy to answer that question theoretically. 
The different subjects are not independent of each other, and 
instruction in one subject may be adapted to the require- 
ments of one or more other subjects. Nature study can be 
brought into close relation with drawing, reading, language, 
and even arithmetic; algebra and concrete geometry help, 
rather than retard, development in arithmetic; Latin and 
French may be made powerful instruments in extending an 
acquaintance with our own language; English history, 
properly taught, throws needed light upon the development 
of American institutions. In other words, not more work, 
but more closely related work, is demanded of pupils and 
teachers. 

The better work demanded also includes the adaptation of 
instruction to the child’s nature. He can learn the elements 
of many things better than the entirety of a few things. 
Before leaving the kindergarten, he can learn something of 
a plant. That knowledge will serve as a basis for acquiring 
additional knowledge in the first primary. Step by step his 
knowledge may increase until, as a graduate, he finds him- 
self equipped with the power to acquire knowledge of count- 
less plants hitherto unseen by him. How much more 
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rational is such instruction than confinement to less interest- 
ing work in formal studies until the powers of observation 
have become dwarfed by want of exercise, and then expect- 
ing him, from a year’s study in the High School, with text- 
book in hand, to acquire a knowledge of plants by memorizing 
what others have said about plants! This illustration of the 
so-called “spiral system ” is intended to show its applicabil- 
ity throughout the period of school life. 

Incidentally, observation, as opposed to memorizing, was 
mentioned in the preceding paragraph. In the line of better 
instruction, a high value should be set upon training the 
powers of observation. We confer upon a child a greater 
boon by developing the power to ascertain facts than by 
putting him in immediate possession of those facts. 

Allied to trained observation as a useful factor in acquiring 
knowledge is the trained power of investigation by means of 
books. It is better, for example, to train children to the 
proper use of available written historical material than to 
lumber their memory with a mass of unrelated historical 
facts. To train them to constant and intelligent use of dic- 
tionaries, cyclopedias, and other reference books is better 
than to make them walking cyclopedias of necessarily limited 
scope. 

Not the least important means of better instruction is the 
elimination of immaterial details heretofore taught. The 
old arithmetics abounded in subjects that have no place in 
newer editions, and even the best arithmetics of the present 
day may well be pruned by intelligent teachers. Profi- 
clency in geography should no longer be gauged by a pupil’s 
ability to locate hundreds of unimportant and remote feat- 
ures of the earth’s surface. Insignificant battles, insignifi- 
cant details of important battles, dates soon forgotten 
because never needed beyond school walls, are among the 
non-essentials of history. Limits of space prohibit further 
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illustration of the necessary weeding process that all studies 
should receive. 7 

To answer practically the question already answered in 
theory is more difficult. It is easier to teach in a routine 
manner than ina thoughtful manner. Less skill is needed 
in requiring pupils to become fairly proficient in abstract 
mathematical processes than in developing the power to solve 
practical problems that require thoughtful application of 
those processes. It takes less time to assign definite pages 
or paragraphs for memorizing than to prepare a thoughtful 
analysis of the lesson assigned, or to give proper directions 
for getting the required information. Teachers are also 
naturally eager for immediate results. It is a pleasure to 
show the casual visitor the proficiency of pupils in answering 
oft-repeated questions. One is more likely to get a “ per- 
fect” recitation of a paragraph assigned for memorizing than 
an intelligent reproduction of that paragraph in simple, 
idiomatic English. Slowly as pupils master conjugations and 
erammatical rules, they learn them more rapidly than they 
acquire readiness in using the language of mature scholars. 

Hence the teacher is in constant danger of teaching facts, 
forms, and rules at the expense of broader and better instruc- 
tion. The lines of least resistance, and the powerful influ- 
ence of traditional methods of teaching, lead a teacher to 
become an information-monger rather than a power-developer. 
The ideal toward which we should aim places power as the 
primary object of education, information being a necessarily 
incidental benefit thereof. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


During the closing months of 1897 considerable time was 
lost by the closing of different schools for purposes of disin- 
fection. The spread of contagious disease should be checked 
at all hazards; but the mere closing and disinfection of 
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school-rooms, the posting of Binearde on infected houses and 
the exclusion of the inmates from the public schools, will not 
alone suffice. If children from these houses play in the 
streets with children not excluded from the schools, what 
certainty have we that disease will not be brought into the 
schools? If workshops, stores, and other public places are 
visited by inmates of infected houses, who can deny that 
these persons may spread contagion ? 

Complete isolation is the most effective means of public 
protection. I have been informed that the Board of Health 
of a Massachusetts city recently put a guard over infected 
houses and supplied food to the inmates. Certainly every 
legal means should be employed to prevent the necessity of 
so frequent closing of school-room doors against the children 
for whom school-houses exist. From a money standpoint, 
these wasted days involve great sacrifice; from the stand- 
point of parental anxiety, the consequences are serious; and 
from the standpoint of the children’s welfare, the loss is 
incalculable. 

A SERIOUS DEFECT. 


The development of graded schools has demonstrated their 
great advantages. Grading is not likely to be abandoned. 
But with its advantages a great obstucle has come to light. 
Even in the most populous centres no grading can be close 
enough to meet the wants of every child. In every class 
there must be children of different intellect, tastes, and 
temperament. Class instruction keeps the more receptive 
pupils marking time, vainly strives to drag others onward, 
and is properly adapted to but a fraction of the class. By 
breaking classes into sections, the most progressive teachers 
endeavor to give every individual the needed instruction ; 
but until public opinion warrants a great reduction in the 
number of pupils assigned to teachers, the best teachers will 
be powerless to satisfy individual needs. 
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Superintendents give a little assistance by extra promotion 
of “the brighter children”; but with regular promotions a 
year apart, extra promotions do not admit of the gradual 
progression that ought to be every pupil’s privilege. On the 
other hand, children below average ability suffer either by 
promotion when unqualified for the next grade, or by a weari- 
some retracing of the thorny path already followed by them. 

Many superintendents urge, as a step toward individual- 
ism, the employment of a teacher for every thirty pupils. 
In our own town upwards of fifty pupils are assigned to 
some teachers, and other teachers can show a registration of 
nearly fifty. With additional school-rooms we can do a 
little toward bettering this unfortunate condition. 

The employment of general assistants is another instru-. 
mentality for overcoming the “ mark-step,” “ lock-step,” or 
“no-step” tendencies of the graded system. Our own 
general assistant has done good work in this direction. 

A third method is the shortening of promotion periods, 
allowing frequent regrading. Still another method is the 
“Cambridge Method,” which systematically allows the more 
progressive pupils to accomplish, during a part of the 
course, the work of three grades in two years. Both 
methods have their peculiar merits. Existing conditions 
will be studied to discover the feasibility of applying simi- 
lar methods here. 

Another method worthy of careful consideration is the 
method of ungraded schools to supplement the graded 
schools. To these schools should be transferred all pupils 
who from want of ability, irregularity of attendance, in- 
difference to study, or other circumstance, are the most 
unfit for assignment to graded rooms. These ungraded 
schools should be of two kinds, viz. : for pupils under a fixed 
age —eé. g., thirteen years —and for pupils over that age. 
The number of pupils should be small. The teacher should 
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be possessed of rare tact and skill, and should have a salary 
commensurate with the arduous duties of the position. No 
teacher should be assigned to such a school unless endowed 
with an enthusiastic ambition to help unfortunate types of 
children. Finally, enrolment in such a school should not be 
considered a. punishment or other disgrace. Every pupil 
should be made to feel that in it he is given opportunities 
not available in the graded classes. 

Such schools would not be experimental. In other com- 
munities their success has been demonstrated. 


NEED OF CLOSER ARTICULATION. 


Elsewhere is mentioned the desirability of assigning fewer 
pupils to grade teachers. In the best high schools the 
equipment of teachers is rarely smaller than one teacher for 
every twenty-five pupils. In kindergartens, two teachers is 
not considered too many for as few as twenty or thirty 
children. If equal consideration were shown elsewhere, it 
would not be difficult to establish the desirable closer con- 
nection between the kindergarten and the primary school. 
Already many a primary teacher has the kindergarten spirit, 
but with fifty or sixty active children before her, the appli- 
cation of kindergarten methods, except within narrow 
limits, is impossible. When towns become awake to the 
importance of making every year of the child’s school life 
a natural transition from the preceding year, teachers will 
be employed in sufficient number to make an “ ex-kinder- 
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garten” or “sub-primary ” grade an established reality. 


MORE SCHOOL-ROOMS NEEDED. 


There is urgent necessity for additional school accommo- 
dations. The capacity of the High School is barely adequate 
to existing requirements, and the enrolment will probably 
be larger next year. Every teacher at the Wadleigh has at 
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least ten more pupils than she can properly teach and dis- 
cipline. The Rumford has been fitly compared to a beehive, 
so evidently is it overcrowded. ‘The upper room of the 
Gifford has too many pupils. The Chapin barely meets its 
needs and the Wyman is nearly full. Facts speak louder 
than words, and facts call imperatively for more school-rooms. 
How these school-rooms shall be provided is a problem for 
the school committee and the town-meeting to solve. 

To the writer, with the limited time he has had for study- 
ing the problem, the ideal solution seems to be the imme- 
diate erection of a new high-school building that will be 
adequate to meet the wants of the town for many years, and 
that will also be a significant declaration of Winchester’s 
determination to retain her enviable position as the promoter 
of her children’s welfare. The higher grammar-school 
classes could then be assigned to the present High School 
building, andthe Wadleigh could be used to relieve the con- 
gestion of the other schools. 

It may seem desirable to provide partial means for the 
erection of a new high school by the sale of the Wadleigh. 
In that event, the upper grammar grades could be placed 
in the new building, until the growth of the High School 
necessitated their removal. Meanwhile the old high school 
could be used to relieve other buildings. 

The erection of a new high-school building would also 
give an opportunity to provide suitable manual-training 
rooms. ‘The small, damp, insufficiently lighted basement of 
the Gifford School is inadequate to meet even present needs 
of the carpentry classes. The room used by the cooking 
classes is less objectionable. Nevertheless, an imperfect 
concrete floor that tends to crumble at every step and at 
every application of the broom is not according to established 
ideals of a perfect kitchen. Better quarters for all the in- 
dustrial classes ought to be provided without delay. 
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Rooms could also be provided for the extension of 
manual training whenever such an extension — inevitable 
under the growing conception of the educational value of 
manual training — shall be within the limtts of the town’s 
appropriation for schools. 

The enlargement of the existing High School building is 
undesirable. Although it has fairly answered the require- 
ments of the past, and has been adapted to the rapid exten- 
sion of its wants, the limit of satisfactory enlargement seems 
to have been reached. It is not such a building as Winches- 
ter would make to-day, and no alteration or enlargement 
can make it sucha building. To compare favorably with 
buildings recently erected in other towns, a building planned 
according to modern ideals is needed. But if the town is 
not prepared to build a new high school, some other method 
of increasing the accommodations of the old building must 
be devised. | 

A less desirable method of relieving the grammar and 
srimary schools, without reference to the High School, and 
to provide for manual training, is the erection of a new 
building for the upper grammar grades, redistricting the 
town, and using the Wadleigh for the lower grammar grades. 

Again, the desired end may be partially attained by the 
enlargement of the Wadleigh to meet its own demands and 
to receive the overflow from the lower schools. This method 
makes no provision for the High School, and would hardly 
admit of providing suitable manual-training rooms. In view 
of the possibility that the Wadleigh grounds may be required 
for the proposed boulevard, this plan may merit little 
consideration. 

Relief for the lower schools may be secured by erecting 
at each end of the town a small building for the accomoda- 
tion of the fifth and sixth grades. This plan is open to 
grave objections. It gives no relief to the High or Wad- 
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leigh, it increases the difficulties and probable expense of 
supervision, and is not economical in respect to fuel, care, 
and repairs. 

Because of the pressing need for more school-rooms, I 
recommend the formulation of a definite proposition for con- 
sideration at the approaching town-meeting. 


NEEDS OF THE SCHOOLS. 


Some needs of our schools have already been noticed in 
the suggestions regarding the Winchester Educational Asso- 
ciation. Admitted wants of the public schools should be 
largely met by taxation. An important duty of the Asso- 
ciation is to awaken the community to wants not fully real- 
ized. Incidentally it may stimulate private zeal for aiding 
the schools financially in advance of an awakened public 
spirit. Manual training, for example, reached Winchester 
by private enterprise much sooner than it would have come 
by public taxation. But the public purse strings must never 
be tightened in anticipation of private generosity, and we 
are remiss to duty if we fail to keep the needs of the schools 
before the public. 

I call your attention, therefore, to other needs of the 
schools : — 

An additional appropriation for renewing the ordinary 
text-books. I have observed many tattered and filthy books 
which under existing financial conditions cannot be discarded. 
Not only sanitary reasons, but also moral and esthetic con- 
siderations, call for clean-and attractive books as an element 
of a child’s education. 

A better supply of supplementary reading. I have been 
unable to give classes the variety and quantity of reading 
material that this exacting era of education demands. 

A teachers’ library of pedagogical books and other books 
especially adapted to improve their daily work. Such books 
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should not collect dust in the superintendent’s office, but 
should be kept in active service. The public library 
can supplement the teachers’ library, but cannot take its 
place. 

An appropriation for securing talented speakers to address 
the teachers on lines of practical work, such as nature study, 
physical culture, improved methods of teaching geography, 
etc., — lines wherein many of our teachers feel their need of 
additional light. 

Two or more type-writers for use in the High and Wad- 
leigh Schools. The value of type-writers as an aid to 
spelling and English composition is becoming more apparent 
every year. The type-writer also furnishes desirable manual 
training, and the practical value of ability to use it will not 
be questioned. 

In connection with the type-writer opportunity should be 
given for the study of shorthand. 

A larger appropriation for the more efficient enforcement 
of the laws regarding school attendance. I have had no 
leisure to collect statistics covering this important matter, 
but I am convinced that more attention should be given to 
prevent truancy and other illegal absence from school. The 
duty of the truant officer may include service as messenger 
for the delivery of school supplies. 

More frequent cleaning of school-rooms.. The ordinary 
service of janitors, however efficient, is inadequate to keep 
the rooms clean. If cleanliness is next to godliness, many 
a town must confess that its school-rooms are several stages 
removed from godliness. If disease germs lurk in school- 
room dirt, surely considerable effort should be made to 
banish dirt. Kindergarten floors, upon which the children 
are often seated in their ordinary exercises, are in special 
need of liberal applications of soap and water at frequent 
intervals. 
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The number and kind of cleanings to which each room 
should be annually subjected ought to be specified by regu- 
lation of the school committee. Provision should be made 
for the work either by increasing the compensation of jan- 
itors or by employing outside assistance. In either case, 
the work should be done to the satisfaction of the teachers, 
subject to an appeal to the superintendent. Proper care of 
school-rooms will undoubtedly cost money, but who will 
deny that it is worth something to have clean surroundings, 
and to give the children an object lesson in cleanliness ? 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


Changes in grading and classification made before my 
election have been unaccompanied by a corresponding formu- 
lated course of study. Such a course is in contemplation. 
It is not designed to prepare a course so complete in detail 
as to leave the teachers no field for individuality. The 
best that is in every teacher should have scope for 
action. But the aim of the course will be to furnish broad 
and comprehensive outlines that will enable teachers of 
corresponding grades to give parallel instruction without 
compelling them to follow identical lines. 

Since the writing of the last annual report, the secretary’s 
record shows many changes in the corps of teachers. The 
resignations have been as follows : —

THE PREVENTION OF EVIL HABITS. 


I am pained to observe the evidences of evil habits among 
school children. We teach physiology, but do we lessen the 
prevalence of habits that are directly opposed to our instruc- 
tion? Ifa boy from the High School or from a lower 
orade disregards our warnings against the use of alcohol and 
narcotics, are we entirely free from responsibility ? 

Admitting the duty of pointing out the physiological 
effects of evil habits, [ am yearly more convinced that few 
boys and girls will be saved from evil habits by a mere fear 
of physical consequences. We must reach the souls as well 
as the intellects of the boys and girls. We must implant a 
determination to avoid evil habits before temptation comes 
with too great force to be resisted. This determination we 
must reinforce by the development of manly and womanly 
character. Character alone will enable our pupils to make 
abstinence from evil an attainable result of dislike for evil. 
But we need help to stem the evils that threaten childhood 
and youth. To family, to church, to good men and good 
women, and last, but by no means least, to good boys and 
good gir.s, must we look for co-operation against every evil 
that shows its direful head. 


THE COST.OF SCHOOLS. 


Good schools cost much money. I am aware that two 
questions are sometimes asked: “ When will school officers 
cease to ask for more money?” “ Why isso much more spent 
on public schools than was spent when we were in them?” I 
answer by asking these questions: “ When will men cease 
to make more and better stores and factories and to strive to 
produce more and better articles for human use?” “Why 
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does nearly every man, as his means for satisfying the de- 
mands of his nature increase, surround himself with more 
and better comforts and luxuries?” Our schools must keep 
pace with civilization. We desire, we need, we must have, 
better schools than ever before. We have means that were 
unavailable to the generation that taxed itself for our benefit. 
We cannot escape the obligation to make our sacrifice pro- 
portionate to that made by our fathers. We make no apology, 
therefore, for presenting to the people the ever-increasing 
needs of the public schools, and for asking liberal appropria- 
tions to satisfy those needs. 


CONCLUSION. 


I wish to express my appreciation of the universal cor- 
diality with which I have been received. Not only have the 
committee given evidence of their support and good-will, 
but also teachers, pupils, and many citizens have cheered 
me by evidences of kind feeling. It is my sincere desire that 
my response may be manifested not alone by words. I hope 
that the zeal and intelligence with which I shall perform my 
duties may be a complete demonstration of the great interest 
that I take in the welfare of children.

GROWTH OF THE LIBRARY. 


By comparing the 1896 and 1897 statistics, it will be seen 
that the increase during the year in the number of people 
taking out books is 397, a little over seven per cent. The

increase in number of books taken out is 3,940, or about ten 
and one half per cent. This increase is much greater than 
the increase in population and is most gratifying, as it indi- 
cates that the people of Winchester appreciate their library 
privileges. The reading-room and reference department 
have also been well patronized, but we have no means of 
knowing the extent of increased use over last year, but it is 
probably about ten per cent. 


BEQUEST TO THE LIBRARY. 


By the will of our late esteemed townsman, Mr. Frank 
W. Daniels, who died Dec. 8, 1897 five hundred dollars has 
been bequeathed to the library, the income of which is even- 
tually to be used for the purchase of new books. Mr. 
Daniels was a constant patron of the library, and his bequest 
indicates his appreciation of its good work. During his 
long life in Winchester he encouraged every library improve- 
ment and in every way fostered its usefulness. He person- 
ally encouraged the trustees by his kindly advice and criti- 
cism, and by his death the Library Department has lost a 
constant and appreciative friend. 


NEW READING—ROOM. 


Following out the recommendation contained in our last 
report, the room lately occupied by the Winchester Histori- 
cal Society has been conveniently connected with the library 
proper so that it can be utilized as a reading-room for adults. 
The new room is now ready for occupany, and its use will 
add much to the comfort of readers who desire more quiet 
surroundings than exist in the old reading-room under pres- 
ent conditions. One new feature in this room will be a full 
complement of the daily papers constantly on file. 

The Historical Society still continues its honorable exist- 
ence, but its collection has been turned over by vote of the 
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society to the trustees of the library, who have assumed the 
care of the property and have left it, as far as possible, in 
the same condition for exhibition as heretofore. The 
society’s books, papers, etc., can now be consulted by the 
public during library hours on application to the librarian. 

In connecting the new reading-room with the old, con- 
venient entrances have also been constructed to a second- 
story set of alcoves, to be built, when needed, directly over 
the alcoves now in use on lower floor. This arrangement 
will double the original shelf room of the library and insures 
ample book room for many years to come. The cost of the 
new reading-room and approaches, also entrances to upper 
alcoves, will be about $225. 


SUPPLEMENTARY CATALOGUE APPROPRIATION FOR 1898. 


At the beginning of the year a supplement to the 1892) 
catalogue was prepared and printed at a cost of $275. A 
part of this expense, about $125, has been returned to the 
library from sales of the catalogue. 

The Trustees recommend for care and maintenance of the 
library for 1898 an appropriation of $1,500, together with 
the amount received from sale of dog licenses. Considering 
the increasing popularity and usefulness of the library (as 
shown in table of library statistics), and consequent increase 
in cost of maintenance, this appropriation would seem to be 
necessary. It is the same in amount as appropriation for 
last year. 


The term of Arthur E. Whitney as Trustee expires by 
limitation, and it will be necessary to choose his successor.

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TWENTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


WINCHESTER WATER BOARD. 


During the past two years the expenses of the Water 
Department have been kept down to the lowest possible 
limits consistent with the proper maintenance of the plant, 
and making such ordinary extensions of pipe as have been 
needed from time to time to supply new houses. In this 
way the expenditures have been kept down to the income, 
and at the end of the year, after all bills have been paid 
which have been presented, there is a balance on hand. 

It will be necessary during the coming year to make 
extraordinary expenditures in the way of increase in the 
plant, and renewals on a larger scale than have heretofore 
been necessary. 


HIGH SERVICE. 


The time has arrived when the Water Board consider it 
their duty to explain to the town the condition and capacity 
of the present high service plant and the necessity for a 
new plant at an early day. 

Present Plant. The reservoir was built some fourteen 
years ago, and the water was then pumped by a windmill. 
This has for some time been so badly out of repair that it 
has not been used, all of the pumping having been done by 
the steam plant. It is proposed to dismantle the windmill. 

The steam plant was put in about ten years ago, and con- 
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sists of a boiler of the locomotive type and a Worthington 
duplex steam pump. This plant is located in the basement 
of the ell of the Superintendent’s house. 

The high service reservoir is built of masonry in cement 
mortar, and is forty feet in diameter and ten and one half 
feet deep, and has a capacity of about 100,000 gallons. 

Present Consumption. The ‘present demands upon this 
plant vary from 30,000 to 125,000 gallons a day, with an 
average of about 60,000 gallons. 

Why a New Plant is Needed. The present pump will 
deliver comfortably 150 gallons a minute, thus requiring 
seven hours’ pumping each day for an average day, and 
fourteen hours when the consumption is a maximum. It can 
be seen from this that the capacity of the plant has been 
reached with the present consumption, and the constant in- 
crease in the number of houses built on land requiring the 
high service will soon require a consumption beyond the 
capacity of the present plant. 

The present plant consists of one boiler and one pump. 
They have been in use ten years, and while they are in fair 
condition there is a liability of either one giving out in such 
a manner as to be wholly useless or to require several days 
for repairs. The capacity of the present reservoir is such 
as to be able to hold less than two days of average consump- 
tion, and in case of an accident to the pumping plant requir- 
ing over one day for repairs, the houses on the high service 
would be without water, and there would be no water on the 
hills for use in case of fire until some temporary expedient 
could be put into use, and this the Board has had ready for 
a few years to use in case of emergency, but feel that the 
risk is becoming greater each year and that they do not care 
to be responsible for it any longer. 

The present plant being located in the Superintendent’s 
house, which is a frame building, there is more danger of 
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crippling the plant by fire than if it were in an isolated brick 
building. 

The present reservoir is inadequate for proper fire pro- 
tection. It would supply good streams for only about an 
hour and an quarter if full, but is of necessity only partially 
full most of the time. 

The high service reservoir, besides being small in capacity, 
is also too low to deliver water into the upper stories of some 
of the houses recently built at Hill Crest. 

West Side. Some houses have already been built on the 
West Side which do not get a sufficient supply of water at 
all times, and there is reason to expect that the hills will be 
occupied at no great future for residential purposes. 

We must therefore consider at the present time the best 
method of furnishing a proper supply of high service water 
for domestic and fire purposes, not only for the present, but 
looking ahead into the future a reasonable length of time in 
order that none of the work now done will have to be 
undone. 

With this in view, the Water Board have employed Mr. 
Freeman C. Coffin, C. E., of Boston, to make some pre- 
liminary plans and estimates of what should be done, and 
the following recommendations are based upon his report 
which is on file in the office of the Water Board. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The Board urges such action on the part of the town as 
is necessary to the early construction of a new plant for 
high service on the east side, so designed as to serve the 
west side when it becomes necessary so to do. 

In brief, the proposition which we offer is to build a new 
brick pumping station and to install therein a vertical triplex 
pump which shall be driven by an oil engine, said plant to 
be capable of pumping 500,000 gallons in twenty-four hours ; 
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to build this station large enough so that a duplicate pump- 
ing plant can be installed if needed in the future; to 
erect a steel standpipe near the old reservoir forty feet in 
diameter and forty-five feet high, which will hold approxi- 
mately 420,000 gallons of water, or more than four times 
the capacity of the present reservoir, and which will give a 
good pressure in all of the houses now built, and which will 
give sufficient fire protection on the high service; to lay 
only such pipe as is now absolutely needed to make this new 
plant efficient in its operation and service, and to postpone 
the other pipe laying until some future time. 

The estimated cost of doing this portion of the work 
which is recommended for this vear is $21,000. 

The reasons why an oil engine is recommended are as 
follows : — 

It is more economical in first cost and in annual expense. 
No boilers, boiler-house, chimney, and coal pocket are 
required. No skilled engineer or constant attendance is 
required. The plant can be started in a very few minutes, 
which is desirable in case of fire. The cost of fuel will not 
exceed that of coal. This is not an experiment and the 
citizens should have no hesitancy in voting for this plant 
rather than the steam plant costing some $7,000 more than 
the oil plant. 


WEST SIDE HIGH SERVICE. 


While there are but few houses at present which cannot 
be supplied with water, there will probably before long be a 
good many, and it is wise to consider now what is the 
proper way to do this, and we recommend the adoption of 
Mr. Coflin’s proposition, which is to lay an eight-inch pipe 
connecting with the high service on the East Side at the 
corner of Highland Avenue and Mt. Vernon Street, through 
the latter street, Pleasant, Dix, and Church streets to Cam- 
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bridge Street, and thence to wherever needed. When the 
increased demand for water renders it necessary, a reservoir 
or standpipe can be built on the West Side with its water 
level the same as that on the East Side standpipe, a ten-inch 
pipe connecting the West Side standpipe with the distribu- 
tion system. 


OTHER NEW WORK AND RENEWALS. 


Dam at the North RLeservoi. There is a leakage at this 
waste-way which should be stopped. One or more attempts 
have already been made to do this without success. As 
there is a chance to excavate a wasteway through the ledge 
at the northerly end of the dam at reasonable expense, this 
should be done, as it will then be done for all time, and the 
present wasteway removed and replaced with an embank- 
ment corresponding to the dam. The slope paving on the 
dam needs relaying. The estimated cost of this work is 
$2,000. 

Swanton Street. The cement-lined pipe in this street is 
in extremely bad condition and is frequently breaking and 
must be replaced this season by a ten-inch cast iron pipe at 
an estimated expense of $3,500. 

Cambridge Street. The cement-lined pipe in Cambridge 
Street between Church Street and Everett Avenue is also in 
very bad condition and must be replaced by an eight-inch 
cast iron pipe at an estimated expense of $600. 

Cross Street. There is now a length of four-inch pipe in 
Cross Street which connects the new twelve-inch and eight- 
inch, which should be replaced by twelve-inch pipe at an 
estimated expense of $1,000.

We would recommend the adoption of either of the fol- 
lowing propositions. 

First, to raise by an issue of bonds all of the money 
needed for construction and renewals, which would amount 
to about $36,000. To appropriate from the receipts $13,650 
for payment of interest, and $4,500 for maintenance of 
works, the balance of the receipts to be appropriated by the 
town in any department in which it may be needed. 

Or, second, to raise by bonds the sum of $33,000 to be 
used for new work and extensions, and the appropriation of 
all the receipts for payment of interest on bonds, maintenance 
of works, and the balance for extensions or construction. 
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WATER RATES. 


The receipts for water rates during the past year (1897 ) 
amounted to $23,641.78. 

The estimate for receipts from water rates for 1898 is 
$20,500. The reason for the receipts for this year being 
less than for last year is on account of the reduction in rates, 
as voted by the Town at the special meeting of Oct. 12, 
1897, and because the largest takers have ceased to use the 
town water by doing their own pumping.

FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF SEWER COMMISSIONERS 
FoR THE YEAR ENDING DEc. 31, 1897. 


Owing to the large amount of work done in previous 
years, very little construction work has been undertaken, 
but some expensive and important extensions will probably 
have to be built next year. 

Extensions of the sewer system will hereafter be made as 
circumstances demand, or as requested by a majority of the 
property owners on any public street. When a sewer 
is desired in a private street or way, such street or way 
should be put in proper condition and accepted by the town 
previous to the building of the sewer. The number of 
house connections made is smaller than that during the pre- 
ceding year, and the total number of such connections is 
much smaller than it should be. 

A more general use of the sewer would improve the 
healthful conditions of the town and lessen the cost of sewer 
maintenance, and we would therefore urge all citizens 
to connect their houses with the sewer as soon as possible. 

The continued satisfactory working of the sewer system 
gives increasing evidence of the thorough and substantial 
construction of the same, while the maintenance is carefully 
attended to by our faithful and efficient superintendent. 
All details regarding construction and maintenance may be 
found in the report of the Superintendent, and all financial 
details in the report of the Auditor.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SEWERS. 


To the Honorable Board of Sewer Commissioners of Win- 
chester Mass. : 


GENTLEMEN, — Herewith I present to you my first annual 
report for the year ending Dec. 31, 1897. 

The work which has been done by this department I have 
discussed under the following heads viz. : 

1. The maintenance of the sewer system. 

2. The extension of the sewer system. 

3. The construction of house connections with the sewer. 

4. The assistance rendered other departments of the 
town. 

MAINTENANCE. 


As in former years, periodic and systematic examinations 
have been made of the entire system, and detailed reports of 
the condition of the system recorded. 

I am pleased to report that there have been no stoppages 
in any of the public sewers during the year. 

Whenever it was deemed advisable, the sewers were 
flushed. On several sections where few house connections 
have been made, and where the grade of the sewer is light, 
two or three flushings were required during the season. 

While the cost of maintenance is small it would be much 
reduced if, in some of the sections, a more general use be 
made of the sewers. 

In this connection I would call to your attention the con- 
tinued misuse of the sewer which has come to my notice and 
about which you cautioned the citizens in your last annual 
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report. Irefer to the careless throwing of substances (thick, 
heavy paper, orange peels, cloths, etc.) into the water-closets, 
which tend to obstruct the sewer. 

In compliance with the recommendations of your last 
annual report I have placed flushing valves, connecting the 
sewers with the water pipes, at the following places : — 

1. Church Street at Summit M. H., 350 feet west of 
Norwood Street, 1-inch valve. | 

2. Glengarry Road at Summit M. H., near Pine Street, 
2-inch valve. 

3. Stevens Street at Bridge Street, 2-inch valve. 

4. Swanton Street at Florence Street, 2-inch valve. 

5. Thompson Street near Walnut Street, l-inch valve. 

6. Walnut Street at Mystic Valley Parkway, 4-inch 
valve. 

7. Wildwood Street at M. H. No. 288, 2-inch valve. 

The operation of these flushing gates has been satisfactory, 
and has so lessened the cost of maintenance that I would 
advise that several more be added during the coming year. 
The sand sumps at the several siphons have been cleaned 
nearly every month. 

At Siphon No. 1 (near Walnut Street) a partition wall 
has been built in the sand catcher in order to facilitate the 
cleaning of the sump. 

At Siphon No. 3 (near Swanton Street), during the early 
part of the season, large quantities of cotton waste, from the 
McKay works, collected, but after some correspondence 
with the officials of those works that objection was over- 
come. 

In order to accommodate the Arlington and Winchester 
Street Railroad Company in the laying of their tracks on 
portions of Church Street, and on Main Street at centre, a 
number of man-holes were partially reconstructed, the cost 
for the changes being paid for by the above-named company. 
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EXTENSION OF THE SEWERAGE SYSTEM.

Total length of sewers completed to Jan. 1, 1898, 74,167.57 feet, or 14.05 
miles. 

In addition a six-inch connection from Beggs & Cobb’s 
new shop on Swanton Street was made with the Mystic 
Valley Sewer (now a branch of the Metropolitan Sewer). 

I submitted plans for the above connection to the Metro- 
politan Sewer Commissioners, whoapproved the same and 
granted permission for the connection.

ASSISTANCE RENDERED OTHER DEPARTMENTS. 


At the request of the Board of Selectmen the department 
built certain surface water drains and appurtenances on 
Church Street between Pine and Common streets; on 
Cambridge Street from High Street to a depression in street 
opposite Mystic Pond; and on Washington Street from 
Webster Street to Nelson Street. Other engineering work, 
such as giving grades and line for streets, and plans for curb- 
stones, has been done for the selectmen. Information was 
readily given to the assessors, and plans of the department 
were frequently consulted by that Board. 


IN GENERAL. 


I am pleased to report that the entire system is in most 
excellent shape. 

The work done by this department during the past year 
has been performed by town men, and I take this opportunity 
to express my satisfaction to them for the efficient and eco- 
nomical manner in which they have performed the work 
given them to do. I also take pleasure in acknowledging 
the able assistance, both in field and office, rendered by my 
assistant, Mr. John L. Curry. | 

The plans, profiles, records, etc., of this department will 
be completed during the winter and placed on file in the 
oftice.

REPORT OF PARK DEPARTMENT. 


WincHESTER, Mass., Dec. 21, 1897. 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


As one of the last steps in the securing of the Mystic 
Valley Park and Parkway (the work which was the occasion 
of the creation of the Winchester Park Commission) is about 
to be taken, it may be desirable to recapitulate the more 
important steps that have been taken, so that all may under- 
stand the present situation and be able to act intelligently on 
the business when it comes before the town for action. 

The scheme which has thus far been carried out was the 
result of several years’ study on the part of a private citizen. 
It was first formulated in a general way in 1890, but the first 
public act in regard to the undertaking was the offering of 
a resolution at a special town meeting held Dec. 17, 1892, 
looking to the taking of the land in the Aberjona Valley, as 
shown by a plan and topographical survey, at that time ex- 
hibited. For many months negotiations were pending with 
the various land owners for the purchase of the needed 
property, and on the 11th of February, 1893, the Boston 
Water Board gave a hearing on the matter, at which evidence 
of the condition of the water supply and a written argument 
were submitted, the latter urging immediate action. The 
following month a copy of the plan, survey, and argument 
were submitted to the Metropolitan Park Commission, to- 
gether with a statement of the scheme of joint action on the 
part of the Park Commission, the city of Boston, and the 
town of Winchester. Up to and long after this time the 


chief and hardest work was to inspire any confidence, in the 
minds of any one excepting the originators, that it was pos- 
sible for the project to succeed, and to meet opposition from 
every side and in every quarter. 

Bonds for deeds were obtained from nearly all owners of 
land to be taken, and lists of lots of land and sums of money 
that would be contributed were made, and the facts reported 
to a special town meeting held June 15, 1893, with the fur- 
ther report that nothing more could be done in a private and 
individual capacity, and recommending, if the work was to 
go on, the adoption by the town of the statute authorizing 
the election of Park Commissioners, which recommendations 
were adopted and a Park Commissioner elected at that meet- 
ing, proper articles having been inserted in the warrant for 
the meeting. 

During the remainder of 1893, and part of 1894, there was 
constant and persistent agitation of the matter in all ways 
and at all possible places, to induce the town of Winchester, 
the city of Boston, and the Metropolitan Park Commission to 
contribute to and enter upon the joint enterprise, for mutual 
benefit, until at a town meeting held March 5, 1894, a vote 
appropriating $50,000 as the town’s contribution to the under- 
taking was offered and defeated ; but one week later that vote 
was reconsidered and an appropriation of $50,000 for a play- 
ground was passed, together with the following vote : 

Voted, That the Park Commissioners are hereby author- 
ized and empowered to arrange with the Metropolitan Park 
Commission for the purchase or taking of certain land 
between Walnut Street and Mystic Place in Winchester for 
public playgrounds; and provided the Metropolitan Park 
Commission and the city of Boston will respectively appro- 
priate sums which will, together with the amount contributed 
by the town of Winchester, be sufficient to carry out the 
_ plans of the Park Commissioner of Winchester, the Park 


Commissioners of Winchester are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to contribute for said purpose, in behalf of the town, 
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a sum not exceeding fifty thousand dollars, the same to be 
taken from the loan for public playgrounds. 


Armed with this vote renewed effort was made to induce 
the other parties to join and act. 

A formal hearing on the matter before the Metropolitan 
Park Commission was had May 18, 1894, and on the 22d of 
May, 1894, the Metropolitan Park Commission and invited 
cuests came to Winchester at the request of your Board and 
made a trip over the proposed route for the parkway, and 
shortly afterwards a petition was presented to the Commis- 
sion, requesting them to construct the parkway, signed by 
the Mayor, Park Commission, and other officials of the cities 
of Boston, Somerville, Everett, Chelsea, Cambridge, Wal- 
tham, Newton, and Woburn, and officials of the towns of 
Brookline, Belmont, Arlington, Watertown, and Winchester. 
Soon after the filing of this petition the Metropolitan Park 
Commission announced its decision in favor of the under 
taking. 

The Boston Water Board having approved and indorsed 
it for the benefit to the water supply, a conference was held 
between the Mayor and other officials of Boston, the Metro- 
politan Park Commission and the Winchester Park Commis- 
sion, and an agreement was entered into for the joint under- 
taking on the following terms, subject to ratification of the 
city government of Boston. 

The Metropolitan Park Commission, to obtain a desirable 
approach to the Middlesex Fells, for the city of Boston, and 
all of the southern and western part of the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict, assumed the entire expense, management, and control of 
the Parkway from High Street in Medford to Bacon Street 
in Winchester, and all on the easterly side of the river 
between Bacon Street and Walnut Street in Winchester, 
while the city of Boston and the town of Winchester were 
to take and pay for that portion of the tract on the westerly 
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side of the river lying between Walnut Street and Mystic 
Avenue, Mr. Edwin Ginn having already purchased the six 
acres on the westerly side of the river, lying between Mystic 
Avenue and Bacon Street, for the price of $5,000, and pre- 
sented it as a gift to the Metropolitan Park Commission, they 
agreeing to improve and maintain the same; the portion 
taken by Boston and Winchester to be cleared of buildings 
and debris, and turned over to the Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission for improvement, care, and maintenance. 

To carry out the agreement (and also do other work above 
Walnut Street), the Mayor of Boston, in November, 1884, 
asked the city government for an appropriation of $100,000, 
of which $65,000 was to be Boston’s contribution to the 
joint enterprise, and with Winchester’s $50,000 was to pay 
for the land lying on the westerly side of the river, above 
described, and occupied by the coal yard, lumber yard, ten- 
ement houses, stables, and tannery; the remaining $35,000 
of the amount asked for by the Mayor and Water Board was 
for the purchase of the shops and water privileges of the 
Whitney estate; but that estate refusing to sell for that 
price, the Boston order was amended Dec. 20, 1894, to 
$65,000, and then defeated by the Common Council. That 
order was again introduced Jan. 4, 1895, and was again 
defeated by the same body. The bond for the purchase of 
the tannery would have expired Jan. 1, 1895, and the 
owners refused to renew, and the defeat of the Boston order 
made it impossible to use any of Winchester’s $50,000, so 
Mr. Edward Ginn and some other citizens of Winchester 
paid the tannery company $35,000 for the property, and 
took the title in the name of Mr. Ginn. 

On the incoming of a new city government, the order 
for $65,000 was sent in by the new mayor, Jan. 14, 1895, 
it was finally passed Feb. 28, 1895. 

The Metropolitan Commission made its taking of land in

Winchester, April 18, 1895, Mrs. Harrison Parker, Mr. 
Henry J. Symmes, the Unitarian Society, the town of Win- 
chester, the Congregational Society, Mr. F. P. Ripley, and 
Mv. Henry Shepard each contributing land to the Metropol- 
itan Park Commission free. The parkway was then con- 
structed, and opened to the public Sept. 11, 1897. 

Of the Winchester appropriation, $35,000 was later used 
to pay for the tannery, and the remaining $15,000 was 
paid to purchase a part of the property of Emerson & 
Company. 

The property purchased by the city of Boston came to 
$60,469.25, leaving an unexpended balance of $4,530.75. 
The reason for this was that the land purchased of Mr. 
Cutting was paid for by the foot, and the engineer’s survey 
showed less land than was estimated. It was expected that 
the balance would be used to improve the river bed and 
banks, but the passage of the Metropolitan Water Supply 
Act put a stop to all work here of improving or extending 
the water supply. 

The city of Boston paid for its land and removed the build- 
ings and debris according to agreement, and on Jan. 1, 1898, 
turned the land over to the Metropolitan Water Board, who 
in turn will deal with the Metropolitan Park Commission, 
and the city of Boston has ceased to be a party to the 
transaction. ) 
_ The Mystic system was abandoned on Jan. 1, 1898, as a 
water supply, and it is hoped that nothing will hereatter 
occur to draw down the water, so that there may always be 
a good depth of living water in the lakes and the river up to 
Walnut Street. 

Included in the tract lying between the railroad and the 
river was the freight yard, containing 180,360 square feet of 
land. At the inception of this undertaking the plun was laid 
before the then management of the Boston & Maine Railroad

Company, and co-operation was heartily entered into by the 
management, and for several reasons, one being to remove 
the tannery from opposite the station, as it was a nuisance, 
especially when the wind was easterly ; another reason was 
to secure a strip of land 423.11 feet long and containing 
10,556 square feet from the tannery lot, and a piece 264 feet 
deep off from the end of Walnut Street, and containing 
1252 square feet, to give the railroad company a uniform 
location of five rods wide, and enable it to build a four-track 
road to the Woburn loop; and a further consideration of 
having a larger and more convenient freight yard with longer 
tracks, away from the passenger station, and the foot cross- 
ing there, and the general crossing at the centre of the 
town. ' 
These and like considerations prompted the management 
to assure the promoters of this undertaking that the com- 
pany would have its yard out of the way before the land 
was wanted; and although the management of that corpo- 
ration has been several times changed since this work began, 
the spirit of the agreement has always been kept, and no 
suggestion was ever made that the town was to pay anything 
for the old yard, other than the considerations named, until 
the town, at a meeting held April 1, 1885, appointed a com- 
mittee composed of a member of the Board of Selectmen, a 
member of the Water Board, and a member of the Sewer 
Commission to purchase a freight storage yard for the town ; 
which committee, after looking at various lots, asked the 
Park Commission to find out if the railroad company 
would build a storage yard for the town in connection with 
its yard which the railroad company then expected to build 
on the Mill Pond site, and if it would so build, for what 
price. The Park Commission complied with the request, 
and submitted the proposition to the railroad company, 
and it immediately offered to build such a yard, 600 feet 
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long, 50 feet wide, and equipped with a track, for the town 
for $15,000, and adjust all matters. 

Accordingly an appropriation of $15,000 for a freight 
storage yard was passed March 16, 1896, but the money was 
never raised. 

Many citizens, forgetting the action of the town in appoint- 
ing the storage yard committee, and the sole purpose of its 
existence, charged the freight storage scheme to the Park 
Commission, although it was no part of the Park Commis- 
sion plans, and was a scheme which this Commission is 
most heartily glad to be rid of any connection with. 

The railroad company have purchased land for a yard, 
comprising about fourteen acres; and large enough so that 
the town will never need such a storage yard as was con- 
templated in the $15,000 appropriation. The railroad 
company now seem to attach much significance to the fact 
that the town once agreed to pay a sum of money for a stor- 
age yard, and that now it is building its yards alone, and 
that the town has no longer need for such a yard. 

Therefore the only remaining steps to be taken to com- 
plete the playground and park, after the railroad company 
builds its new yard and moves its business to it are to 
secure from the railroad company the old yard, in consid- 
eration of the betterment received by it, the conveyance to 
it of the land needed for a four-track road, and such other 
terms as shall be mutually satisfactory, and then turn all of 
the land over to the Metropolitan Park Commission, who 
are ready to at once improve the same and care for it as a 
part of its system. 

When the portion of the tannery lot designed to go into 
the playground was conveyed to the town by Mr. Ginn, in 
whose name it then stood, it was expected that the railroad 
would immediately find a new location for its yard, and that 
the balance of the tannery lot would be deeded to it at once ; 
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so the title to this strip was left in’ Mr. Ginn’s name, as it 
would save much trouble and formal action not to convey to 
the town, only to necessitate the holding of a meeting to 
reconvey the title and carry out the plan as authorized. 

The land is still in Mr. Ginn’s name, to be deeded for the 
benefit of the town when asked for. 

It has been repeatedly represented to the railroad com- 
pany how vitally important it was to have all of these out- 
standing questions between it and the town of Winchester, 
settled this spring, so that the Metropolitan Park Commission 
could complete the construction of the entire Mystic Valley 
Park. And it has been so persistently and earnestly urged 
as to be undoubtedly annoying, that a proposition for such 
adjustment should be made in season for the annual town 
meeting; but the company will not change from the deter- 
mination before reported, that is, that it will not entertain 
or submit any more propositions in the matter until it has 
moved to its new yard. While your Board regrets the com- 
pany’s decision more than it can express, it has done every- 
thing in its power to get that decision changed, and it 
knows of nothing more it can do, excepting to expedite as 
far as possible the removal, which it has worked upon, and 
is working upon, to the limit of its ability. For financial 
statement of the year, see Auditor’s Report.

REPORT OF A JOINT COMMITTEE. 


WINCHESTER, Dec. 31, 1897. 


The Joint Committee, composed of the Park Commission 
and the Board of Selectmen, appointed at the last annual 
Town Meeting “to investigate thoroughly the subject matter 
of Article 8, so far as it relates to Park Commissioners 
report,” have attended to their duty, and having reported in 
part at the special town meeting held on the twenty-fifth 
day of October, 1897, beg leave to make the further and 
following report : — 

The committee found that the delay on the part of the 
Boston and Maine Railroad Company in moving its freight 
yard was caused by reason of that company’s not being able 
to find a location to move to, that was adequate to its needs, 
and to which it could secure a clear and unencumbered title. 
The engineer of the road, having reported that the Mill Pond 
site was the only available location for a yard that they had 
found, a year and a half was spent in trying to secure that 
location. As was before reported, about the Ist of July, 
1897, another site fora yard, located on Swanton Street, 
was called to the attention of the railroad company, which 
the company caused to be surveyed, and later to have 
negotiations entered into for its purchase, which negotiations 
were pending ut the time of the previous report of this 
committee. Since that time the negotiations have been 
closed, and the railroad company have purchased the location, 
having about four hundred feet frontage on Swanton Street, 
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and containing nearly fourteen acres of land, and to which 
the railroad company will remove its business. 

While the delay has been very annoying to all parties con- 
cerned, this committee is of the unanimous opinion that the 
delay is of slight consequence compared with the benefit of 
having the freight yard removed to a location that will be 
adequate to all possible future needs of the town; to having 
the noise and dirt of the yard removed from the central and 
residential portion of the town, to what is fast developing 
into the business portion of the town, where the larger in- | 
dustries are now located, and others are contemplated; and 
the further benefit of its being effectually and completely 
removed from the grade crossing at the centre of the town, 
and to a place where it cannot in any way complicate the 
grade crossing question either now or in the future. 

The Boston and Maine Company decline to make or enter- 
tain any further proposition for the disposal of their old 
yard until it has built and moved in its new yard. It is 
oreatly regretted that the whole matter cannot come up for 
action this spring, but it has been impossible to get that 
decision of the company changed.

REPORT OF OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


JAN. 1, 1898. 


The Board of Overseers of the Poor respectfully present 
the following report for the year ending Dec. 31, 1897: — 

The amount paid out from this department was five 
thousand one hundred and two dollars and sixty-three cents, 
including one thousand eight hundred and eighty-three dol- 
lars and forty cents from the income of the Fletcher Fund ; 
the reimbursements have been one thousand one hundred and 
two dollars and three cents, making the net cost for support 
of poor four thousand dollars and sixty cents, which is three 
hundred and eighty-five dollars and sixty cents more than 
1896. 

During the past year ten persons have been inmates of the 
insane asylums, four more than the previous year, which is 
one cause of the above increase, and we believe our expenses 
will be further increased the coming year by new commit- 
ments to the Hospital for Dipsomaniacs and Insanity, for 
which we can see no way to economize. 

At the present time there is no sickness among the town 
poor, three having died the past year who were recipients of 
town aid. 

We are dependent upon other cities and towns for alms- 
house accommodations when in need of such, two having | 
been boarded at Tewksbury Almshouse during most of the 
past year. 

The relations of the Board have been cordial and pleasant, 
and we believe the work has been alike satisfactory to the 
tax payers and to the poor people of the town. 
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You are referred to the following detailed statement for

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THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF FHEALTH 


For THE YEAR ENDING Dec. 31, 1897. 


The Board have held regular meetings on the last Friday 
of each month, and special meetings whenever occasion re- 
quired. 

On Nov. 29th, Mr. Charles N. Harris was appointed by 
the Board of Selectmen in joint session with the Board of 
Health to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of Mr. 
Charles E. Shattuck. 

The cost of collecting the garbage increases with the 
yearly growth of the town. Last year the contract was 
awarded to Robert C. McLoney at seventy dollars per month, 
being an increase of ten dollars per month over the preced- 
ing year. It can hardly be expected that the work will be 
done in a perfectly satisfactory manner under the present sys- 
tem. However, but few complaints have been received and 
the contractor has been prompt to remove any cause for com- 
plaint as soon as his attention has been called to the same. 
The service has been a decided improvement over preceding 
years. 

It is only a matter of a few years when the town will be 
compelled to adopt some different method for the disposal 
of its garbage. We propose to make an early investigation 
as to the methods prevailing in the surrounding towns, and 
if one be found suitable to the needs of our town we shall 


recommend its adoption.

PUBLIC SEWERS. 


We feel that much apathy prevails among our citizens rela- 
tive to making house connection with the public sewers. 

There are 1,100 houses on the streets at present supplied 
with a sewer, and only 291 of them are connected. Of these 
connections four were made in 1894, 91 in 1895, 111 in 
1896, and 87 in 1897. The large number made in 1896 we 
attribute to the circular issued in that year by the Board of 
Health. The use made of the sewers is altogether out of 
proportion to the number of houses embraced in the territory 
covered by the system, and the public is reaping but a small 
share of the benefit to which it is entitled from the $123,000 
already expended in their construction. In order that the 
sewers may properly fulfil their functions, and perform the 
whole duty intended by their designers, every possible house 
should be connected at the earliest opportunity. At present 
the commissioners are at considerable expense in flushing 
from the hydrants to prevent the sewers being instrumental 
in increasing the danger they were constructed to prevent. 

The Board of Health feel they cannot too strongly urge 
the necessity of having all of the 1100 houses above referred 
to connected with the public sewers during the coming year, 
and some action looking to that end will no doubt be taken 
atan early date. : 

It is recommended that Harvard and Irving streets be 
accepted as public ways at the next annual meeting, in order 
that they may be furnished with public sewers. The cess- 
pools now in use are quite inadequate to properly care for 
the sewerage, owing to springs and surface water. 

Licenses were granted Thomas Quigley and George D. 
Nelson to remove night soil and to cleanse vaults and cess- - 
pools. 

Undertakers’ licenses were granted to Messsrs. Daniel 
Kelly, Reuben Hawes, and John T. Cosgrove. 
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HEALTH OF TOWN. 


Contagious diseases have existed in number to about the 
same extent as last year, diphtheria being less, but measles 
and scarlet fever much more prevalent. Malarial diseases 
seem to be somewhat less than last year. Much time and no 
little expense has been required in the care of infected house- 
holds. Fumigations are made with “Formaldeheyde ” in all 
cases, and no fumigation is accepted (or restrictions re- 
moved) except when done by the Board of Health through 
its agent. 

Inasmuch as the present mode of fumigating is far more 
expensive than the old method (sulphur), the Board have 
under consideration the advisability of making a charge for 
all fumigations except in cases where such acharge would be 
a burden.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF PLUMBING. 


WINCHESTER, Jan. 7, 1898. 


To the Honorable Board of Health, Town of Winchester: 


GENTLEMEN, — I herewith submit my report as Inspector 
of Plambing for year ending Dec. 31, 1879. 
Application for sewer permits investigated . ° 87 
Plumbing permits granted . : : 163 


For the information of the Board I wish to state that 
applications for permits to enter the sewer require from one 
to three visits, the majority of them one, and many of them 
two and three, before the application is approved. Plumb- 
ing permits represent two, three, four, and sometimes five 
visits, an average of three and four calls having to be made 
_ before the job is approved; the time required in many 
cases occupying one fourth of a day and oftentimes one half 
a day. I have not included in the above many calls of a 
nature which does not require the issuing of a permit, but 
merely to satisfy the demand or request of citizens who are 
desirous of information regarding the condition of their sani- 
tary arrangements. All of these calls I cheerfully make in 
the interests of good sanitation, and quieting the fears of 
some, and warning others of the dangers which are present, 
and which under certain conditions might lead to sickness.

REPORT OF TREE WARDEN. 


The three hundred dollars appropriated at the last annual 
meeting for the care of shade trees have all been expended, 
leaving regret that the amount was not much larger. The 
main body of work was done on Washington Street, extend- 
ing from its junction with Main Street nearly to Swanton 
Street, the elm trees within those limits having been put in 
good order. Pruning of low branches has also been done on 
Church Street from the Common to Cambridge Street, many 
of these branches interfering with the hack and barge drivers. 
A few elms were sprayed to destroy canker-worms, but 
owing to frequent rains just at the time the work was done, 
it was only partially successful. One hundred small rock 
maples were set out on land kindly furnished by Mr. Alex- 
ander McKenzie, the thought being to let them grow for a 
few years, when they will be available for planting by the 
town, or by citizens on their own land. The pruning was 
put into the hands of H. L. Frost & Co., of Boston, and the 
work done has been of the most satisfactory nature. Mr. 
Frost is a very competent man for such work and pushes it 
as rapidly as the nature of the undertaking will permit, this, 
however, being necessarily rather slow if thorough work is 
attempted. One of the most gratifying things in connection 
with the work has been the interest shown in it by many of 
the townspeople, several of whom have given Mr. Frost 
private orders, and in one case work done on trees belong- 
ing to the town was paid for by the abutter, who did not 
wish to wait till they should be reached in the ordinary 
course, which might not be for a year or two. 
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There is much work, and very important work, to be done 
on our trees, in the line of removing dead wood, cutting out 
superfluous branches, and shaping up the trees generally, but 
when they are once put in good order the yearly mainte- 
nance will be very slight. It is hoped that the work may be 
vigorously prosecuted till every tree in town has had atten- 
tion, and with that end in view a very liberal sum should be 
voted to be used the coming year.

BY-LAWS OF THE TOWN OF WINCHESTER. 


AS AMENDED NOV. 8, 1897. 


ARTICLE I. 
TOWN MEETINGS. 


Srction 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on 
the first Monday of March. 

Srot. 2. A copy of every warrant fora town meeting 
shall be left at every dwelling-house in town, four days at 
least before the time named in the warrant for holding the 
said meeting. : 

Sect. 8. Notices of every adjourned meeting shall be 
posted by the Town Clerk at the post-office, as soon as 
practicable after the adjournment, stating briefly the business 
to come before the meeting. 


ORDER OF PROCEEDINGS AT TOWN MEETINGS. 


Snot. 4. At the time appointed, the Town Clerk shall 
call the meeting to order and read the warrant, and all per- 
sons present shall be seated and uncovered. 

Sect. 5. Whenthe meeting has been duly organized, the 
presiding officer shall call on any clergyman present to open 
the meeting with prayer. After which the Moderator shall 
submit the articles contained in the warrant to the action of 
the meeting. 

Sect. 6. No one shall speak twice on any one subject, if 
any other citizen who has not already. spoken thereon shall 
desire to speak; nor shall any person speak more than 


twenty minutes at one time, except by vote of permission. 
289 
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Sect. 7. No vote shall be reconsidered except by a two- 
thirds vote at the meeting at which it is passed. When the 
previous question is moved, if the meeting shall decide that 
the previous question shall not be ordered, then the debate 
shall continue the same as if the previous question had not 
been moved. 

Secor. 8. No final action shall be taken at any meeting on 
the report of any committee previously chosen, when it 
involves an expenditure of $500 or more, unless the same 
shall be specially notified in the warrant calling such meeting. 

Sror. 9. The proceedings of the meeting shall be gov- 
erned by the rules of practice contained in Cushing’s Manual 
of Parliamentary Law, except as modified by these By-Laws. 

Sseot. 10. It shall be the duty of the Town Clerk to im- 
mediately notify in writing all members of committees that 
may be elected or appointed at any town meeting, stating 
the business upon which they are to act and the names of the 
committee. 

Secr. 11. Ateach annual meeting beginning with that 
of 1897 the town shall choose one Auditor, who shall be 
elected at each annual meeting of the town thereafter, whose 
duty it shall be to inspect all bills presented against the town, 
see that they have the approval of the Board or Committee 
contracting the same, and are in proper form, indicate the 
account to which they are chargeable, and, if there are avail- 
able funds, shall transmit the same with his certificate to the 
Selectmen, who shall draw their warrant on the Town Treas- 
urer authorizing payment thereof; examine the books of 
the Treasurer, Collector, and Water Board, and all funds or 
trust funds held for the benefit of the town by town oflicers, 
and report at the next town meeting in detail, under their 
respective heads, all the receipts and expenditures by the 
town for the previous year. Said report, with the annual 
reports of the other town officers, shall be printed by the 
Selectmen, and a copy thereof left at every dwelling-house 
in town four days, at least, before the annual meeting. Said 
Auditor shall receive for his services such compensation as 
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the town shall determine. The term of the present Auditors 
shall terminate with the annual town meeting of 1897. 


ARTICLE II. 


FINANCIAL. 


Section 1. The financial year of the town shall begin 
with the first day of January in each year, and end with the 
thirty-first day of December following. 

Sect. 2. No money, except State and county taxes, and 
principal and interest of town notes, shall be paid from the 
town treasury without a warrant therefor, signed by the 
major part of the Selectmen. 

Srecr. 3. All promissory notes of the town shall be signed 
by the Treasurer and countersigned by the Selectmen. 

Seot. 4. All taxes shall be assessed and committed to 
the Collector on or before the fifteenth day of August in each 
year, and the Collector shall deliver all the tax bills within 
fourteen days after such commitment. 

Sreot. 5. On the first secular day of each month, and as 
often as the amount in his hands reaches $500 or upwards, 
the Collector shall pay over to the Treasurer of the town all 
taxes by him collected, and shall, on or before the first 
secular day of January in each year, make up his annual 
account and render the same to the Selectmen. | 

Sect. 6. The Town Treasurer shall, on the first secular 
day of January, annually render to the Selectmen, in writing, 
a full account of all his receipts and disbursements for the 
financial year'last past. 

Srot. 7. At the conclusion of any town meeting the 
Town Clerk shall send to the Auditor a certificate stating the 
amounts of the several appropriations made by the town. 
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ARTICLE III. 
STREETS, ETC. 


Section 1. The several streets in the town shall continue 
to be called and known by the names given to them respect- 
ively until the same shall be altered by vote of the town. 

Sect. 2. No person or persons shall break, or dig up, or 
aid in digging up, any part of any street, or remove any 
earth or gravel therefrom, without having first obtained a 
written license from the Selectmen for that purpose. 

Secr. 3. No person shall obstruct any street by placing 
therein any house or other building, and no persou shall move 
or draw through or over any street any such house or other 
building, without the permission or license of the Selectmen 
in writing for that purpose, which license shall specify the 
terms and conditions allowing such obstruction of the street ; 
and the licensee shall fully comply with all said terms and 
conditions. 

Sect. 4. No person shall tie or fasten any horse, cattle, 
or team to any tree, not his own, standing in any public high- 
way, street, or public place in this town, nor in any way cut 
or mutilate such tree. 

Sect. 5. No owner or person having the care of any 
sheep, swine, horses, oxen, cows, or other grazing animals 
shall permit or suffer the same to go at large or to graze on 
any street, lane, common, square, or other public place with- 
in this town, nor permit any Rag animal to go upon any 
‘sidewalk therein. 

Sect. 6. No person shall place or cause tg be placed in 
any public street or way of this town the contents of any 
sink, cesspool, or privy, nor place any rubbish or garbage in 
the same, except for the purpose of immediate removal 
therefrom. 

Sect. 7. No person shall make any marks, letters, or 
figures of any kind, or place any sign, advertisement, or 
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placard upon or against any wall, fence, post, ledge, stone, 
tree, building, or structure in or upon any street in this 
town, without the permission of the owner thereof. 

Secr. 8. No person shall coast in any of the streets or 
public walks of this town, except such streets as are publicly 
announced as permitted by the Selectmen. 

Sect. 9. No person shall swim or bathe in any of the 
waters within the town so as to be exposed to the view of 
passengers or other persons in any street, lane, alley, or 
house within the town. 

Secr. 10. No person shall own, or keep, in this town, 
any dog which by biting, barking, howling, or in any other 
manner, disturbs the peace or quiet of any neighborhood, or 
endangers the safety of any person. Whoever violates the 
foregoing provision shall be liable to a penalty of ten dollars. 


SIDEWALKS. 


Secr. 11. The Selectmen are empowered so to regulate 
the grade, width, and height of the sidewalks of any street 
as shall in their judgment be most conducive to the conven- 
ience and interest of the town. 

Secor. 12. No person shall drive or draw any cart, wagon, 
sled, or other vehicle (except children’s hand-carriages) over 
or upon any footpath or sidewalk in the town, or permit any 
horse or other grazing animal under his care to go upon such 
sidewalk, or stand thereon. 

Sror. 13. Three or more persons shall not stand in a 
group or near to each other on any sidewalk, in such a 
manner as to obstruct a free passage for foot passengers for 
a longer time than five minutes, nor after a request to move 
on made by a constable, police officer, or any other officer 
of the town. 

Secor. 14. No person shall behave himself or herself in a 
rude or disorderly manner, or use any indecent, profane, or 
insulting language in any public place, or near any dwelling- 
house, or other building in the town, or be or remain upon 
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any sidewalk, or upon any doorstep, or other projection from 
any house or other building, so as to annoy or disturb any 
person or obstruct any passage to such house or building. 
And every person so being or remaining as aforesaid, when 
ordered by any constable, police officer, town officer, or by 
the owner or occupant of any such building, shall immedi- 
ately and peaceably depart and stay therefrom. 

Sect. 15. No person shall place any obstruction in any 
street, or on any sidewalk, and allow the same to remain 
there, without first obtaining the consent in writing of the 
Board of Selectmen. 

Secor. 16. Every person violating any of the provisions 
of any section of this article shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding twenty dollars for each and every offence, to be 
recovered by complaint before a trial justice or district 
court of competent jurisdiction in the county of Middlesex. © 


ARTICLE IV. 
TRUANT AND NEGLECTED CHILDREN. 


Section 1. Any minor, between the ages of seven and 
fifteen years, convicted by any court of justice having juris- 
diction of the case of any of the offences mentioned in Chap- 
ter 48. Sections 10 and 12, of the Public Statutes of this 
Commonwealth, or any pupil persistently violating the rea- 
sonable rules and regulations of the common schools, may be 
committed fora term not exceeding two years to the “ House 
for the Reception, Instruction, Employment, and Reforma- 
tion of Juvenile Offenders,” in the city of Lowell and county 
of Middlesex, which is hereby assigned and provided pur- 
suant to Section 15 of said Chapter 48. 

Secor. 2. Any minor between the ages of seven and six- 
teen years, convicted by any court or justice having juris- 
diction of the case of any of the offences mentioned in 
Chapter 48, Sections 18 and 20, of said Public Statutes, 
“may be committed for a term not exceeeding beyond the 
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age of twenty-one years for boys, or eighteen years for 
girls, to the institution named in the foregoing section.” 


ARTICLE V. 
HACKNEY CARRIAGES. 


Section 1. The Board of Selectmen may from time to 
time grant licenses to such persons and upon such terms as 
they may deem expedient, to set up, use, or drive hackney 
carriages for the conveyance of persons for hire from place 
to place within the town, and they may revoke such licenses 
at their discretion, and a record of all licenses so granted 
shall be kept by the Selectmen. 

Srecr. 2. The Board of Selectmen may, when they deem 
it expedient, give notice by publication in some newspaper, 
or otherwise, to all persons interested, that on or before a 
given date all such persons must apply for a license to set 
up, use, or drive a hackney carriage or carriages as set forth 
in the preceding section. 

Secr. 3. No person after said given date shall set up, 
use, or drive in the town any hackney carriage, for the con- 
veyance of persons for hire from place to place within said 
town, without a license for such carriage from the Board of 
Selectmen, under a penalty not exceeding twenty dollars 
every time such carriage is used, and all licenses granted as 
aforesaid shall expire on the first day of May next, after the 
date thereof, and no license shall be sold, assigned, or trans- 
ferred without the consent of said Board indorsed thereon. 

Sect 4. For every license so granted the sum of one 
dollar shall be paid to the Town Treasurer for the use of the 
town, and no license so granted shall operate to relieve the 
licensee from any penalty herein prescribed against persons 
without a license, if he neglects or refuses to take out and 
pay for his license within ten days after notice that the same 
has been granted. 
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ARTICLE VI. 


Section 1. All penalties recovered for violation of any of 
the foregoing By-Laws shall be paid into the treasury of the 


town. 
Sreot. 2. The records of the town and all important 


papers shall be kept in a fireproof safe. 


ARTICLE VII. ; 


These By-Laws shall take effect ten days after approval 
by the Superior Court or a justice thereof. 

All existing By-Laws are hereby repealed.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


OF THE 


HIGHLAND WATER WORKS, 


WINCHESTER, Mass. 


ADOPTED MARCH 27, 1876, AND AMENDED APRIL 17, 1896. 


The following rules, regulations, and rates are adopted for 
the government of all officers, agents, and water-takers 
authorized by an Act of the Legislature of Massachusetts, 
approved the twenty-fifth day of April, in the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy-two, entitled “An Act to supply the 
town of Winchester with pure water,” and any Acts in 
addition thereto. And the Water Commissioners, elected 
by virtue of said Act, are hereby instructed to conform to 
and be governed by the following rules and regulations and 
all amendments thereof; and they are also empowered to 
appoint a Water Registrar and other necessary agents and 
assistants, and perform all other duties set forth in these 
regulations, until the Water Board is elected and qualified as 
hereinafter provided. 

Section 1. At the annual meeting, in March, 1877, the 
town shall elect, by ballot, a Water Board, consisting of 
three legal voters, one of whom shall be elected for the term 
of three years, another shall be elected for two years, and 
another for one year; and the town shall annually thereafter 
elect, by ballot, one member of said Board for the term of 
three years. 

Every member elect shall, before entering upon the duties 
of his office, make oath, in the same manner as other town 


officers, that he will faithfully and impartially discharge the 
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duties in strict accordance with the following rules and regu- 
lations, and all amendments thereto that may hereafter be 
made by vote of the town. 

No member shall receive any salary or other compensation 
for his services. 

Srot. 2. When the powers of the present Water Com- 
missioners shall cease, the Water Board shall have and exer- 
cise all the powers vested in said Commissioners or the town, 
by an Act of the Legislature of Massachusetts, approved the 
twenty-fifth day of April, in the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-two, entitled “An Act to supply the town of Win- 
chester with pure water,” and by any Acts in addition 
thereto, so far as the same may be legally delegated; and 
they shall have power to appoint necessary subordinate 
officers, agents, and assistants, and may fix their salaries or 
compensation, provided that the same shall not exceed, in 
the aggregate, the sum appropriated by the town therefor. 
But all the powers mentioned in this section shall be subject 
_to any limitations, restrictions, and additions which may be 
made by vote of the town at any legal meeting. 

Sect. 8. The Water Board shall, annually, on or before 
the first day of January, present to the Selectmen a report, 
made up to and including the last day of December, con- 
taining a statement of the condition of all the water works, 
and of the lands and other property connected therewith ; 
also a detailed account of all receipts and expenditures, 
together with any information or suggestions which they 
may deem important; and they shall, at the same time, 
transmit to the town the report of the Water Registrar, men- 
tioned in the following section. 

Srcr. 4. The Water Registrar, under the direction of 
the Water Board, shall assess the water rates hereinafter 
established; he shall once in each year personally visit, or 
cause to be visited, the premises of every water-taker, 
examine the service pipes and fixtures, and see that the 
rules and regulations are strictly complied with; and he 
shall annually, on or before the first day of January, pre- 
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sent to the Water Board a report containing.a statement of 
the number of water-takers ; the number of causes where the 
water has been cut off; the number and amount of abate- 
ments; the amount of water rates assessed and collected and 
paid over to the Town Treasurer; be shall also perform all 
other duties required of him by the Water Board. The 
Water Registrars shall transmit to the Collector of Taxes 
the bills for water rates, and the Collector shall collect and 
pay over the same to the Town Treasurer weekly. 

Sect. 5. The rent for the use of the water shall be pay- 
able to the Collector in advance, on the first day of January 
and July in each year. After Jan. 1, 1877, all charges for 
specific supplies or for fractional parts of a year shall be 
payable in advance, and before the water is turned on. 

Secor. 6. In all cases of non-payment of the water rent 
for sixty days after the same is due and payable, the Collector 
shall serve a summons at the premises of such delinquent ; 
and unless said rent is paid within ten days thereafter, to- 
gether with twenty-five cents for said summons, the Collector 
shall notify the Registrar, who shall cut off the water, and it 
then shall not be let on until the amount due, together with 
twenty-five cents for the summons and two dollars for shutting 
off and letting on, is paid; provided, that no occupant shall 
bequired to pay the amount due from a former occupant. 
The foregoing provisions shall apply to cases where two 
or more parties take water from the same service pipes, 
although one or more of them may have paid the proportion 
due from him or them. 

Seor. 7. The Water Board may make abatements in the 
water rents in such cases as they may deem right and proper ; 
and shall have the right to cut off the water from any street 
or section after giving timely notice to the takers of their 
intention so to do. 

Secor. 8. The Water Board shall keep suitable books in 
which shall be entered the names of all person who take 
the water, the kind of building, the name and number of the 
street, the nature of the use, the number of taps, and the

amount charged; which books shall be open to inspec- 
tion. | 

Secor. 9. If any person shall open any hydrant, or lift or 
remove the cover of the same, or make any opening or con- 
nection with any pipe or reservoir, or turn on or turn off the 
water from any pipe, fountain, reservoir, or hydrant, except 
in case of fire, or by authority of the Water Board or Regis- 
trar, he shall be liable to a penalty of not less than three 
dollars nor more than fifty dollars. 

Sect. 10. If any person shall divert the water, or any 
part thereof, of any springs, brooks, water courses, or reser- 
voirs belonging to the town, or pollute or render impure the 
waters contained therein, or destroy or injure any dam, reser- 
voir, aqueduct, pipe, hydrant, or other work, he shall be 
prosecuted to the extent of the law. 

Sect. 11. The following rules shall be printed on all 
bills for water rates, and shall be considered a part of the 
contract with every person who takes the water; and every 
person by taking the water shall be considered to have ex- 
pressed his assent to be bound thereby ; namely, — 

1. All persons taking water shall keep the service pipes 
within their premises, including the pipes to the street line, 
in good repair and protected from frost, at their own expense, 
and they will be held responsible for all damage which may 
result from their failure to do so. 

2. They shall prevent all unnecessary waste of water, 
and shall not conceal the purposes for which it is used. 

3. No alteration shall be made in any of the pipes or fix- 
tures inserted by the town, except by persons authorized by 
the Water Board or Registrar, who are to be allowed to enter 
the premises supplied, to examine the fixtures, and ascertain 
if there is any unnecessary waste. 

4. No water shall be supplied to parties not entitled to 
the use of it under these regulations, unless by special 
written permit of the Water Board. 

Srecr. 12. In every case of violation of any one of the 
rules contained in Section 11, the water shall be immediately 
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cut off from the building or place where such violation 
occurred, although two or more parties may take the water 
through the same pipe; and shall not be let on except by 
order of the Water Board, and on the payment of two dollars ; 
and in case of any such violation, the Water Board shall 
have the right to declare any payment made for the water by 
the person permitting such violation to be forfeited, and the 
same shall thereupon be forfeited. . 

Sect. 13. The following rates shall be charged annually 
for the use of the water, the year commencing on the first 
day of January, and ending the last day of December. But 
the Water Board is authorized to make contracts not on 
longer time than one year, beginning the first day of January, — 
with large water-takers, without requiriag them to use 
meters, whenever in the judgment of the Board it is clearly 
for the interest of the town so to do.

Sect. 14. The Water Board may set a meter in any 
place they shall deem it for the interests of the town so to 
do; and any water-taker may demand to have a meter set on 
written application, and the payment of the manufacturer’s 
price of the same. 

Srot. 15. No charge shall be made for the right of any 
water-taker to insert a pipe ¢o be used only in case of fire. 

Seor. 16. The Water Board may charge the Fire De- 
partment the sum of fifteen dollars annually for each and 
every hydrant established within the limits of the town; and 
for water supplied to fountains, and for other public pur- 
poses, they may charge the department of the government 
for which the water is used the same rates that individuals or 
corporations would be charged for like purposes. 

Seor. 17. Whenever application is made to the Water 
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Board by parties who have built, or intend to build, on un- 
accepted streets, for an extension of the water pipes, they 
shall refuse such application, unless, on an examination of 
the premises, it is found that the street is properly graded, 
and that the income from the use of said water shall not be 
less than 7 per cent per annum on the cost of said extension.

To see if the town will authorize the School 
Committee to expend a portion of the appropriation for 
schools in transporting children residing in the Hill District 
and other remote points, to and from the public schools, or 
do anything in relation to the same. 


ArT. 14. To see if the town will take any action relative 
to the erecticn of a new High school building or do any- 
thing in relation to the same. 


Arr. 15. To see if the town will take any action rela- 
tive to an improvement of heating, ventilating, and sanitation 
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of the Wyman School-house, or do anything in relation to 
the same. 

Art. 16. To see if the town will purchase land and erect 
thereon a four-room school-house, or do anything in relation 
to the same. 


Art. 17. To see if the town will enlarge the Rumford 
School-house or do anything in relation to the same. 


Arr. 18. To see if the town will vote to increase the 
membership of the School Committee. 


Art. 19. To see if the town will issue the bonds of the 
town, to be denominated Winchester Water Fund Bonds, and 
determine the amount thereof for the purpose of laying water 
mains and further connection of water works, in accordance’ 
with the provisions of Chapter 35 of the Acts of the Legisla- 
ture in the year 1893, or do anything in relation to the same. 


Art. 20. To see if the town will vote to charge interest 
on unpaid sewer assessments, and fix the rate of such interest, 
or do anything in relation to the same. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will instruct the Collector of 
Taxes to charge interest on unpaid taxes for the current year, 
fix the date on which the interest shall begin, and the rate 
thereof, or take any action relating to the collection of taxes 
or assessments. 


Art. 22. To hear the list of jurors as prepared by the 
Selectmen and act upon the same. 


Art. 23. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
men to employ a town counsel, or do anything in relation to 
the same. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
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Act of the Legislature of 1896, Chapter 190, and establish 
the office of Tree Warden, or do anything in relation to the 
same. 


Art. 25. To determine what sum of money the town 
will raise to pay the interest which will accrue during the 
ensuing year on the notes and bonds of the town. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to borrow money 
to purchase additional land and complete the playground. 


Art. 27. To see if the town will vote to put the hydrants 
in charge of the Fire Engineers. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will grant James H. Winn 
and his assigns permission to use a certain piece of land in 
the northerly part of the town for burial purposes, or do 
anything in relation to the same. 


Art. 29. — To see if the town will accept the provisions 
of Chapter 417 of the Acts of the Legislature of 1893, 
relating to the election of selectmen for one, two and three 
years, and thereafter for three years, or do anything in 
relation to the same. 


Art. 30. — To see if the town will reduce the number of 
Selectmen, or do anything in relation to the same. 


Art. 31. To see if the town will instruct its Representa- 
tives in the General Court, to oppose the scheme known as 
a “ Greater Boston” County, or any other legislation which 
shal] tend to dismember Middlesex County, or disrupt its 
time-honored institutions.

BY-LAWS OF THE TOWN OF WINCHESTER. 


As AMENDED May 31, 1898. 


ARTIGOIE 


TOWN MEETINGS. 


SECTION 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the first 
Monday of March. 

SEcT. 2. A copy of every warrant for a town meeting shall be left. 
at every dwelling-house in town, four days at least befcie the time 
named in the warrant for holding the said meeting. 

MEO Ts Notices of every adjourned meeting shall be posted by 
the Town Clerk at the post-office, as soon as practicable after the ad- 
journment, stating briefly the business to come before the meeting. 


ORDER OF PROCEEDINGS AT TOWN MEETINGS. 


SEcT. 4. At the time appointed, the Town Clerk shall call the 
meeting to order and read the warrant, and all persons present shall 
be seated and uncovered. 

SEct. 5. When the meeting has been duly organized, the presid- 
ing officer shall call on any clergyman present to open the meeting 
with prayer. After which the Moderator shall submit the articles 
contained in the warrant to the action of the meeting. 

Sect. 6. No one shall speak twice on any one subject, if any 
other citizen who has not already spoken thereon shall desire to 
speak ; nor shall any person speak more than ten minutes at one 
time, except by vote of permission. 

Secr. 7. No vote shall be reconsidered except by a two- thirds 
vote at the meeting at which it is passed. When the previous ques- 
tion is moved, if the meeting shall decide that the previous question 
shall not be ordered, then the debate shall continue the same as ¥ 
the previous question had not been moved. 

Sect. 8. No final action shall be taken at any meeting on the 
report of any committee previously chosen, when it involves an ex- 
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‘penditure of $500 or more, unless the same shall be specially notified 
‘in the warrant calling such meeting. 

- Secr.g. The proceedings of the meeting shall be governed by 
the rules of practice contained in Cushing’s Manual ot Parliamentary 
Law, except as modified by these By-Laws. 

Secr. ro. It shall be the duty of the ‘Town Clerk to immediately 
notify in writing all members of committees that may be elccted or 
appointed at any town meeting, stating the business Bit which they 
are to act and the names of the committee. 

SECT. 11. At each annual meeting beginning with that of 1897 the 
town shall choose one Auditor, who shall be elected at each annual 
meeting of the town thereafter, whose duty it shall be to inspect all 
bills presented against the town, see that they have the approval of 
the Board or Committee contracting the same, and are in proper 
form, indicate the account to which they are chargeable, and, if 
there are available funds, shall transmit the same with his certificate to 
the Selectmen, who shall draw their warrant on the Town ‘Treasurer 
authorizing payment thereof; examine the books. of the Treasurer, 
Collector, and Water Board, and all funds or trust funds held for the 
benefit of the town by town officers, and report at the next town 
meeting in detail, under their respective heads, all the receipts and 
€xpenditures by the town for the previous year. Said report, with 
the annual reports of the other town officers, shall be printed by the 
Selectmen, and a copy thereof left at every dwelling-house in town 
four days, at least, before the annual meeting. Said Auditor shall rec- 
eive for his services such compensation as the town shall determine. 
‘The term of the present Auditors shall terminate with the annual town 
meeting of 1897. . 


ARPIGLESH,. 
FINANCIAL. 


Section 1. The financial year of the town shall begin with the 
first day of January in each year, and end with the thirty-first day, of 
December following. 

SecT. 2. No money, except State and county taxes, and principal 
and interest of town notes, shall be paid from the town treasury with- 
out a warrant therefor, signed by the major part of the Selectmen. 

Sect. 3. All promissory notes of the town shall be signed by the 
Treasurer and countersigned by the Selectmen. 

Sect. 4. All taxes shall be assessed and committed to the Collect- 
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ror on or before the fifteenth day of August in each year, and the 
‘Collector shall deliver all the tax bills within fourteen days after such 
commitment. 

Secr. 5. On the first secular day of each month, and as often as 
the amount in his hands reaches $500 or upwards, the Collector shall 
pay over to the ‘Treasurer of the town all taxes by him collected, and 
shall, on or before the first secular day of January in each year, make 
up his annual account and render the same to the Selectmen. 

Secr. 6. ‘he Town ‘Treasurer shall, on the first secular day of 
January, annually render to the Selectmen, in writing, a full account 
of all his receipts and disbursements for the financial year last past. 

SEcr. 7. At the conclusion of any town meeting the Town Clerk 
shall send to the Auditor a certificate stating the amounts of the sev- 
eral appropriations made by the town. 


ARTICLE, II. 
STREETS, ETC. 


SECTION 1. The several streets in the town shall continue to be 
called and known by the names given to them respectively until the 
same shall be altered by vote of the town. 

SEcr. 2. No person or persons shall break, or dig up, or aid in 
‘digging up, any part of any street, or remove any earth or gravel 
therefrom, without having first obtained a written license from the 
Selectmen for that purpose. 

Secr. 3. No person shall obstruct anv street by placing therein 
any house or other building, and no person shall move or draw 
through or over any street any such house or other building, without 
the permission or license of the Selectmen in writing for that purpose, 
which license shall specify the terms and conditions allowing such . 
obstruction of the street ; and the licensee shall fully comply with all 
said terms and conditions. : 

Secr. 4. No person shall tie or fasten any horse, cattle, or team 
_to any tree, not his own, standing in any public highway, street, or 
public place in this town, nor in any way cut or mutilate such tree. 

Secr. 5. No owner or person having the care of any sheep, swine, 
horses, oxen, cows, or other grazing animals shall permit or suffer the 
same to go at large or to graze on any street, lane, common, square, 
or other public place within this town, nor permit any such animal to 
go upon any sidewalk therein. 

Sect. 6. No person shall place or cause to be placed in any pub- 
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lic street or way of this town the contents of any sink, cesspool, or 
privy, nor place any rubbish or garbage in the same, except for the 
purpose of immediate removal therefrom. 

Secr. 7. No person shall make any marks, letters, or figures of 
any kind, or place any sign, advertisement, or placard upon or 
against any wall, fence, post, ledge, stone, tree, building, or structure 
in or upon any street in this town, without the permission of the 
owner thereof. . 

Secr. 8. No person shall coast in any of the ‘streets or public 
walks of this town, except such streets as are publicly announced as 
permitied by the Selectmen. 

Secr. 9. No person shall swim or bathe in any of the waters with- 
in the town so as to be exposed to the view of passengers or other 
persons in any street, lane, alley, or house within the town. 

Secr. 10. No person shall own, or keep, in this town, any dog 
which by biting, barking, howling, or in any other manner, disturbs 
the peace or quiet of any neighborhood, or endangers the safety of 
any person. Whoever violates the foreging provision shall be liable 


to a penalty of ten dollars. 
SIDEWALKS. 


Secr. 11. The Selectmen are enpowered so to regulate the grade, 
width, and height of the sidewalks of any street as shall in their judg- 
ment be most conducive to the convenience and interests of the town. 

Secr. 12. No person shall drive or draw any cart, wagon, sled, or 
other vehicle (except children’s hand-carriages) over or upon any 
footpath or sidewalk in the town, or permit any horse or other graz- 
ing animal under his care to go upon such sidewalk, or stand there- 
on. 

Sect. 13. Three or more persons shall not stand in a group or 
near to each other on any sidewalk, in such a manner as to obstruct a 
free passage for foot passengers for a longer time than five minutes, 
nor after-a request to move on miade by a constable, police officer, 
or any other officer of the town. 

Sect. 14. No person shall behave himself or herself in a rude or 
disorderly manner, or use any indecent, profane, or insulting language 
in any public place, or near any dwelling-house, or other building in 
the town, or be or remain upon any sidewalk, or upon any door step, 
or other projection from any house or other building so as to annoy or 
disturb any person or obstruct any passage to such house or building, 
And every person so being or remaining as aforesaid, when ordered 
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by any constable, police officer, town officer, or by the owner or oc- 
cupant of any such building, shall immediately and peaceably depart 
and stay therefrom. 

Secr. 15. No person shall place any obstruction in any street, or 
on any sidewalk, and allow the same to remain there, without first 
obtaining the consent in writing of the Board of Selectmen. 

Secr. 16. Every person violating any of the provisions of any sec- 
tion of this article shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars for each and every offence, to be recovered by complaint be- 
fore a trial justice or district court of competent jurisdiction in the - 
county or Middlesex. 

ARTICLE IV. 


TRUANT AND NEGLECTED CHILDREN. 


SECTION 1. Any minor, between the ages of seven and fifteen ~ 
years, convicted by any court of justice having jurisdiction of the 
case of any of the offences mentioned in Chapter 48, Sections 1o and 
12, of the Public Statutes of this Commonwealth, or any pupil per- 
sistently violating the reasonable rules and regulations of the com- 
mon schools, may be committed for a term not exceeding two years.. 
to the “House for the Reception, Instruction, Employment, and 
Reformation of Juvenile Offenders,” in the city of Lowell and county ~ 
of Middlesex, which is hereby assigned and provided pursuant to - 
Section 15 of said Chapter 48. 

SEcT. 2. Any minor between the ages of seven and sixteen years, 
convicted by any court or justice having jurisdiction of the case of ~ 
any of the offences mentioned in Chapter 48, Sections 18 and 20, of 
said Public Statutes, ‘may be committed for a term not exceeding 
beyond the age of twenty-one years for boys, or eighteen years for — 
girls, to the-institution named in the foregoing section.” 


ARTICLE V. 
HACKNEY CARRIAGES. 


SECTION 1. The Board of Selectmen may from time to time grant 
licenses to such persons and upon such terms as they may deem ex_ 
pedient, to set up, use. or drive hackney carriages for the conveyance - 
of persons for hire from place to place within the town, and they may 
revoke such licenses at their discretion, and a record of all licenses. . 
so granted shall be kept by the Selectmen. 

Secr. 2. The Board of Selectmen may, when they deem it ex- 
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~pedient, give notice by publication in some newspaper, or otherwise, 


to all persons interested, that on or before a given date all such per- 
sons must apply for a license to set up, use, or drive a hackney car- 
riage or carriages as set forth in the preceding section. 

SECT. 3. No person after said given date shall set up, use, or drive 
in the town any hackney carriage, for the conveyance of persons for 


‘hire from place to place within said town, without a license for such 


carriage from the Board of Selectmen, under a’ penalty not exceed- 


‘ing twenty dollars every time such carriage is used, and all licenses 


granted as aforesaid shall expire on the first day of May next, after 
the date thereof, and no license shall be sold, assigned, or transferred 
without the consent of said Board indorsed thereon. 

Secr. 4. For every license so granted the sum of one dollar shall 
be paid to the Town Treasurer for the use of the town, and no license 
so granted shali operate to relieve the licensee from any penalty here- 


in prescribed against persons without a license, if he neglects or re- 


fuses to take out and pay for his license within ten days after notice 
that the same has been granted. 


ARTICLE VI. 


SECTION I. All penalties recovered for violation ofany of the fore- 
going By-Laws shall be paid into the treasury of the town. 
Scr. 2. The records of the town and all important papers shall 


‘be kept in a fireproof safe. 


ARTICLE VII. 


These By- Laws shall take effect ten days after approval by the Su- 
perior Court or a justice thereof. ' 

All existing By-Laws are hereby repealed.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


OF THE 


HIGHLAND WATER WORKS, 


WINCHESTER, MASS. 


Apoprep Marcu 27, 1876, AND AMENDED APRIL 17, 1896. 


The following rules, regulations, and rates are adopted for the 
government of all officers, agents, and water-takers authorized by an 
Act of the Legislature of Massachusetts, approved the twenty-fifth 
day of April, in the year eighteen hundred and seventy-two, entitled 
“An Act to supply the town of Winchester with pure water,” and any 
Acts in addition thereto. And the Water Commissioners, elected by 
virtue of said Act, are hereby instructed to conform to and be 
governed by the following rules and regulations and all amendments 
thereof ; and they are also empowered to appoint a Water Registrar 
and other necessary agents and assistants, and perform all other duties. 
set forth in these regulations, until the Water Board is elected and - 
qualified as hereinafter provided. 

SEcrion t. At the annual meeting, in March, 1877, the town shall 
elect, by ballot, a Water Board, consisting of three legal voters, one 
of whom shall be elected for the term of three years, another shall be 
elected for two years, and another for one year; and the town shall 
annually thereafter elect, by ballot, one member of said Board for the 
term of three years. 

Every member elect shall, before entering upon the duties of his 
office, make oath, in the same manner as other town officers, that he 
will faithfully and impartially discharge the duties in strict accordance 
with the following rules and regulations, and all amendments thereto 
that may hereafter be made by vote of the town. 


No member shall receive any salary or other compensation for his 
services. 


Secr. 2. When the powers of the present Water Commissioners 
shall cease, the Water Board shall have and exercise all the powers 
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~-vested in said Commissioners or the town, by an Act of the Legisla- 
ture of Massachusetts, approved the twenty-fifth day of April, in the 
year eighteen hundred and seventy-two, entitled “An Act to supply 
the town of Winchester with pure water,” and by any Acts in addition 
thereto, so far as the same may be legally delegated ; and they shall 
have power to appoint necessary subordinate officers, agents, and as- 
- sistants, and may fix their salaries or compensation, provided that the 
same shall not exceed, in the aggregate, the sum appropriated by the 
town therefor. But all the powers mentioned in this section shall be 
~subject to any limitations, restrictions, and additions which may be 
made by vote of the town at any legal meeting. 


Secr. 3. The Water Board shall, annually, on or before the first 
-day of January, present to the Selectmen a report, made up to and 
including the last day of December, containing a statement of the 
~condition of all the water works, and of the lands and other property 
connected therewith ; also a detailed account of all receipts and ex- 
penditures, together with. any imformation or suggestions which they 
may deem important; and they shall, at the same time, transmit to 
the town the report of the Water Registrar, mentioned in the follow- 
ing section. 

Sect. 4. The Water Registrar, under the direction of the Water 
Board, shall assess the water rates hereinafter established ; he shall 
once in each year personally visit, or cause to be visited, the premises 
of every water-taker, examine the service pipes and fixtures, and see 
that the rules and regulations are strictly complied with ; and he shall 
annually, on or before the first day of January, present to the Water 
Board a report containing a statement of the number of water-takers ; - 
the number of cases where the water has been cut off; the number 
and amount of abatements; the amount of water rates assessed and 
-collected and paid over to the ‘Town ‘Treasurer ; he shall also perform 
all other duties required of him by the Water Board. ‘The Water 
Registrar shall transmit to the Collector of Taxes the bills for water 
rates, and the Collector shall collect and pay over the same to the 
~ Town Treasurer weekly. 


Secr. 5. ‘The rent for the use of the water shall be payable to the 
‘Collector in advance, on the first day of January and July in each 
year. After Jan. 1, 1877, all charges for specific supplies or for frac- 
tional parts of a year shall be payable in advance, and before the 
~-water is turned on. 

Secr. 6. In all cases of non-payment of the water rent for sixty 
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days after the same is due and payable, the Collector shall serve a 
‘summons at the premises of such delinquent ; and unless said rent is 
paid within ten. days thereafter, together with twenty-five cents for 
‘said summons, the Collector shall notify the Registrar, who shall cut 
off the water, and it then shall not be let on until thé amount due, to- 
gether with twenty-five cents for the summons and two dollars for 
‘shutting off and letting on, is paid; provided, that no occupant shall 
be required to pay the amount due from a former occupant. The 
foregoing provisions shall apply to cases where two or more parties 
‘take water from the same service pipes, although one or more of them 
may have paid the proportion due from him or them. 


Sect. 7. The Water Board may make abatements in the water 
rents in such cases as they may deem right and proper; and shall 
have the right to cut off the water from any street or section after 
giving timely notice to the takers of their intention so to do. 

Secr. 8. The Water Board shall keep suitable books in which shall 
be entered the names of all persons who take the water, the kind of 
building, the name and number of the street, the nature of the use, 
the number of taps, and the amount charged; which books shall be 
-open to inspection. 

Sect. 9. If any person shall open any hydrant, or lift or remove 
the cover of the same, or make any opening or connection with any 
pipe or reservoir, or turn on or turn off the water from any pipe, foun- 
‘tain, reservoir, or hydrant, except in case of fire, or by authority of 
the Water Board or Registrar, he shall be liable to a penalty of not 
less than three dollars nor more than fifty dollars. 

Sect. 10. If any person shall divert the water, or any part thereof, 
-of any springs, brooks, water courses, or reservoirs belonging to the 
‘town, or pollute or render impure the waters containted therein, or 
destroy or injure any dam, reservoir, aqueduct, pipe, hydrant, or other 
work, he shall be prosecuted to the extent of the law. 


Secr. 11. The following rules shall be printed on all bills for water 
rates, and shall be considered a part of the contract with every person 
who takes the water; and every person by taking the water shall be 
-considered to have expressed his assent to be bound thereby ; name- 
ly,— 

1. All persons taking water shall keep the service pipes within 
‘their premises, including the pipes to the street line, in good repair 
-and protected from frost, at their own expense, and they will be held 
sresponsible for all damage which may result from their failure to do so. 
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_ 2. They shall prevent all unnecessary waste of water, and shall 
not conceal the purposes for which it is used. 

3. No alteration shall be made in any of the pipes or fixtures in-- 
serted by the town, except by persons authorized by the Water Board 
or Registrar, who are to be allowed to enter the premises supplied, to- 
examine the fixtures, and ascertain if there is any unnecessary waste. 

4. No water shall be supplied to parties not entitled to the use of 
it under these regulations, unless by special written permit of the Water 
Board. 

Sect. 12. In every case of violation of any one of the rules con- 
tained in Section 11, the water shall be immediately cut off from the 
building or place where such violation occurred, although two or more 
parties may take the water through the same pipe; and shall not be 
let on except by order of the Water Board, and on the payment of 
two dollars; and in case of any such violation, the Water Board shall 
have the right to declare any payment made for the water by the per- 
son permitting such violation to be forfeited, and the same shalh 
thereupon be forfeited. 

Secr. 13. The following rates shall be charged annually for the 
use of the water, the year commencing on the first day of January,. 
and ending the last day of December. But the Water Board is auth- 
orized to make contracts not on longer time than one year, beginning 
the first day of January, with large water-takers, without requiring. 
them to use meters, whenever in the judgment of the Board it is clear- 
ly for the interest of the town so to do.

The Water Board may set a meter in any place they 
shall deem it for the interests of the town so to do; and any water- 
taker may demand to have a meter set on written application, and 
the payment of the manufacturer’s price of the same. 

Secr. 15. No charge shall be made for the right of any water- 
taker to insert a pipe “0 de used only in case of fire. 

SEcr. 16. The Water Board may charge the Fire Department the 
sum of fifteen dollars annually for each and every hydrant established 
within the limits of the town; and for water supplied to fountains, 
and for other public purposes, they may charge the department of 
the government for which the water is used the same rates that in- 
dividuals or corporations would be charged for like purposes. 

Secr. 17. Whenever application is made to the Water Board by 
parties who have built, or intend to build, on unaccepted streets, for 
an extension of the water pipes, they shall refuse such application, 
unless, on an examination of the premises, it is found that the street 
is properly graded, and that the income from the use of said water 
shall not beless than 7 per cent. per annum on the cost of said ex- 
tension.

Meeting called to order by the Town Clerk at 7.35 p. m. 
ARTICLE 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 
Voted, for Moderator, Arthur H. Russell. 


Art. 2. To hear and act upon the reports of the Selectmen and 
other town officers and committees heretofore appointed by the 
town. 


Mr. Dorsey made a verbal report for the Park Commissioners, 
Voted, That the report be accepted. 


Mr. French read a report of the committee appointed to examine 
into the needs of Schools and New High School house. 


Voted, To receive the report and that it be printed in the next 
annual Town Report. 


Voted, To take up Article 9. 


Art. 9. To see whether the town will vote to borrow money to 
be expended in the purchase of land for the extension of the public 
Playground, or to take such land by right of eminent domain, or do 
anything in relation to the same. 


Voted, ‘To dismiss from the warrant. 
Mr. Parkhurst offered the following resolution : 


Resolved, That in the death of James F. Dwinell the town loses 
one of its most influential and respected citizens. 

That for his faithful and disinterested service while occupying 
many official positions in the town he merited the universal respect 
and gratitude of his fellow townsmen. 

That we tender to his family our heartfelt sympathy in this time 
of their great affliction. 

That the clerk be instructed to spread upon the records of the 
town these resolutions and to send,a copy to the family of our late 
fellow citizen. Y

Voted, That the town grant to Maria C. Mills and her assigns 
permission to use a certain piece of land in the northerly part of the 
town for burial purposes, said piece of land lying between the pres- 
ent Catholic cemetery and the stream of water running to James H. 
Winn’s watch hand factory and extending along southwesterly by the 
side of the Boston and Lowell railroad as said lot is now bounded.

Voted, ‘That the Park Commissioners be authorized to purchase or 
take by right of eminent domain for Public Play Grounds purposes 
from the Boston & Lowell railroad corporation, the land at present 
used for a railroad freight yard, and the Treasurer be and hereby is 
authorized and directed to issue and sell twenty-five coupon bonds of 
the town in sums of $500, numbered consecutively from fifty-one to 
seventy-five inclusive, payable in the year 1928 and bearing interest 
payable semi-annually at the rate of four per cent. per annum.

DEATHS OF TOWN OFFICERS. 


‘Three town officers have died during the year, namely : 

Horace D. Bradbury, who was one of the trustees of the ‘Town 
Library, died July 28, 1898. 

James I. Dwinell, who was one of the trustees of the Asa Fletcher 
Fund and had been Water Commissioner and member of the Water 
Board from the inception of the town’s water system until 1894 and 
had represented the town in both branches of the legislature, died 
November 8. 1898. 

Albert Ayer, who was Town Clerk, an Assessor, and by virtue of 
the office of ‘Town Clerk was one of the Registrars of Voters, died 
Deceinber 30, 1898. Mr. Ayer had held several important town 
offices, for many years, having been one of the selectmen from 1874 
' to 1897, with the exception of the year 1891, a period of twenty- 
three years. ‘The following resolution was passed by the selectmen: 

The Board of Selectmen learn with sincere regret of the death, on 
December 30, 1898, of Mr. Albert Ayer, who was Town Clerk and 
-also one of the Assessors, and had for many years held the office of 
Selectman and other town offices. His gentleness of manner and 
fidelity in all public matters won the confidence and affection of. his 
associates in.office as well as of the community in which he lived. 
To his wife, son and daughter we respectfully tender our sympathy at 
this time of their great bereavement. 

The interest bearing debt of the town was decreased during the 
year by payment of town notes and bonds in the sum of $23,000, 
which amount was raised by taxation upon the polls and estates of the 
town.

No estimate is nade: for interest -on money borrowed in anticipa- 
tion of taxes,.as the Cemetery Funds in the treasury and the large 
unexpended balance on the Sewer account will probably save the 
town from borrowing money in anticipation of taxes in 1899 as it has 
in 1898. However, the authority to borrow money in anticipation of 
the taxes for 1899 will be requested from the town in case exigency 
should arise whereby it would be needed. 

MATTERS REFERRED TO THE SELECTMEN BY THE TOWN MEETINGS. 

‘The question of the charges for use of the town hall has been set- 
tled by a revised list of rates which for the present seems more equit- 
able than the former list. 

‘The question of changing the steps on the electric street cars did 
not seem necessary as the cars are of a standard pattern. 

‘The Board was instructed to place $40,000.00 insurance on the 
town hall, but interpreted the spirit of the vote rather than the letter 
and placed $45,000.00 insurance because it was less expense than 
$40,000.00, the rate being much less by covering ninety per cent of 
the value of the building. 

At the last annual meeting the selectmen were authorized to em- 
ploy town counsel which was arranged by the Board for those officers. 
who have no appropriation in charge, but under vote of the town on 
November gth, the Board extended the service of the town counsel,. 
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to all town officers to be paid out of Incidental account to a limited’ 
amount. : 

The matter of alteration of the Common and the street at the north- 
west corner of it, referred to the Selectmen and the Park Commis- 
sioners, has been accomplished. 

The preparing of by-laws to govern the use of the public streets has 
not been done at the date of this report but may be arranged before 
the town warrant for the annual meeting is issued. 


BEQUEST TO THE TOWN FROM DAVID N. SKILLINGS. 
e 


Several years ago there was received under the will of the late David 
N. Skillings a fund in accordance with the following: ‘‘I give and be- 
queath to the Trustees of the Town Library in said Winchester the 
sum of five hundred dollars.” Strictly speaking this is not a Town 
Fund, yet in another sense it isa Town Fund. It is under the man- 
agement of the Trustees of the Town Library for the time being. 


BEQUESTS TO THE TOWN FROM NANCY S. HOWE. 


The real estate bounded on the west by Main street, on the north 
by the new taking of the Mystic Valley Parkway Extension, on the 
east by Washington street and on the south by private property was 
devised to the town some years ago under the will of the late Nancy 
S. Howe as follows: “I give and bequeath to the Inhabitants of the 
‘Town of Winchester, Mass., and their successors my Homestead Real 
“state, situated in Winchester, Mass., for a Building Lot for a Town 
House and Public Library Building, and to have the name of Symmes 
attached to the building in some proper manner to memorize my 
father, Mr. Z. Symmes.”’ 

Further bequests in Mrs. Howe’s will gave the residue of her 
property to three missionary societies. ‘The town at an expense of 
$600.00 gota release from these missionary societies surrendering 
any claim which they might have if question should arise from the 
delay in using the property for the purposes for which it was given. 

‘The house on this property is rented. After paying for repairs the 
net income is deposited by the ‘Town ‘Treasurer in Savings Banks. 
The net income and accumulations of interest thereon now amount to 
$2390.11 which should be the nucleus of a fund to build a town li- 
brary building on this land. ‘The land contains 58,568 square feet and 
is valued at $11,000.00 and the house and shed are valued at $1,000- 
oo. ‘Total $12,000.00. 
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Mrs. Howe made another bequest as follows : 

*“‘T give and bequeath to the Inhabitant of the Town of Winchester, 
Mass., and their successors, one thousand dollars, to be kept as a 
Fund, the income of the same to be expended each year for new 
books for the Public Library of the Town.” 

This fund has been deposited by the Town ‘Treasurer in a Savings 
Bank and is under the management of the Trustees of the Public Li- 
brary. 


BEQUEST TO THE TOWN FROM THE LATE ASA FLETCHER. 


A portion of Section 7 of Mr. Fletcher’s will was as follows : 

‘All the rest, residue and remainde1 of my estate, real, personal and 
mixed,” “I give, devise and bequeath” to two trustees, the net in- 
-come to be paid to the wife, ‘and upon her decease to convert the 
whole trust fund to cash so soon as it may be without sacrifice and 
pay over to the Town of Winchester aforesaid, the sum of ten thous- 
and dollars, the same to be invested and managed under the direction 
of the Selectmen for the time being of said town, or of such commit- 
tee or board as the town shall intrust with the care and management 
-of the same, the net income thereof forever to be expended by the 
‘Overseers of the Poor of said Town for the benefit of the poor of 
Winchester. * * Andif after the payments above mentioned there 
shall still remain any part of said trust fund then upon the: farther 
trust to pay over to the Town of Winchester aforesaid, a sum equal 
to twenty twenty-third parts, (20-23,) of the sum so remaining with all 
accumulation of income, the same to be added to the sum of ten 
thousand dollars above given to said town, and to be invested and 
managed and to be subject to the same provisions as above set forth 
in regard to the said sum of ten thousand dollars.” 

The amount of this fund turned over to the town was $57,270.04 
and was given to the charge of James F. Dwinell, Alfred S. Hall and 
Henry A. Emerson, trustees. 

Mr. Dwinell has died, to which reference is made in another part 
-of this report, but the remaining trustees have not notified the Select- 
men of the vacancy, as required by Section 357, Acts of 1898. 


THE WILLIAM P. WINCHESTER FUND. 


On May 27, 1850, Col. William P. Winchester, for whom the town 
was named, gave to the town the “sum of three thousand dollars to . 
be appropriated for the erection of a town house or any other proper 
object of municipal expenditure.” 
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In 1851 the town transferred this fund to a Cemetery Committee 


to buy land and construct a cemetery. 


In 1884 the amount of the original fund was turned back into the 


Town Treasury. 


In 1889 the town appropriated from the fund as follows :

The town voted an appropriation of $1000, raised by a loan for 
improvements on Grove street, but this amount was _ insufficient to 
do what is required and there was not monev enough in the general 
highway appropriation to carry out the wishes of the board so that 
nothing has been done and this sum remains as an unexpended bal- 
ance. 

‘The town authorized an appropriation to be raised by a loan of 
$3000 for widening the bridge on Main street near Whitney’s mill, 
but complications arose and the amount was insufficient and the 
money was not borrowed and no work has been done. 

The town voted an appropriation of $tooo for improvements on 
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the northern end of Washington street, but the cost of this work has 
been $1461.50. One thousand of this amount has been paid and 
the balance is included in the unpaid Highways and Bridges bill. 
There needs to be about $700 feet more of underground pipe laid to 
complete this work and then a system of drainage will have been ac- 
complished which will be of lasting advantage and the street will be 
in proper condition to be macadamized. 

About one half of this expense is the result of accepting Harvard 
and Irving streets and was made to prevent the water from running 
to that locality. 

A special appropriation of $2500 was made for construction of 
Harvard and Irving streets of which $1139.15 has been expended. 

A special appropriation of $4000 was made for rebuilding High- 
land avenue, of which $3785.75 has been paid, leaving a balance of 
¢214.85 towards completion of this work. 


After the last annual town meeting had been held notice was re- 
ceived from the County Commissioners that the town must surren- 
der the steam road roller, owned by the state, which-had been loaned 
to the town for nearly three years. ‘This necessitated a town meet- 
ing which authorized a loan for the purchase of a road roller. The 
town also authorized the purchase of a portable stone crusher. 

The accession of these two machines to the road department 
means more tons of crushed stone laid in the streets for the same 
appropriation than there could be without them. 


A large portion of the appropriation raised by taxation has been 
expended on Church street from the railroad crossing to Bacon 
street, and on Bacon street from Church street to the Parkway. If 
the Assessors would take these improvements into consideration and 
raise the valuation of the land a cent or two per foot on these streets, 
the expense would be met in three or four years without burden to 
the general tax levy. This is done in successfully managed munici- 
palities in our vicinity. 

Fifty thousand dollars could be wisely expended during the next 
two years in draining streets and macadamizing them, and this could 
be done without increasing the rate of taxation. 

When a trench is filled the question should not be, what is the 
cheapest thing for any one department, but what is the best and 
cheapest way for the town treasury. Passing votes will not remedy 
this trouble, but mutual conferences may accomplish good ends. 
‘The Selectmen and Park Commissioners have held several joint ses- 
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sions which have been agreeable and beneficial to both Boards, and 
a thorough understanding of matters has ensued, although under 
supervision of the separate Boards, but which are closely connected. 

There is immediate necessity for two large outlays during next 
year, namely macadamizing Washington street and Cambridge street. 
It is evident that the town will not afford to do all that is required 
on both of these streets in one season, but a certain amount should 
be expended on each of these streets, not trying to cover the whole 
of them but doing thoroughly what is done. ‘The Selectmen recom- 
mend an appropriation of $30,000, $20,000 of which be raised by 
taxation and $10,000 by loan, to cover the deficit at the beginning 
of the year, to repair streets, sidewalks, gutters and drains, to water 
streets (in addition to what is done by the fire department), to care 
for ice and snow, to macadam certain streets and to generally main- 
tain the Highways and Bridges department for 1899. We believe 
that if this amount is raised and judiciously expended yearly for 
three years, all the principal streets can be macadamized, the other 
streets kept in good condition, and thereafter a much smaller 
amount will maintain them for many years.

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; UNPAID TAXES. 

‘There is a fault in the system of collection of taxes. ‘The amount 
of unpaid taxes at the end of the year is too large. It is argued that 
a printed list of the unpaid taxes in the town report is a reflection 
upon some worthy people, .but this sentiment is offset by the fact that 
it is the best method known to prove the Collectoi’s accounts once a 
year, as, if a person’s name is published who has paid the tax it is 
very likely to.be made known and if aman is omitted then the Col- 
lector has paid in his tax, which is not likely to occur. A monthly 
examination of any tax collector’s account is almosta farce. If every- 
body delayed paying until nearly two years it is evident that the mu- 
nicipality could not be run. ‘lhe town voted to stop the publication 
of the list of unpaid taxes in 1897. 

At the close of the year 1896 the unpaid taxes amounted to $24,. 
790.43, Or 20 per cent of the tax committed: 

In 1897 the unpaid taxes were $37.385.35, or 32 per cent of the 
tax committed. 

This year the unpaid taxes are $40,964.42, or 30 per cent of the tax 
committed. 

CASH IN TREASURY. 

‘The amount of cash in the treasury is excessive. 

The Water Board and the Sewer Commissioners were authorized 
by the town to borrow the full limit as given by the Acts of the Legis- 
lature, and this has been done. If the loans had not been floated un- 
til nearly the time that the money was needed, a large amount of in- 
terest would have been saved. 


WINCHESTER SOLDIERS, SAILORS AND MARINES IN THE WAR WITH SPAIN. 


At the beginning of hostilities but a small proportion of our towns-- 
men was in the permanent establishment of the United States forces, 
but a number were members of the state militia, and when the na- 
tional government called for volunteers, they with others of our 
young men, nobly responded, and some of them are now supporting 
our standards in the field.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS. 


Lo the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


GENTLEMEN,—I herewith submit my second report as Superintend- 
ent of Streets for the year ending December 31, 1898. For detailed 
statements of the cost and expense of the work done, I would re- 
spectfully refer you to the report of the Town Auditor. I will report 
only on the amount of work done and the cost of the same. 

It is with a feeling of gratification that I make this report, as the 
results obtained are far better than last year. I made several recom- 
mendations in my last report, on which your Honorable Board have 
reported favorably and the town has passed favorable orders which 
has enabled us to build up the department to such a state of efficiency 
that we have beenable to ake a much better showing than the pre- 
wious year, and leaves our department second to none in the state. 


STABLE, AND YARD. 


The expenses of the stable, repairs, etc., feed, repairs to carts, harn- 
esses, small tools, veterinary attendance, medicines, etc., for the year 
are $1386.23. ‘This includes one new snow plow, two new horses 
and the stableman’s salary when he was not running a boiler. By 
order of your Honorable Board we have had killed one old horse and 
turned one over to the Cemetery Commission. ‘The two horses 
which we bought early in the season were cheap horses, but have 
stood up under a heavy season’s work and are in such good order 
that we have concluded to winter them. The department will need 
two or three new horses in the spring. All the carts were repaired 
and painted in the spring and should go through the same operation 
next spring. If acart gives out in the midst of a busy season it is 
not only unpleasant but unprofitable. I think the water carts are in 
fair condition as they had such a thorough repairing in the spring, but 
1 will recommend that they have a coat of varnish next spring. 


WATERING STREETS. 
I presume the Fire Department will report on street wartering, as 


I was relieved from that duty June 21, by your Honorable Board at 
my own request. 
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STATIONARY CRUSHING PLANT. 


Although this plant is in fair order at present, it has continually 
called for repairs and has been practically built over. It has been 
babitted throughout, has had two new sections of screen, new dies, 
elevator bucket, belt, and numerous other small repairs. But it must 
be borne in mind that this crusher has been taxed to its utmost the 
past season, having broken 8,797 tons of stone. It is in order to go 
to work at any time. The boiler is insured by the Hartford Insur- 
ance company, and was inspected early in the season and the inspec- 
tor’s report was good. ‘The location of this plant is bad, causing 
extra help to handle (at times) one half the amount of stone handled 
at the portable crusher per day. I donot feel at liberty to recommend 
a re-location of this plant at present as there is no convenient lot 
owned by the town. But this is no place for a crushing plant in the 
heart of a thriving bedroom town within three hundred feet of the 
Town Hall. 

STREET CLEANING. 

By order of your Honorable Body on July 18, we established a 
street cleaning department and commenced operations with one single 
team and two men in addition to the man about the centre. I think 
this has given general satisfaction and it has been very noticeable 
when cleaning the basins as they receive but a very small quantity of 
dirt and rubbish compared with times before the street cleaning was. 
commenced. We have’somewhat neglected the grubbing this season 
as we were kept so busy on new work. Our road machine came too: 
late to be of benefit to street cleaning this season. But it is an im- 
portant and money saving machine and should be put at work as soon 
as Spring opens. ‘This branch of the work has cost this season $1,120. 
03. Iwill right here recommend for the second time a one-horse 
street sweeper. A sweeper would pay for itself in the spring clean- 
ing. 

FENCES 

There has been a small amount of this work done this year, but 
there are several localities that should be guarded with rails thefcoming 
season. ‘The following fences were repaired and built new this year: 
Vine street, new lumber and labor, $16.04 ; Washington street, $1.99 3 
Stevens street, $1.12. 

STREET SIGNS. 


Established on the following streets: Dunham street, one, lettered 
on both sides ; Woodside avenue, two, private way signs. 
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PAVING STAND-PIPES. 


We have paved around three stand-pipes this season: One at the 
corner of Church and Common streets, and two on Church street, 
using 1,201 Lowell blocks, 43 square yards, at $1.75—-$75.25. 


BRIDGES. 


Although I am alive to the fact that there are many ways for the 
money to go, I am also alive to the fact that if we have an accident 
on the Walnut street bridge there is no way of estimating the cost at 
the present time, and I would most respectfully recommend that you 
give this bridge your immediate attention. Below is the total cost of 
repairs including labor and lumber on the several bridges :

CONCRETE SIDEWALKS. 

When the season opened there was some of this work unfinished 
from last season which was being done by Geo. H. Lowe of Arling- 
ton. ‘This unfinished work was completed by the above party early 
in the spnng. In April we called for bids and received prices from 
three contractors, prices ranging from 45 cents to 55 cents per square 
yard for 4 inch work, the lowest figure being that of J. M. Ellis of Wo- 
burn. He being aresponsible party, his figures were accepted and 
he has completed his contract with the close of the season. ‘This 
work I think will wear well and give good satisfaction. One thing is 
very certain, there is none of this work laid on loam, and we do not 
expect to see any of it twisted out of shape by action of frost when 
spring opens. ‘This concrete work is getting to be a serious problem. 
{ am inclined to think that if it continues in avery few years the new 
work will practically have to stop, as it will take all the money for

CLEANING CATCH BASINS. 


We have cleaned the basins three times this season at an expense 
of $166.50. ‘This work would have cost considerable more this sea- 
son if it had not been for the street cleaning branch of the depart- 
ment. 


NEW DRAINS AND CATCH BASINS. 


We have done an unusual amount in this line the past season as 
the table above will show. But we are working from the undisputed 
fact that drainage is cheaper than repairing the street surface. We 
have completed the drainage of Church street at a cost of $232.80. 
As per agreement between the Arlington & Winchester street rail- 
way and the town the above railway has paid the bill. ‘This branch 
of the work will be referred to again in connection with Washington 
street improvements. | 
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SP'REEL CROSSINGS. 

We have laid two new crossings in the square, consisting of 191 
lineal feet of flagging and 300 paving blocks at a cost of (including 
labor) $131.10, and repaired three old crossings at a cost of $12.37. 
There are more crossings needed about, the square and Washington 
street and near the churches, with which fact your Honorable Board 
is acquainted. 

MACADAM STREETS AND SIDEWALKS. 


Owing to the prompt actions and business-like methods of your 
Honorable Board and the town back of you, I am enabled to make 
a report on this branch of the work which, compared with the 1897 
report, is very gratifying to myself at least, and do not mean this as 
flattery to gain favor, as I do not expect to marry any particular 
town. But the bare-faced facts of the case will, I hope, offset the 
flattery. My last year’s report showed the cost of macadam streets 
to be $1.14 per ton, the cost ranging from gg cents to $1.35 per ton, 
with the average cost of $1.14. By referring to the table below you 
will find the cost ranging from 87 cents per ton to $1.01, with the 
average cost of 98 cents per ton, a saving over last year of 36 cents 
per ton, or a total saving of $1695 for the season, as we have used 
11,255 tons of broken stone this season. The Highland avenue 
work has cost 87 cents per ton, and all the work has cost $1.01 per 
ton. Here is the advantage of having a portable crusher on the 
work, properly set up, which has actually turned out as high as 143 
tons in nine hours witha crew of threemen. Last year I went more 
into details as I realized that it was necessary. But owing to lack of 
space this year, caused by the increased amount of work, I will cut 
this as short as possible by referring you to the table below (which 
will give you all the stone work for the season) and also refer you to 
last year’s report for a careful study. ‘The public must be their own 
judges as to the quality of the work done. 


STONE DUST SIDEWALKS. 


‘The table below will give the locations and the exact cost of this 
work, and I can only recommend that this work be carried forward 
as fast as there is surplus dust to spare, as I know this to be a clean 
and durable walk for the out-lying districts where the grades are not 
too steep, or where there is not too much sweeping, as this would 
finally throw the stone dust into the street. 
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GRAVEL STREETS. 


The table above will show what an immense quantity of old gravel 
we have handled this year and the streets graded with the same, giv- 
ing the cost of the same, excepting that transferred from Highland 
avenue which was charged to Highland avenue appropriation. In 
addition to the amounts in the table are 218 loads to Prince avenue 
from Highland avenue and 257 loads transferred on Church street 
which I have neglected to add to the table. ‘There are 35 streets in 
all which have received more or less of this gravel and it should be 
borne in mind that while we are macadamizing one street we are 
grading several other streets with the gravel taken out to make room 
for macadam. 


STONE WALLS, CHURCH STREET. 


The department made a contract with J. M. Ellis to move back 
some face walls for the widening of Church street, which has been 
done at the following figures: 13 cents per square foot, pointed with 
Portland cement at a total cost of $234.94. 


SIDEWALKS WITH GRAVEL FILLING. 


The greater part of this gravel, as shown in the following table was 
used in raising the grades of sidewalks on Church street, southerly 
side, from Sheffield Road west and on the north side, from Fletcher 
street west. ‘This has made a decided improvement in that locality.

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PAVED GUTTERS. 


We have laid, as shown in the table below, 1773 square yards of 
gutters this year, principally on Prospect street, Bacon street and 
Church street. ‘The Bacon street gutters were laid cheaper than usual, 
as we used old cobbles which were on hand, greatly reducing the cost. 
The Prospect street gutter was laid with new blocks under an agree- 
ment with the abutters that they should pay the difference between 
block and cobble paving. I would recommend that the gutters on 
the sidehill streets be relaid and widened where necessary, as they are 
in very bad.shape at present.

Above are the expenditures on Highland avenue, and by referring 
to the table of macadam streets you will find the quantity of stone 
used and the cost of same. We madea contract with J. J. Coolidge 
of Waltham to blast and break stone ready for the crusher from the 
town ledge at 52 1-2 cents per ton. After the work was commenced 
we found ledge in the street near Park avenue and as both parties 
agreed we shifted Mr. Coolidge on to the ledge in the street, and 
besides clearing the street of the ledge we got far better stone than 
from the town ledge. We were not able to finish this work as winter 
came on us so early. But we have the stone all crushed and money 
enough to finish the stone work, but not money enough to finish the 
sides of the street, as there is considerable cutting and paved gutters 
to lay. By the foresight of Mr. Thompson, the engineer, we have 
got a grade here which (when finished) will divert all the water from 
the side hill streets, excepting Eaton and Mt. Vernon streets, and at 
these points we have planned to take the water underground to the 
river. I would recommend that some provision be made to finish 
this work next season.

The filling your Honorable Board let out at contract and as you 
already know the circumstances, I will not use space to report on 
the same, but will suggest that if you macadamize Washington street 
next season it would be a cheap way of filling these streets to grade 
by using the gravel from the above named street. 


WASHINGTON STREET. 

By referring to the table of drains you will find the lineal feet and 
diameters of pipes laid on this street, and also the number of basins. 
This work I consider is the commencement of a proper system of 
drainage in this district and when completed is sure to give general 
satisfaction. ‘This street could not be properly built without drain- 
age and if built next year the work which has been done this fall will 
greatly advance the work the coming season. We could not finish 
the drainage this fall as the appropriation is already overrun. ‘This 
we were obliged to do to carry the water out of the way as much as 
possible for the winter.

On September 21, we purchased a gx15 portable crushing plant 
{known as the Champion) from the Good Roads Machinery Co. of 
Boston. It is at present set up on Highland avenue and has broken 
the stone for that street and has given excellent satisfaction, having 
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crushed as high as 143 tons in nine hours. It is built of steel and 
is as near portable throughout as can be. I would most respectfully 
invite a closer inspection (by your Honorable Board) of this plant. 
This plant can be moved to any part of the town and put to work for 
less than $50, and greatly reduce the price of stone, which it has 
already demonstrated. | 

STEAM ROLLER. 


On June 6, we purchased a fifteen ton roller known as the Buffalo 
Pitts, which has given perfect satisfaction. On June 1, we gave up 
the ten-ton state roller to the town of Wakefield. On June 15, our 
new roller arrived, was unloaded and went immediately to work and 
finished the season without a hitch. We have worked the new and 
old roller in all 180 1-2 days the past season. We have done all of 
our own rolling and plowing. besides doing nearly $200 worth of roll- 
ing for corporations. We have had the roller overhauled by the en- 
gineer and inspected by the builders’ traveling engineer, and it is re- 
ported in first class order for next season’s work. The inspection by 
the Buffalo Pitts engineer is free of cost. I will recommend right 
here that we do not have any more boilers insured, as the insurance 
inspectors from time to time cut.down the safety and cripple the pow- 
er so that we are at their mercy and either have to throw up the boil- 
er or the insurance. ‘They will cut the boiler about twenty pounds 
short of the safety point to their own credit. 


WASHOUTS AND DANGEROUS PLACES. 


On April 26, July 4, 21, 26, August 8, 10, 17, 19, 25, September 2, 
18 and October 12, we were visited by some of the heaviest rains 
known for years, which caused considerable damage to the streets and 
greatly interfered with the work. ‘These washouts caused an outlay 
of 165 loads of gravel at a cost of $104.05. ‘This patching we will 
all admit in the majority of cases is a waste of money. But in a busy 
season with lots of work underway we are no exception to the rule, as 
all towns are obliged to violate their good judgment under similar cir- 
cumstances. ‘The cause of these washouts is, that the street is poor- 
ly constructed in the way of drainage and the quicker this difficulty 
is remedied the better the judgment. 


SNOW AND ICE. 


The fall of snow as well as the fall of rain has been a record-break- 
er the past year. We have had fifteen snow storms, with a total fall 
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of 63 inches ona level. The blizzard of Jan. 3r and Feb. 1, which 
every one has cause to remember, cost the department a large amount 
of money and took eight days to break out. ‘Then again the blizzard 
of Nov. 26 and 27, which is very fresh in our memory, caused another 
large outlay. We have done our best by working night and day to 
open the streets in the quickest possible time, and I must say that the 
public has been very reasonable in making few complaints and those 
few complaints in the majority were reasonable. It seems to me at 
this time no more than justice to our men, to say that they are worthy 
of mention. Although they are paid for their work they are on hand 
promptly at all hours of night when they think WD) are needed, which 
greatly advances the work. 

The cost of handling snow the past year is $1953.26. We have 
sanded sidewalks eight times, using seventy-eight loads of sand at a 
cost of (including labor) $94.65. “he cost of handling snow includes 
the cost of snow plows, gutter plows, etc., etc. 


OFFICE EXPENSES. 


The office expenses for the year, consisting of books, time-books, 
stone-tickets, superintendent’s reports, stationery, etc., are $47.98.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would most respectfully recommend that Washington street be 
macadamized next season, as by so doing the gravel taken out would 
grade most of the side streets in that district, and at least a part of 
Cambridge street, as this street could be built after the style of the 
state roads, and at least one side of Main street at the Medford line- 
These are principal thoroughfares and are inlets to the town and 
should be put in condition, as they are bordering on the dangerous 
list. 

REMARKS. 

I can truthfully say that no Board of Selectmen or street commit- 
tee can build a good piece of road if the town will not let them by 
refusing to make an appropriation for such. Neither can a street de- 
partment perform good work if the Board hampers them and compels 
them to do thin and cheap work in order to cover a vast territory and 
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blind the public eye. Again I can truthfully say with a feeling of en- 
couragement that the Town, the Board of Selectmen and myself, have 
worked in perfect harmony. Some of our work has stood a very 
heavy travel for two seasons and is still where we put it, and while that 
is wearing out it will allow you to build other streets. But this could 
never have been accomplished without the cooperation of the three 
parties above mentioned. 

In closing, I desire to extend my thanks to your Honorable Board 
for the kind and considerate treatment I have received. I also wish 
to thank (through your Honorable Board) our foreman, Mr. Maguire, 
for his prompt and untiring efficiency. Also the Sewer Department,

It would seem that the department is handicapped by the small 
number of regular patrolmen attached to it, three in number. —In 
a wealthy and residential town like our own we should have a 
Police Department fully able to cope with all crimes committed 
therein. | 

This year has been a most successful one in the apprehension 
and conviction of persons who have committed crimes against 
property. Atthe same time we want men enough so that all 
portions of the town may receive the same benefits that are now 
enjoyed by persons residing on the streets now patrolled by the 
officers.

THE ENGINEERS OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


GENTLEMEN :—We herewith submit the report of the Fire De- 
partment of Winchester for the year ending December 31, 1898: 


WORKING FORCE 


There are in the department three engineers, four permanent 
men and twenty-six callmen. The department has answered 
fourteen bell alarms and sixteen telephone and still alarms. It 
has travelled one hundred and one miles, has laid seventy-three 
hundred feet of hose, raised two hundred and seventy feet of lad- 
der and served thirty-one hours of fire duty.

APPARATUS 


We have one new Hook and Ladder truck purchased this year 
fully equipped with new ladders and etc., to take the place of the 
old one. Your engineers and firemen are.justly proud of this 
ladder truck and citizens who have seen the same are much 
pleased-with it. We think that more citizens have been to the 
house since this ladder truck came than there has been for years, 
and we hope that more will come and see the workings of the 
same. 

We have two two-horse hose wagons in good:order, one two- 
horse fuel wagon in good order, and a steam fire engine in fair 
working order, built in 1872. We believe it would be a useless 
waste of money to attempt to put this engine in first class condi- 
tion, and taking its age and the large amount of money necessary 
to do the work into consideration we believe it would be a saving 
of money to wait and purchase a new one in a few years. 
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HORSES 


There are at present eight horses inthe department, all in 
apparent good order. We have purchased five new, and sold 
three old ones this year. 

HARNESSES 

There are five sets of double harnesses and one single. Four of 
these are in good order, one set being twenty-five years old, but 
this can be replaced the coming year out of the general appropri- 
ation. 

HOSE. 

There is in the department fifty-seven hundred feet of hose in 
very fair order, and we think this will be enough for the coming 
year without purchasing new. 


FIRE ALARM. 


There are thirty-one alarm boxes in use which have been tested 
regularly and found correct. ‘The snow storm of January 31 cut 
the northern part of the town out for three days, a number of 
poles came down on Main and Swanton streets and we were 
obliged to run new wires from the centre to the Woburn line and 
also on Swanton street. By hard work we had all this in good 
working order in three days, at an expense of about three hun- 
dred dollars. We have paid for the storage battery put in on trial 
in 1897 and find that it works very satisfactorily, having. had sev- 
eral committees on fire alarm systems from cities and towns in 
this vicinity to see the same. Some new wire will also have to be 
put up in place of the old during the coming year. 


HOUSES. 


The house on Swanton street is in good condition and will need 
no outlay for the coming year except for the ordinary care. The 
Centre house is in fair condition. The department has outgrown 
the present place and we believe that the time is not far off when 
it will be necessary to build a new and more modern house, and 
we therefore believe that money expended other than for general 
repairs is not advisable. 

WATERING STREETS. 

The watering of streets has been done by the permanent men 
and horses of the fire department under the direction of the Select- 
men, and at no expense to the town, we receiving no compensa- 
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tion for the same. The amount of work if paid for by the town 
would cost from twelve to fifteen hundred dollars, and we think 
the citizens should bear in mind that the men and horses are very 
busy seven months in the year. We also think that a limit of one 
half mile should be made for them to go. 


REMARKS. 


We are of the opinion that a hose house should be built on the 
west side of the town and apparatus placed there. It gives us the 
greatest pleasure to be able to congratulate our fellow citizens 
upon the small loss of property by fire during the past year. 
There has been less loss than for many years past, and we know 
that we but speak the sentiment of all right minded persons when 
we say that we hope that such good fortune may continue for many 
years to come. In conclusion we wish to thank the members of the 
department for the promptness with which they have responded to 
the alarms and the manner in which they have performed their 
duties. 

We would also thank the citizens for their liberality which has 
enabled us to place the department in its present state of efficiency. 
Also the Police for their good work when called upon.

Second Annual Report of the Tree Warden. 


For THE YEAR ENDING DEc. 31, 1898. 


Work in this department has been conducted on the same lines as 
in 1897, the elm and ash trees being pruned in the early spring and 
the maples during the summer and fall. 

The elms on Washington street from Main street to Swanton street, 
on Main street from Symmes’ corner to Swanton street, and on 
Church street from the Centre to Cambridge street are all in good 
order. A beginning has been made on the maples on the West Side ; 
the trees on the Common and along the wallof the high school lot 
have been put in good order, the line of trees along the common 
curbing has been made complete by setting out trees to take the 
place of those removed, and a few trees have been set out along the 
walks on the Common, most of the planting expense being borne 
by the Park Commissioners. A few more trees should be planted 
along the walks of the Common. The interest shown by private 
owners last season has been maintained, a good many of them plac- 
ing their trees and also their shrubs under Mr. Frost’s care. 

Two hearings have been held during the year, both being very 
sparsely attended. ‘This is to be regretted. ‘Trees are standing too 
close together in various portions of the town and the removal of 
some of them may well be considered. Progress the past year has 
been satisfactory, though seemingly rather slow. When the elm trees 
in the town are all put.in order work-on the other varieties will proceed 
more rapidly. During the season trees have been removed from 
High School lot, in order to give those remaining more chance to 
develop ; from the Common and from Church street opposite Com- 
mon, on account of street improvements ; from Church street near 
Central for same reason and one tree from each of the following 
streets, viz: Central, Prospect, Pine and Mystic Avenue, the removal 
of these four trees having been petitioned for by the several abutters 
and good reasons being given why such action was desirable. ‘This 
department has received a gift of one hundred dollars from Mr. L. 
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C. Pattee, which the Warden wishes to gratefully acknowledge. ‘This 
is the sum due Mr. Pattee for his first year’s term as Selectman, 
which he has declined to receive up to the present time and 
takes now only to get it off the Treasurer’s books and to pass on as 
indicated, expressing the wish that a portion of it be used to defray 
the expense of a curb around the elm tree on Church street, if this. 
be thought necessary. The sum of $600 was voted for tree work 
last year, of which $558.78 has been expended, leaving a balance of 
$41.22, or with the gift of Mr. Pattee $141.22. There are unpaid 
bills amounting to about $50. A little more work will be done this 
winter, but only a little, as itis not proposed to use much of the 
extra hundred dollars. 

An appropriation.ef six hundred dollars, the same as made in 
1898, is recommended for 1899. A much larger amount could be 
most profitably expended, but it is probably better to proceed mod- 


erately.

REPORT OF FENCE VIEWERS. 


WINCHESTER, Mass., DkEc. 31, 1898. 

It has not been the custom in this town for the Fence Viewers to- 
make annual reports of their doings, but a departure is made this 
year, therefore this Board respectfully submits the following : 

It isa matter of fact that the office of Fence Viewer has been 
looked upon as being of but little importance in town government of © 
the present day, being simply a relic of the past. This is a mistaken 
impression, as questions are likely to come up at any time of the ut- 
most importance, that will call for careful thought and consideration 
on the part of those who hold this office. There has been but one 
case before the Board during the year—a legacy from previous 
years—but this isin a fair way to settlement by the time the frost 
leaves the ground. ‘There is another case of disputed boundary and: 
fence, but the offices of the Board have not been Soe on yet, but 
probably will in the early spring. 

‘The members of this Board are of the opinion that the duties of | 
this office should be vested in the Board of Selectmen who have an 
office and stated evenings on which meetings are held, when interest- 
ed parties could appear and where greater consideration could be given 
cases through hearings, and besides place in motion official.machinery ~ 
which the Fence Viewers have not the license to do.

TWENTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


WINCHESTER WATER BOARD. 


At the annual town meeting in March, 1898, it was voted to raise 
$33,000 by an issue of bonds, for new work and extensions on the 
water supply system. Ata special town meeting a further appropri- 
ation of $6,o00 was voted for the purpose of relaying the cement 
lined pipe in Church street. Under the first appropriation only a 
portion of the work has been carried out which was planned, and 
which is described below. 


NEW HIGH SERVICE. 


The new high service pumping plant is completed with the excep- 
tion of a few minor details. 

The building is 26 ft. x 32 ft. of brick, and was built by Maurice 
Carrol of Woburn, Mass., who had associated with him as carpenter 
John M. L. Enman of this town.’ One half of the building is occu- 
pied by the pumping plant, there being room to duplicate the plant 
if it becomes necessary to do so. . 

The contract for the pump and engine was let to the Gould’s Man- 
ufacturing Co. of Seneca Falls, N. Y. The pumpis an 8$in. x 12 in. 
triplex power pump built by the Gould’s Manufacturing Co. It has 
a capacity of 350 gallons a minute, or 500,000 gallons in twenty-four 
hours. The engine is a 20 horse-power Hornsby-Akroyd kerosene 
oil engine. The plant was guaranteed to pump 350 gallons a min- 
ute against against a head of 160 feet with consumption of oil not 
exceeding one pound for each 10,750,000 ft. lbs. of work done. The 
tests which were made to ascertasn if the plant complied with the re- 
quirements, showed an excess in economy of 7 per cent. and an ex- 
cess in power of 16 per cent. above the guarantee. The consump- 
tion of oil per horse-power of actual work done per hour was 0.171 
gallon. ‘The price of oil is 7 3-4 cents a gallon, and the cost of oil 
per horse-power per hour was 1 1-3 cents. 
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The foundation for the new standpipe was built inside of the old 
‘high service reservoir. This consists of a circular wall of stone ma- 
sonry laidin cement mortar. The space enclosed by the wall was care- 
fully filled with gravel and a concrete top laid over the whole on which 
rests the base of the standpipe. The foundation was built by Mc- 
-Cusker Bros. of Waltham, Mass. 

The standpipe is of steel and is 40 feet in diameter and 4o feet 
high, and has a capacity of 420,000 gallons. When filled the surface 
of the water is about 40 feet above the level of the water in the old 
reservoir. It was built by the Davis & Farnum Mfg. Co. of Waltham, 
Mass. 

It was intended to lay the supply pipe for the new standpipe 
through Fells road and Newton road. ‘These streets are private ways 
_and it was so long before permission could be obtained for laying the 
pipe in these roads that the location was abandoned and permission 
was obtained from the Metropolitan Park Commission to lay the 
main in the state road, and:the pipe was laid there. 

During the construction of the standpipe the water for the high 
service has been pumped into a wooden tank of about 9,000 gallons 
capacity. This method has required frequent pumping, but none of 
the takers has been discommoded. 


WASTEWAY AT NORTH DAM. 

On account of the leakage at the wasteway, on which unsuccessful 
attempts had been made to make it tight, a new wasteway has been 
constructed through the ledge beyond the north end of the dam, and 
that portion which formed the old wasteway has been rebuilt and 
made a portion of the dam. 

The slope paving on the dam has not been relaid but will be done 
this year. 

Freeman C. Coffin, C. E., of Boston was the engineer for the 
above described work. 

SWANTON SIREEY MAIN. 

Beginning at Washington street the old cement lined pipe has 
been replaced by a ro inch cast iron pipe as far as the bridge over 
the main line of the B. & M. railroad. 

The remainder of the pipe in this street will be replaced this year. 


CAMBRIDGE STREET. 
Beginning at Church the cement lined pipe has been replaced by 
cast iron pipe for a distance of about 800 feet. 
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CROSS STREET. 


_No work has been done on this street during the past year. The 
reason for this and for not completing the pipe laying in “Swanton 
street was the unexpected work of relaying the Church street main. 
The Cross street work will be done this year. 


CHURCH STREET. 


When the Water Board were informed that Church street was to 
be rebuilt, the advisability of replacing the cement lined pipe with a 
cast iron pipe before the street should be built was considered. The 
-old pipe had been laid about 24 years. The average life of cement lined 
pipe is about 25 years, and as this pipe in Church street had already 
given out in several places, it was thought that it would probably have 
to be replaced soon, although there was a possibility of its lasting for 
several years to come. It is well known that after a street has been 
macadamized it cannot be cut through and replaced in such a per- ‘ 
tect condition as if it is undisturbed. It was therefore deemed of 
sufficient importance to lay the matter before the town and it was 
voted to relay the pipe before the street was rebuilt. 

When the old pipe was taken out eleven leaks were found which 
would have given trouble inside of a year. While a large amount of 
cement lined pipe was good in all the streets where it has been re- 
placed, there was a sufficient amount of poor pipe to justify the 
change. When this pipe begins to give out it is a constant source of 
trouble and expense in making repairs, of inconvenience to the citi- 
zens by frequent cutting off of the water, and a source of danger in 
not having water in the pipes when it might be needed in case of 
fire. Especially is it justifiable if a street is to be rebuilt, as Church 
street has been, after which these frequent leaks would have caused 
serious damage to the road bed. 


HEATING PLANTS. 
As a small heating plant was required in the new station it was 
deemed .advisable at the same time to install a hot water plant in the 


superintendent’s house, which is very much exposed to the weather 
-and which heretofore was very inadequately heated. 


ORDINARY EXTENSIONS. 


Besides the work described, extensions and connections have been 
umade as shown in the superintendent’s report which follows : 
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UNEXPENDED BALANCE. 


Of the special appropriation made last year there is an unexpended 
balance. All bills which have been presented have been approved. 
There are no unpaid bills except balances due on uncompleted con- 
tracts for which the unexpended balance is ample. 


WATER RATES. 


The estimated receipts for 1899 is $21,500.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The Board recommends that the unexpended balances of the year 
1898 for ordinary construction and maintenance be transferred to 
this year’s account, and that there be raised by taxation an additional 
sum of $1,600 to be devoted to the same accounts.

GENTLEMEN,—I submit this as my report of the work done under 
my supervision the past year:

341 feet, 6-inch, north from Bacon street.

Symmes. 

Total amount laid in town, from 2 inch to 24 inch, 158,723 feet. 
Sixteen new hydrants added this year. ‘Total now in use, 18t.

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Sixty-six old services have been relaid. ‘The new main laid on Church 
street was to avoid any disturbance of the street for many years, so 
all services were removed, and replaced with lead lined pipe. 


METERS. 

Twenty meters in use, fifteen owned by the town, five by private 
parties. 

All the water used in town, except high service, has been from the 
south reservoir. All turned on May 6, last. Lowest point reached 
was 4 feet 3 inches below overflow, Sept 16. It was full again Nov. 
4, and has been running over ever since. Nota complaint of the 
quality of the water in either reservoir could be made the past year. 
A slight change was noticed for about a week but flushing the 24-inch 
main between the reservoir and town made it all right again. 

As will be noticed the water in north reservoir reached a low point, 
for the amount of waterused. The lowest point by use was four inches 
below overflow. But to make the repairs on overflow the water had 
to be drawn down four feet and allowed to run to. waste. 


HIGH SERVICE. 

You will notice there, was not as much water pumped for this sys- 
tem as last year, this was due to the rainy season, not as much water 
wasted with hose.

THE SEWER COMMISSIONERS 
FoR THE YEAR ENpING Dec. 31, 1898. 


‘he construction work for this year has been considerably more 
than in the previous year, one and sixty-four one hundredths 
(1.64) miles having been constructed and seventy-one house con- 
nections. The finances of your board are in good condition, and 
the balance as shown in the treasury, together with the anticipated 
sewer assessments, will meet the expenses for construction and main- 
tenance for some time to come. ‘The sewerage system is in first 
class condition and the maintenance for the same is at a small cost. 

All details regarding construction and maintenance will be found 
in the report of the superintendent, and the financial details in the 
report of the Auditor. As we have done in the past we do still con- 
tinue to urge the property owners to have their houses connected 
with the sewer for their own, as well as forthe public health, and it 
will be but a short time before the Board of Health will compel each 
and every house in town where sewers have been constricted to be 
connected with the same. We seriously hope that the coming year 
will show that the public have anticipated it. 

We desire to call the attention of the town to the inadequate provi- 
sion for the storage and safe keeping of the engineer’s plans owned 
by the town. ‘These are of great value, and if destroyed many of 
them could not be duplicated. Those belonging to this department 
are worth at least five thousand dollars, ($5000) and those of other 
departments have cost a large sum. We urgently recommend that 
a fire proof room be built in the basement of the town hall building, 
or some other suitable location, where this valuable property will 


have proper protection.

Report of the Superimtendent of Sewers, 


DECEMBER 31, 1898. 


To the Board of Sewer Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN :—I hereby submit to you my annual report for the 
year ending December 31, 1898. 

The past year has been an unusually busy one for this department. 
House connections were begun in the latter part of March and an 
average force of twenty-three men have been employed on connect- 
ions and extensions until cold weather prevented further operations 
in streets. 


EXTENSION TO HIGHLAND AVENUE. 


It was decided to extend the sewer to Highland avenue. ‘This 
work was begun on the 30th of June at the junction of Park avenue 
and Washington street and completed August 30. 


HARVARD AND IRVING STREETS EXTENSION. 


Work on this section was begunon August 23, at junction of Swan- 
ton and Winchester streets, and completed November 21. 

Extensions were also made on Chestnut street, Highland avenue 
and Oxford street. ‘ 

The extensions of the sewerage system are shown in table No. 1 
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_ ‘The materials used in construction work this season have been of 
the best and prices were about the same as last season. A saving in 
the cost of handling material could be made if the town had a proper 
-storage yard, and I hope something can be done another season in 
this line. 

Contracts for materials were awarded as follows :

Teaming pipe—C. H. Symmes, pipe, 1 cent per foot ; cement, 12 
cents per barrel. 

MAINTENANCE. 

The maintenance of the system, as in preceding years, has been 
carefully attended to and the working of the system proves satisfac- 
tory. In the early spring a systematic inspection was made of the 
whole system and wherever deemed necessary the pipes were cleaned _ 
Later in the year the entire system was again inspected and the pipes 
thoroughly flushed and cleaned. 

While there has been no stoppage whatever in any portion of the 
system of public sewers or in any house connection built by this de- 
partment, yet it is only reasonable to expect that as the system 
grows older more or less trouble may occur. 


SILT. 


In some lines silt enters the sewers through the perforated man- 
hole covers especially in newly gravelled streets. 


TREE ROOTS. 


In streets where elm or willow trees are located the roots are very 
apt to find entrance into the sewers. ‘The fondness of these roots 
for newly excavated trenches is remarkable. The roots have’ been 
known to travel one hundred feet or more from the trees and to a 
depth of ten or twelve feet from the surface. 
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he hair-like roots run along the pipes, and if a pin-hole opening 
can be found in the joint, they enter the sewer and grow very rapid- 
ly upon the sewage. While the effect of these roots on the Win- 
chester sewers has not been at all serious and much less so than in 
many towns, yet it is a matter which should be carefully looked after 
and the roots removed before they become too large. 

‘These roots in the public sewers are quite rapidly removed by 
means of steel wire brushes, spring knives, etc. The department 
has been furnished with steel brushes which are very satisfactory. 

House connections will be more difficult to clean owing to the fact 
that both ends of the connection cannot be so rapidly gotten at as 
is the case in the public sewers where the man-holes afford easy 
means of access to any portion of the system, and I beg to say here 
that in my opinion that house connections requiring a change of 
direction should have a man-hole in every instance. 

The various syphons have received proper attention and frequent 
cleaning. I would advise the completion of the overflows at syphons — 
No. 1, 2, 3 and 4 inorder to facilitate the cleaning of the sumps. 

House connections work has been done in the same careful man- 
ner as in former years. An account of the actual cost is kept, and 
costs compare favorably with those of other towns. 

The following table shows the location, cost, etc., of house con- 
nections built in 1898.

Carefol records of the work done during the year and the location 
-of all man-holes, branches, etc., are being plotted and placed on file 
in this department. A value of materials, tools, etc., of this depart- 
ment has been furnisheh the Auditor, and will be shown in his re- 
port. 

In conclusion I would recommend that builders, architects and 
plumbers before designing or placing plumbing in any building with 
the intention of connecting same with the public sewer, should first 
obtain from this office the location of the branch that will make as ° 
near as possible a straight line to the inside of foundation wall. 

At the present time people building houses or putting in new 
plumbing make plans regardless of where the branch best suited is 
located, and this department is obliged to connect with the pipe 
wherever it leaves the house. ‘This, in a great many cases, has 
obliged us to make connections with bad angles and against the flow 
of the sewage. . 

I beg to acknowledge the courtesies received from your board, and 
the other departments of the town, and would state my appreciation 
of the faithful manner in which the work has been done by my as- 
sistants.

After 
two years experience we find that keeping a horse is a money-saving 
measure and it is proposed to buy another one soon. 

The time has come when we must have a larger tool house and a 
stable. 

Mr. Henry C. Holt has provided the commissioners with a plan of 
a building to be made of the natural stone in the cemetery with pro- 
visions for an office which can be used as a waiting room in cold or 
stormy weather (the public needs such a shelter) and estimates the 
cost at $4,000.00. Mr. John B. Boyce has made a rough sketch of 
a wooden building to cost $667.00 above the cellar. Neither Mr. 
Holt nor Mr. Boyce have charged anything for their services and ad- 
vice. 

At the time of writing this report the commissioners are not pre- 
pared to recommend what amount is needed for a new building but 
will endeavor to do so at the town meeting, but we all are agreed 
that something should be done the coming year in relation to this 
matter. 

We recommend that twelve hundred dollars be appropriated for 
the maintenance of the cemetery for 1899.

He will be long remembered by the community as a man of ster- 
ling integrity and of unimpeachable honor, while his friends can 
never forget his gentlemanly bearing and kindliness of manner. 
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REPLACEMENT OF OLD BOOKS 


The time has come when it 1s absolutely necessary to replace 
many of the books which have been in constant use during the past 
thirty or forty years, especially those which were presented to the 
library by the Winchester Library Association. ) 

Although replacements have been made from time to time as far 
as the funds at our disposal would allow, yet the increasing demands 
of the patrons of the Library for books of recent publication have led 
to a neglect of this matter until we have reached a point where we 
must expend quite a large amount of our appropriation for this pur- 
pose the coming year. 


APPROPRIATION FOR 1899. 


The Trustees recommend for the care and maintenance of the 
Library for books and salaries, an appropriation of $1,500, together 
with the amount which shall be received from the sale of dog licenses. 
This is the same amount that has been received during the past twe 
years.

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FORTY-NINTH ANNUAL REPORT 
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TOWN OF WINCHESTER. 


At the town meeting in March, W. B. French was elected a mem- 
ber of the School Committee in the place of Geo. S. Littlefield, whose 
term expired. At a meeting of the committee subsequently, John 
W. Suter was elected chairman. ‘The superintendent was chosen to 
act as secretary. The term of: office of Mr. Symmes will expire at 
the next annual town meeting. 


SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


Another committee appointed by the town reports in print at this 
time in regard to the school buildings of Winchester. Your commit- 
tee is In substantial agreement with this report, provided its recom- 
mendations may be a little more definitely extended. It would seem 
that the Howe lot were a site which should be utilized if possible in 
the best way for the future interests of our schools. ‘his lot is large 
enough to allow the placing upon it of both High and Grammar 
school buildings. ‘The suggestion of the special committee that the 
Grammar school should first be built, should be carried out by con- 
structing this building first. ‘The lot, of course, should be considered 
with a view to the final plans, and drawings would be submitted for 
both High and Grammar schools; the Grammar school to be built 
first and to be placed in the proper part of the lot. If this plan 
were carried out, the present Wadleigh property could be sold, and 
the proceeds devoted to the new building. Your committee believes 
further that both economy and convenience would suggest that the 
other school sites in the town be considered centres for future en- 
largement. This will be wiser than building four-room buildings at 
other points, and will better accommodate the population as it is dis- 
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tributed. If the sites are not now large enough, care should be taken 
to secure more land. ‘The buildings that will first need to be en- 
larged or be removed for new buildings are the Chapin and the High- 
land. In this way all grades from the seventh through the High 
school could be centrally accommodated at the Howe lot for genera- 
tions to come, and the grades from the kindergarten to the sixth in 
the respective school centres as now occupied. It is believed by 
your committee that this question should be settled with a long look 
ahead, but the pressure of the population at present requires that the 
first steps for larger accommodations should be taken immediately. 
Part of the children of the Rumford district are now being trans- 
fered to the Washington district, and the buildings generally at the 
northern part of the town are too crowded, while the Wadleigh is a 
building long past its usefulness, and not worthy of the town’s educa- 
tional ambitions. ‘lhe High school too is being rapidly outgrown. 
It is necessary for the committee to add that in the provision for 
larger school accommodations it believes that suitable rooms should 
be provided for industrial work. ? 


INDUSTRIAL WORK. 


The most significant change of the year in this department of our 
school work has been the introduction of the Sloyd system with Miss 
Veasey as teacher. The committee believes this to be a direct step 
forward. It helps to put this department in scientific line, and to 
make it directly tributary to the educational process. ‘The other in- 
dustrial departments are being well’ conducted and accemplishing 
good work. 


EXTENSION OF SCHOOL WORK. 


The industrial work as already established is only a beginning of 
what can be done when the town possesses better opportunities. It 
is believed by the committee that this department of education 
should be a consistent whole from the Kindergarten through the 
High school. In.order to accomplish this, more money must be 
spent, and there must be better accommodations for the work. An- 
other opportunity for wise expenditure is in better organized and 
more carefully taught physical training. Whether or not there is the 
out-of-door recess, which under favorable conditions seems desirable, 
the value of systematic physical training in the school building can- 
not be overestimated. 
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PUBLIC SPIRIT IN EDUCATION. 


The suggestion of the superintendent of schools that an Educa- 
tional Association should be formed in Winchester is one which the 
committee looks upon with favor. An ambition that the schools of 
the town should excel in all particulars might well be fostered by 
such an association, and through the general interest which it might 
arouse, some of the aclvances in educational lines which the regular 
appropriation cannot be expected to provide for, might be secured. 
For instance, the equipment of our schools in collections whether of 
books, or illustrative material for science, geography, or history, is 
very inadequate. ‘The movement also to secure pictures and casts 
for the school rooms, in order to make the rooms themselves an edu- 
cative influence, progresses very slowly. These are but illustrations 
of what a watchful and enlightened public spirit might be accom- 
plishing. 

FINANCIAL. 

‘ Your committee does not hesitate to ask for liberal appropriations 
for the schools of the town. It does this deliberately because it be- 
lieves that the town of Winchester must expect each year to increase 
its appropriations for the schools. The town demands the best, and 
expects its schools to keep pace with the advances in educational 
methods. In order to do this, more money must be spent. We re- 
peat what we said last year that the salaries, speaking generally, are 
too low. And weadd further that in addition to the regular expenses 
for supplies, there should be spent each year a considerable sum of 
money for such special supplies in reference books, collections, etc., 
as help the efficiency of the schools, and come under the head of 
occasional expenditures that are of continued usefulness and value. 
There should also be more money spent yearly in the care of the 
buildings than the funds at present allow. Neglect in this matter is 
poor economy. Finally, the whole time of a Superintendent Winch- 
ester must shortly demand and pay for. ‘The schools have lived 
during the past year within their income, but it has been through 
denials that are not for the welfare of our people nor, in the long run, 
truly economical. ‘lhe amount which we ask for the coming year 
has had the committee’s most careful eonsideration and is based upon 
what we believe to be a reasonable estimate.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the School Committee of Winchester : 


Since the preparation of the last annual report, progress has been 
the watchword in the schools of this town. Nearly all the teachers 
whose good work in former years met your approval have been re- 
tained and have equalled or exceeded their previous efforts. The 
new teachers called into service seem to be justifying their election, 
On the whole, the schools have been strengthened by the changes 
that have been made. 

The outlook for 1899 is accordingly full of promise. The corps of 
teachers elected by you for the current year has as small a proportion 
of weakness and as large a percentage of strength as falls to the lot 
of other towns. I wish hereby to make public acknowledgment of 
their faithful adherence to high ideals. Their unfailing courtesy, 
their unswerving loyalty, and their intelligent co-operation merit and 
receive my hearty appreciation. ‘They are serving the town well and 
they are entitled to the reward of public favor. 


WORK OF THE IDEAL TEACHER. 


The community at large little realizes the consecration of body, 
mind and soul that characterizes the true teacher. No other occu- 
‘pation furnishes superior opportunities for usefulness and in no other 
field do the workers approach more nearly the ideals appropriate to 
their calling. ‘Teachers are found, indeed, who little realize and far 
less attain high ideals. Sooner or later, fortunately, they fall out of 
the ranks. The profession may fairly claim, therefore, the honor of 
intense devotion to the work with which it is entrusted. The teach- 
er’s work is comparatively obscure. He has little opportunity to 
pose for public applause. He must pursue the even tenor of his way, 
never fully appreciated by those whom he instructs, hardly appreci- 
-ated by the families. for whom he works, and almost unknown by 
those who have no direct personal interest in his schoolroom. Yet 


with little hope of renown, with scarcely a hope of exceptional fi- 
nancial remuneration, with almost no incentive but a zeal for the 
welfare of those intrusted to his charge, he plods on, enduring ex- 
hausting physical demands, often misrepresented, often suffering in 
silence unfounded charges that he cannot disprove, and keeping the 
fountain of his life bright and sweet under conditions tending to make 
him discontented and unhappy. 


SALARIES OF TEACHERS. 


Elsewhere in this report appears a list of teachers, with the sala- 
ries now paid to each. It is pleasing to report that through the lib- 
erality of the town a little progress toward the already established 
scale of maximum salaries has been made within the year. ‘These 
maximum salaries are considerably below the scale of some neigh- 
boring cities and towns, and nearly all our teachers receive salaries 
smaller than our own maximum. 


It is therefore, desirable, not only as a matter of justice to worthy 
teachers, but also as a protection against the competition of other 
places, that Winchester be asked to exhibit once more sufficient lb- 
erality to enable the School Committee to extend the good work 


already begun. 
TENURE OF TEACHERS. 


By the law of Massachusetts, school committees may elect teach- 
ers to serve during the pleasure of the board, without the necessity 
of future annual elections. Some committees have already availed 
themselves of the provisions of the law. Its purpose is to create a 
belief that successful teaching for a definite period of considerable 
length, will remove the dread, often experienced by teachers, of 
being dropped at the next annual election; and by the creation of 
such a belief to stimulate every teacher to efforts that will strengthen 
the entire corps. 


One application of the law is to adopt a school regulation provid- 
ing that after election upon permanent tenure, a teacher shall be 
protected from removal except upon specific charges affecting her 
efficiency and value as a teacher, followed by a hearing at which she 
shall be given an opportunity to defend herself. The regulations of 
one committee have no binding effect upon subsequent committees. 
Hence the adoption of a tenure of office regulation involves no risk 
of detriment to the service. Such a regulation, being subject to re- 
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peal at any time, could not continue without evidence of its benefi- 
cial operation. 

In our own town, a few teachers are already virtually upon a per- 
manent tenure. ‘Their long and successful service makes their annual 
election almost a matter of form. ‘These teachers may well be voted 
actual permanence of tenure, subject to removal for cause. Other 
teachers may well be placed in an attitude.of hopefulness by the 
adoption of a tenure of office regulation. I call your attention to 
this matter and am prepared to formulate such a regulation, if the 
proposition commands your favor. 


DISCIPLINE. 


The problems of discipline are receiving the careful consideration 
of teachers and superintendent. New problems, not readily solved 
by previous experience, continually arise. It is not strange, there- 
fore, that many teachers of long-approved experience and many 
more less-experienced teachers sometimes fail to touch the buttons 
that produce uniformly frictionless movements of school machinery. 
Indeed, some teachers fail of the best results because of too. great 
reliance upon school machinery and too little study of children. 
Human life, even in early years, shows inborn tendencies unfavorable 
to machine methods of external regulation. ‘The best teachers rec- 
ognize that human life and human conduct never approach ideal 
excellence unless actuated by inward motives and controlled by self- 
governing power. ‘They realize that the teacher’s sphere of disci- 
pline is to bring to bear upon the child such restraints as he is unwill- 
ing, through native depravity, or unable, through immaturity and 
other inherent weakness, to impose upon himself. 

Many a teacher fails in discipline because of unduly idealizing the 
unquestioned value of self-government. Knowing that self-govern- 
ment is the best form of government, she overlooks the fact that 
even in mature life we all fall short of perfect self-control. She ex- 
pects of children a measure of self-government wholly beyond the 
sphere of childish attainment. Neglecting to supply just enough 
outward control to supplement the highest degree of self-control 
that she can develop in the children, she soon puts them upon a 
retrogressive basis, they rapidly lose or fail to exercise already ac- 
quired powers of self-restraint, and she becomes a conspicuous illus- 
tration of the folly of unduly exalting a worthy ideal to the utter 
exclusion of other equally worthy ideals. 
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No superintendent can know all the experiences of a schoolroom 
when his eye is not upon it. But personal knowledge arising from 
necessarily too infrequent visits to the schoolrooms and from the 
reports of teachers, parents and pupils, convinces me that our schools, 
although still short of ideal discipline, are tending toward such dis- 
cipline. Already, in general, they have attained a position worthy of 
the teachers to whom they are entrusted. 

Their chief difficulty lies in the “spirit of Young America,” which 
constantly asserts itself to an unwarranted degree, showing the ab- 
sence, in many families, of the proper cultivation of respect for 
elders and superiors. In former days, discipline too often consisted 
in the mistaken efforts of parents and teachers to “break the will” 
and crush the individuality of children. We welcome the advent of 
better days. But the reaction has resulted, to an alarming extent, in 
an impudent exhibition of contempt for authority, or at least in an 
unconscious assumption of unwarranted independence. Conspicu- 
ously beautiful, by contrast, and highly creditable to their parents, is 
the good-breeding of all children who fit the places which the com- 
position of human society designs for their occupation. 


ATTENDANCE. 


There is ground for belief that the state laws relative to school at- 
tendance are not uniformly observed. ‘The legislature of 1898 made 
more stringent provisions for compelling attendance. For the bene- 
fit of many who are not acquainted with the requirements of the law, 
a statement of its leading provisions is here given. 

Attendance upon a public school is compulsory for all children be- 
tween the ages of seven and fourteen for the entire time the public 
schools are in session. No allowance for unexcused absence is per- 
mitted. This provision does not apply to children who attend pri- 
vate day-schools approved by the school committee or receive in- 
struction equal to that given in the public schools. Children whose 
physical or mental condition is such as to render attendance inexpe- 
dient or impracticable are also exempt from the provision of the law. 

Parents and guardians are required, under penalty, to keep chil- 
dren at school. Any person who, having control of a child between 
seven and fourteen years of age, fails for five day sessions, or ten 
half-day sessions, within any period of six months, to cause such a 
child to attend school as required by law, shall forfeit and pay a fine 
of not more than twenty dollars. 
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Other persons come within the penalty of the law. Any person 
who induces or attempts to induce any child to absent himself unlaw- 
fully from school or employs or harbors, while school is in session, 
any child absent unlawfully from school, shall forfeit and pay a fine 
of not more than fifty dollars. 

The authority over absent children is not limited to fining parents 
and other persons. Three classes of children may be committed to 
truant schools or elsewhere : (1) Habitual truants,—children between 
seven and fourteen years of age who wilfully and habitually absent 
themselves from school; (2) Habitual absentees,—children between 
seven and sixteen years of age who may be found wandering about in 
the streets or public places, having no lawful occupation, habitually 
not attending school and growing up in idleness and ignorance ; (3) 
- Habitual school offenders,—children under fourteen years of age who 
persistently violate the reasonable regulations of the school which 
they, attend or otherwise misbehave so as to render them fit subjects 
for exclusion therefrom. 

Enlarged power is given to truant officers. ‘They are directed to 
inquire into all cases arising under the law and are authorized to take 
steps necessary to enforce it. Experience having shown that some 
school committees were delinquent in the enforcement of school at- - 
tendance laws, recent legislation has dropped the former provision re- 
quiring truant officers to act under the direction of the school commit- 
tee. Under the present law the truant officer is to proceed directly. 
Any citizen may give a truant officer information that will warrant 
action on his part. This, however, in no wise releases school com- 
mittees, superintendents aud teachers from a special obligation to 
give information, advice and aid to truant officers. 


My purpose in devoting so much space to the school attendance 
law is to secure the co-operation of all who can contribute to its observ- 
ance. The support of the school committee I can expect without 
| further remark. ‘The teachers will readily do their part. ‘Truant 
officers will act when shown the necessity of action. In the selection 
of truant officers, I trust that care will always be exercised to get 
men whose zeal for enforcing the law will be equalled by their wis- 
dom and tact in keeping the boys and girls in school without frequent 
resort to legal procedure. People who employ labor are urged to 
offer no inducements to bring children and parents into a violation 
of law. If every child of school age were duly attending school, in- 
stead of serving employers who look for cheap labor, the wages of 
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older persons would be enhanced by a corresponding demand for: 
their services. ; 

The great factor for universal and regular school attendance, how- 
ever, is the co-operation of parents and children. To them we 
should address our final appeal. Whena parent realizes that one 
day’s unnecessary absence inflicts an irreparable injury upon his child, 
he will make special effort to assist the child to an unbroken attend- 
ance. When we convince the child that the loss of a school hour is 
the loss of a priceless treasure, we insure his co-operation against 
parental indifference, ignorance or cupidity. Children are absent by 
parental consent no less frequently, perhaps, than by parental con- 
straint. When the child eagerly longs to go to school, he often pre- 
vails even with home influences working against him. 

Already, in this community, the zeal of parents and children ren- 
ders unnecessary, in most families, a resort to the strong arm of the 
law. We look hopefully to an extension of this zeal into families that 
now need the law’s correcting influence. 

Before dismissing the subject of attendance, it is appropriate to 
notice that two classes—children under seven and children over six- 
teen—cannot be reached even by the rigorous penalty of commit- 
ment to truant schools or elsewhere. By irregular attendance, how- 
ever, such children are often a detriment to schools. Their right to 
remain in the public schools is subject to the reasonable regulations 
of the school committee. It is desirable to adopt local regulations 
designed to lessen the frequent cases of unnecessarily irregular at- 
tendance by these two classes of children. 


EMPLOYMENT OF MINORS. 


Closely allied to the attendance laws are the laws regulating the 
employment of minors. Knowledge of these laws is not general and 
it is therefore appropriate to call attention to them in this report. 

It is unlawful to employ any child under fourteen years of age in 
any factory, workshop or mercantile establishment. No such child 
can be lawfully employed in any work performed for wages or other 
compensation during the hours when the public schools are in ses- 
sion. It is also unlawful to employ such a child before the hour 
of six in the morning or after the hour of seven in the evening. 
Between the ages of fourteen and sixteen children may be employed 
in a factory, workshop or mercantile establishment under restrictions 
that enable proper town and state officers to discover fraud and eva- 
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sion of the law. Employers must keep on file age and schooling cer- 
tificates from the superintendent of schools ; lists of all such children 
employed, one of which lists must be conspicuously posted near the 
principal entrance of the building in which such children are em- 
ployed ; a list of all minors who cannot read and write in the Eng- 
lish language. ‘The name of every illiterate employe under twenty- 
one years of age must be included in this list and must be sent to the 
superintendent of schools. 

Penalties for violations of this law are provided. ‘Truant officers 
are authorized to visit factories, workshops and mercantile establish- 
ments and are required to report violations of the law to the school 
committee and to a state officer. 

Only the most important provisions of the laws regulating school 
attendance and the employment of children have been noticed in 
this report. Acareful reading of the full text of the statutes is recom- 
mended to all who are interested in the welfare of children. 


A NEW BUILDING NEEDED. 


At the opening of the schools in September the crowded condition 
of many schools caused serious embarrassment. Permission was 
given to the Superintendent to relieve the congestion by transfers of 
pupils, regardless of district lines. Every effort was made to incon- 
venience parents as little as possible. With few exceptions, parents 
patiently acquiesced in the necessary transfers. 

In pursuance of this method of relief, an entire eighth-grade class 
was provided with seats in the High School building and an additional 
teacher was employed for service in the Wadleigh. ‘The lower pri- 
mary school at the Chapin could not be relieved by transfers but an 
assistant teacher for the room. wasemployed. ‘This is an undesirable 
method of relieving a crowded room, but no other practical method 
was available. ‘The Gifford was relieved by transferring pupils to the 
Highland and Wyman schools. A year ago the pressure upon the 
Rumford became so great that the kindergarten pupils of that dis- 
trict were transported to the Washington Kindergarten. That 
method of relief is continued. A little additional relief has been ac- 
complished by the extra promotion of a few pupils to the Wadleigh 
and by sending to the Chapin school kindergarten pupils living east 
of the Woburn loop. The Washington was relieved by transfer of 
pupils to the Chapin, seats in the Chapin being provided for them 
by transferring pupils of the Chapin district to the Highland. 
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The result of much time and thought devoted to the problem of 
crowded schools is an alleviation of the evils of crowding, a partial 
equalization of the pressure, but the evils have not been removed 
nor has the pressure ceased to be felt. Adequate relief can come by 
providing more schoolrooms. It can come in no other way. ‘The 
town is soon to consider how those rooms shall be provided. 

No more small buildings should be erected. The present four- 
room buildings, except the Wadleigh, should be retained for kinder- 
garten and primary pupils. High-school pupils are already under 
one roof, and a partial consolidation of grammar-school pupils has 
been effected. ‘To complete the system, all grammar-school pupils 
should be seated in one or two buildings reserved for their exclusive 
use. ‘The erection of a new high school would make it possible to 
use the present High School and the Wadleigh School for the gram- 
mar grades and would probably relieve the other schools for several 
years. 

The new high school should be large enough to anticipate the 
needs of a growing town for many years. In the probable event of 
the other buildings soon becoming inadequate for the schools below 
the High, relief can be provided by seating grammar-school pupils 
in vacant rooms of the new building, until they become necessary 
for high-school use. 

This plan will also provide the town with a modern high school, 
comparing favorably with the schools of other towns, and conforming 
to the general reputation of Winchester as a progressive community. 

The high value of the present High School lot may render it pos- 
sible to dispose of it to the financial advantage of the town and at 
the same time to provide liberally toward the erection of the new 
high school. In that case, several grammar-school classes would at 
once require seats in the new building. 

The erection of a large grammar school has been suggested. 
Such a building can possibly be built at less expense than a suitable 
high-school building, and temporary relief, at least, thereby secured. 
As the town grows, however, two such buildings will be necessary. 
Hence the location of a grammar school at this time should have in 
view the location of the second building hereafter. A new high- 
school building must necessarily be central, and the choice of its 
location would be less embarrassing than the choice of a site for a 
new grammar school. Furthermore, the present number of high- 
school pupils nearly equals the capacity of the building which they 
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occupy and the need of a modern high school is apparent. It is 
probable, therefore, that the erection of a new high-school building 
cannot long be postponed, and that by now providing another gram- 
mar school the net cost of new schoolhouses to this generation of 
tax-payers will be greater than will be involved by erecting a high 
school at once. 

The situation calls for the most careful consideration. No make- 
shift or haphazard plan should be tolerated. The necessity for a 
far-sighted policy of erecting school buildings to keep pace with the 
growth of the town is apparent. The birthright of every child living 
on American soil is a seat in a well-lighted, well-ventilated and well- 
equipped schoolroom, where he may be taught, in a class of proper 
size, by a teacher duly qualified to take charge of him. ‘The genius 
of American citizenship will not suffer the children to be deprived of 
this birthright. 


WINCHESTER EDUCATIONAL ASSOCIATION. 


Your attention is called to Page 17 of the last annual report. ‘The 
ideals there presented, the suggestions regarding the field to be cov- 
ered by the Winchester Educational Association, have not sunk out 
of sight. The Superintendent’s purpose was the arousing of a public 
interest that would ensure a vigorous life of the Association, indepen- 
dent of his activity, and under officers more fully identified with ail 
the affairs of the town than a non-resident superintendent can hope 
to be. Such vigorous life has not spontaneously appeared. It prob- 
ably awaits awakening by the active effort of the originator of the 
association. . . 

That active effort, the superintendent, already busy with the de- 
tails of ordinary school administration that cannot satisfactorily be 
performed while his time is divided with another town, finds it im- 
possible to bestow upon the association. Its meetings have accord- 
ingly been discontinued, although its members are hopeful that 
changed conditions will eventually lead to fulfilment of its original 
purposes. 

AN IMPORTANT QUERY. 


Under the present organization of the High School, a broad choice 
of elective studies is offered. The limited number of pupils pursu- 
ing commercial studies gives rise to a query why more have not 
availed themselves of opportunities in that direction. -It ought to be 
neither necessary nor desirable to seek an education within the walls 
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of a business college. Little more is necessary to put our schools on 
a proper basis in this respect. 

By giving opportunities to acquire a knowledge of shorthand and 
typewriting in our High School, it will be possible to arrange a com- 
mercial course that will prepare the Winchester High school to com- 
pete with the business colleges of the neighboring metropolis. 

Your early consideration of the query suggested by the preceding 
paragraph is suggested. In the allotment of the annual appropria- 
tion the wants of a good commercial course should not be neglected. 


DESIRABLE PRINTING. 


The “Rules and Regulations” and the “Course of Study” have 
undergone numerous changes since their last appearance in printed 
form. Insufficient time for properly preparing a revision and want 
of funds for compensating the printer have prevented issuing a new 
edition of each during the past year. Sufficient progress, however, 
has been made to warrant the hope that if the next appropriation 
will admit, these much-needed documents will appear during the 


Current year. 
MANUAL TRAINING, 


A year ago, I called attention to the opportunities of manual train- 
ing enjoyed by the children of Winchester. It was intimated, how- 
ever, that the course was not ideal. A crude outline of a better 
course covering the entire public-school system was presented. Sug- 
gestions for bringing our work more nearly into harmony with a bet- 
ter course were offered. 

Early in the year it was feared that the condition of the school 
finances would not admit the continuance of the cooking and wood- 
working departments. By introducing economies in those depart- 
ments and by making a careful adjustment of expenses in other 
directions, no branch of manual training was discontinued. It is 
accordingly a pleasure to record that no retrogression of this desir- 
able branch of education has taken place. 

For want of suitable accommodations, and because the finances of 
the town may not at present be favorable to the expense involved by 
an extension of manual training beyond the grammar school, I make 
no recommendation for carrying out in full the ideal course suggested 
a year ago. During the present year, however, a modification of the 
present course may be accomplished with little or no additional ex- 
pense. 
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We now have suitable manual occupations in the kindergartens; a 
little work of that nature in the primary schools ; sewing in the lower 
grammar grades ; cooking, sewing and sloyd in the higher grammar 
grades. ‘This year the course may be improved by increasing, on ad- 
vanced kindergarten lines, the manual work of the lower primary 
grades ; by beginning sewing one class lower than at present ; by dis- 
continuing sewing in the fifth and sixth grades, or at least making it 
elective for boys of those grades; and by introducing in fifth and 
sixth grades a course of knife-work for both sexes. 

Other desirable improvements of the course may well be post- 
poned to a later date. Ambitious plans involving premature intro- 
duction should be avoided. 


A FEW NEEDS. 


_ ‘Two needs mentioned in the last annual report have received con- 
siderable attention. JI refer to the renewal of ordinary text-books 
and to a better supply of supplementary reading. 

The condition of the text books in use today shows improvement. 
Many books, discreditable to the town because of their worn and un- 
hygienic condition, are stillin use. By judicious purchases, by great- 
er carefulness in the use of books, and by the intelligent exercise of 
the powers of taxation, another year will chronicle further advance 
in discarding books as soon as they become unfit for use. 

A gratifying increase of good supplementary reading material has 
been made. ‘The limits of the available appropriation have. been too 
narrow to accomplish all that is desirable. The essential fact of 
progress, however, cannot fail to encourage all who believe that an 
abundance of good reading is an imperative element in the educa- 
tion of children. 

Many appliances for good object teaching have been supplied 
within the year. ‘lhe expense has been inconsiderable—-the benefits 
have been great. Nevertheless the scarcity of such appliances is 
still noticeable and another year should witness even greater addi- 
tions than are here recorded. 

A few inexpensive reference books for teachers have also been 
placed in the schools. An adequate supply is still a vision of the 
future. Books for general reference are even more needed. It is 
hardly an exaggeration to say that more reference books must be 
procured. When we consider the almost innumerable glimpses of 
human knowledge that even a child necessarily gets before leaving 
school, the importance of accessible means to help him in getting 
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a better view needs no further demonstration. The field for pro- 
gress in the line of reference books is boundless, but this should 
not cause its entire neglect.. Every year ought to mark the cover- 
ing of a small portion of this great field. 


A SUGGESTION. 


The prevalence of sickness during a considerable portion of the 
year, the headaches reported by children, the aching eyes that some- 
times refuse further service without rest, and other physical ailments 
observed or unobserved by those who have them or by others, sug- 
gest the propriety of daily professional medical inspection of public 
schools and awaken the hope that the era of such inspection is not 
far distant. He who calls for medical inspection is no radical in- 
novator. The cry for it has already gone forth and has not been 
wholly unheeded. 

No recommendation is here attempted. I shall content myself by 
hoping that all who read these words will give them more than pass- 
ing notice ; that all will consider the great advantage likely to accrue 
to children when early discovery of physical ailments makes possible 
a prompt effort to relieve the sufferers: and that equal thought will 
be given to the possibility, in cases of communicable diseases, of 
promptly protecting every child from the undiscovered maladies of 
the children who surround him. 


sCONCLUSION. 


Another year of service has intensified my satisfaction with this 
field of labor. The continued favor and support of all with whom I 
am officially associated, the acquiescence of parents whose requests 
have not always been accorded, the bright faces and cheerful greet- 
ings of the children in the schools and elsewhere, have been power- 
ful incentives to the highest zeal. In reposing confidence in your 
superintendent, looking to him for light upon school problems, al- 
ways welcoming his suggestions without once surrendering your own 
judgment or abandoning your proper functions, you have imposed 
upon him an obligation to exercise his highest physical, mental and 
moral powers to the faithful performance of the important duties to 
which you have called him. This obligation it is his earnest aim to 
fulfil.

REPORT OF A SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


APPOINTED BY THE TOWN ON NEw ScHooL Housss 
AND IMPROVEMENTS ON ScHooL HovusgEs. 


oe 


At an adjourned meeting of the annual town meeting, held on 
the 28th day of March last, it was voted that Articles 14, 15, 16 
and 17 of the town warrant be referred to a committee of five, to 
be appointed by the moderator, to report at a later town meeting. 

Pursuant to the authority conferred by this vote, the moderator 
appointed the following gentlemen to serve upon the committee : 
William B. French, Lewis Parkhurst, Charles Mills, Charles E. 
L. Wingate, Robert Coit. 


The above articles were: 


Article 14. To see if the town will take any action relative to 
‘the erection of anew High school building, or do anything in 
relation to the same. 

Article 15. To see if the town will take any action relative to 
an improvement of heating, ventilating and sanitation of the Wy- 
man school house, or do anything in relation to the same. 

Article 16. To see if the town will purchase land and erect 
thereon a four-room school house, or do anything in relation to 
the same. 

Article 17. ‘To see if the town will enlarge the Rumford 
schoolhouse, or do anything in relation to the same. 


The committee thus appointed have organized, and have inves- 
tigated the subject matter of the above articles, and report as 
follows : | 


1. Since the establish ment of the McKay Manufacturing Com- 
pany, the population in that part of the town near by has steadily 
increased, and in consequence the Washington, the Rumford, the 
‘Chapin, and the Wadleigh have been much overcrowded. 

The enlargement of the McKay works and the employment of 
more operatives will undoubtedly bring many more families to the 
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town, for whose children school accommodations must soon be 
provided. 

An inspection of all the school buildings, made on the 23d day 
of September last, shows that all the schools except the Wyman 
and the Highland badly need increased accommodations now. 

Below is a table showing the number of seats in each school- 
room of the Washington, the Rumford, the Chapin, the Wadleigh, 
and the Gifford, and the number of pupils in each room.

No teacher should have more than forty pupils in a room, Ex- 
perience has clearly shown that one teacher can not do justice to 
more than forty pupils, and from the foregoing tables it appears 
that the teachers of the Washington, the Rumford, the Chapin, 
the Wadleigh and the Gifford have too many scholars, and that 
something must be done to relieve the pressure in these schools. 
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Indeed, there were so many scholars in the Wadleigh school at 
the commencement of the fall term that seats could not be found 
for them, and the School Committee were compelled to transfer 
thirty scholars from that school to a vacant room in the High 
school building and to employ a teacher for them there. 

Additions have been put upon the High school building within 
the last few years, and it will probably for the next few years fairly 
meet the necessities of the school. 

Some increased accommodations must, however, be immedi- 
ately provided for the Grammar and Intermediate schools; and, 
on reflection, this committee think it better to supply the present 
want by the erection of a Grammar school building, than by put- 
ting up a building for the High school and remodeling the pres- 
ent High school building so that it may be used for the Grammar 
school. 

This committee thinks a male principal should be employed in 
all schools except the primary. <A great majority of boys of eight 
or ten years of age need a man’s influence and a man’s discipline. 
Mental discipline and obedience are the most important lessons a 
child can learn. When a boy or girl has acquired some mental 
discipline and has learned the lesson of obedience, he or she can 
study without constant supervision and can pursue some line of 
independent thought. We believe that men succeed better than 
women in enforcing a healthy discipline and in developing habits 
of study and independent thought. We therefore advocate male 
principals for the grammar and intermediate scl.ools. 

But it is practically impossible to have a male teacher at the 
head of each school, if we are to have more four-room buildings. 
and many schools, because of the additional expense. For these 
and other reasons, we advise the erection of a substantial brick build- 
ing near the center of the town, large enough to accommodate at 
least four hundred scholars, and so arranged that it can be en- 
larged by extension or by adding wings, in which should be 
placed the scholars of the grammar and intermediate grades, and 
at the head of which should bea male teacher who is alive to 
modern methods of teaching and who is thoroughly interested in 
his work. 

The present four-room buildings can then be used for the pri- 
mary grades. Children under eight years of age can not with 
safety go unattended for any considerable distance, because our 
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main streets are now so filled with electrics, bicycles and teams, 
that it is not safe for a young child to be upon them alone. These 
children can be accommodated by the present four-room build- 
ings, because they are so situated that each family will find one 
near by. 

Children of eight years or more, however, will be put to no 
inconvenience and suffer no discomfort if obliged to walk a mile 
in going to school. Our town is so compact that, by the erection 
of a large brick building near the center of the town, few schol- 
ars of the grammar or intermediate grades would be compelled 
to walk more than one mile in going to or coming from school. 

This committee does not, therefore, recommend that any action 
be taken at present relative to the erection of a new High School 
building, or that the town purchase land and erect thereon a four- 
room schoolhouse, or that it enlarge the Rumford schoolhouse, 
and reports that it is inexpedient to act favorably upon Articles 
14, 16 and 17. 


2. The Wyman schoolhouse has had but few repairs for some 
time until the last summer. During the last vacation, the school 
committee painted the outside of the house with two coats and 
put the inside of the building into a very presentable condition. 
‘This schoolhouse is well lighted, pleasant and attractive. The 
ventilation and sanitation, however, are not what they should be. 
No sufficient means are provided for the ventilation of the school- 
rooms, and the only practicable means of getting fresh air is by 
raising or lowering the windows, which forces a draft upon some 
of the scholars. 


Ss. 41 and 42 of C. 508 of the Acts of 1894 are: 


‘‘Every public building and every schoolhouse shall be ventil- 
ated in such a proper manner that the air shall not become so ex- 
hausted as. to be injurious to the health of: the persons present 
therein. The provisions of this section and the preceding section 
shall be enforced by the inspection department of the district 

olice.” ; 

‘Whenever it appears to an inspector of factories and public 
buildings that further or different sanitary provisions or means of 
ventilation are required in any public building or schoolhouse, in 
order to conform to the requirements of this act, and that the 
same can be provided without incurring unreasonable expense, 
such inspector may issue a written order to the proper person or 
authority, directing such sanitary provisions or means of ventila- 
tion to be provided, and they shall thereupon be provided, in ac- 
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cordance with such order, by the public authority, corporation or 
person having charge of, owning or leasing such public building 
or school house.” 

This committee do not think that the Wyman schoolhouse is so 
ventilated that the air does not become so exhausted as to be in- 
jurious to the health of the teachers and scholars therein. So far 
as we know, however, the inspector of factories and public build- 
ings in the district has made no demand upon the town that any 
system of ventilation or sanitation should be introduced to make 
the building to conform to the requirements of this act. 

This should be done, and we recommend that ventilation shafts 
be placed in the building, large enough. to renew the air with the 
necessary frequency, and that separate ventilation be provided for 
the sanitaries. 

It will then become necessary to increase the heating plant, in 
order to warm the additional amount of fresh air admitted to the 
rooms. 

A small auxiliary heater should be provided to operate the ven- 
tilation shafts when the main boiler is not in work. 

We also recommend that the sanitaries be isolated from the rest 
of the basement by brick walls, and have their cejlings plastered, 
and that some changes be made in the plumbing. 

In short, that the ventilation and sanitation of the Wyman 
School should be placed on a par with that of the more modern 
schoolhouses in the town. 

The cost of these changes is estimated to be $2c00.

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Report of the Overseers of the Poor. 


JANUARY 2, 1899. 
‘The Board of Overseers of the Poor respectfully present the fcllow- 
ing as their report for the year ending Dec. 31. 1898: 


In our last annual report we called attention to the fact that our 
expenses would increase by new commitments to the Insane hospitals, 
and the increase has been two hundred thirty-nine dollars and ninety- 
four cents, and the coming year will see a much larger increase in our 
expenses, as four new patients have been committed to the Hospital 
for insane. 

Careful attention is given by members of the Board in the investi- 
gation of the many and varied cases brought to our notice, in need 
of temporary aid, and if it was not against the rules or rather against 
the sentiment of the town, we could tell some interesting stories of 
our work the past year. 

For the coming year we shall need forty-eight hundred dollars in 
this department, of which twenty-six hundred must be raised by taxa- 
tion.

At no time within the last five years have we been able to re- 
port so favorably upon the health of the town. Contagious dis- 
eases of the severer type have been very few as compared with 
previous years. Diphtheria, the most dreaded of all, has been 
very rare. Scarlet Fever also has been few in number and mild 
in character. Very few. cases.of Typhoid Fever have been re- 
ported, and only one case of Membraneous Croup. Measles, the 
mildest of all irruptive diseases, has had an extensive run among 
our school children, and while the physicians have been most 
prompt in reporting all cases coming under their care, many cases 
have occurred in families where no medical aid was called, and 
the cases not reported to the Board of Health. Undoubtedly 
this was mostly through ignorance of the law, added to a desire 
to prevent a quarantine of the household, and the putting up of 
acard. We would call attention to the following statute of the 
Commonwealth, Acts of 1890, Chap. ro2: 

‘‘When a householder knows that a person within his family” 
‘sor house is sick of Small Pox, Diphtheria, Scarlet Fever or any” 
‘infectious or contagious disease, dangerous to the public health” 
“the shall immediately give notice thereof to the Board of Health” 
“tof the city omtown in which he dwells, and upon the death,” 
“*recovery, or removal of such person, such of the rooms of said’’ 
‘*house and such of the articles therein as, in the opinion of the” 
‘‘Board of Health, have been subjected to infection or contagion” 
**shall be disinfected by such householder, to the satisfaction of” 
‘tsaid Board of Health. Any person neglecting or refusing to” 
‘tcomply with either of the above provisions shall be punished” 
**by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars.” 

We shall demand a strict compliance with the above, because 
many of the cases unreported being so mild as to require no 
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medical attendance, are just as capable of spreading disease as if 
they were more severe. 

During the past year every house within which any contagious 
disease has been reported, has been fumigated with ‘*Formalde- 
heyde.” We think our care, aided by the physicians in town, 
has been productive of much good, and prevented much sickness.

DEATHS. 


It is with feelings of gratification that we record a smaller mor- 
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tality than usual, and we think Winchester is to be congratulated. 
With a population of about 7,000 we have had a death rate of 
less than one per cent., the whole number of deaths during the 
year being only sixty-five. No death occurred from Diphtheria, 
or Scarlet Fever, and only one each from Typhoid Fever, Mem- 
braneous Croup and Measles. We append below table showing 
monthly death rate and causes.

SEWERS. 


The public do not seem to awaken to the necessity of making 
connections with the public sewer. During the past year but 
ninety-six. applications were received, and. the majority of these 
were made by reason of direct orders from the Board of Health. 
Since our last report the sewer system has been extended so as to 
afford opportunity for connection to sixty-three dwellings.in addi- 
tion to the 1roo reported last vear, and out of this 1163 there are 
but 387 using the sewer. The Board of Health feel that no rea- 
sonable excuse can now be offered for failure to connect all dwell- 
ings with the public sewer, and, unless more interest in that di- 
rection is shown by owners of property abutting on those streets 
in which the sewer is laid, it will be the duty of the Board Zo cys- 
sue a sweeping order compelling connection. 


PLUMBING. 

Experience has shown us that there is a necessity for a few 
changes in the Rules and Regulations for Plumbing. We have 
these changes under consideration and will present them for ac- 
tion at the annual meeting. 

On October 1st, we made a change in our Inspector of Plumb- 
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ing by appointing Mr. James S. Cassidy to that. position. Mr. 
Cassidy is an experienced, practical plumber, and having suc- 
cessfully passed the required examination before the Civil Service 
Commission is well prepared to fulfill the duties required of him. 
His services have thus far been most satisfactory to us and to the 
plumbers doing work under his direction and supervision. His 
report is given below. ‘The retiring inspector made no report. 


“Wincuester, Mass., Jan. 2, 1899. 
To the Board of Health, Winchester, Mass.: 


GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit my report from the date of 
my appointment, Oct. 1, 1898, to Jan. 1, 1899. 

I have granted 39 plumbing permits, and made examinations 
and reports on 47 applications for connection with the public 
sewer. In all cases where a sewer application is received, a 
thorough and careful examination of the plumbing is made and 
if found defective or unsanitary it is so reported, and no permit 
for-connection is issued until such defect is remedied, and the 
plumbing put into good sanitary condition. 

I find that in the interests of good sanitation an inspector’s 
duty does not consist merely of granting permits and making a 
final inspection, but frequent visits during the progress of the 
work are quite necessary in order that there may be no misun- 
derstanding of the inspector's orders and directions. 

Since my appointment as Inspector I have had, through the 
kindness of Mr. Thompson of your Board, a desk in his office in 
the Wentworth building on Main street, where I may be found 
every evening between the hours of five and six. .This new de- 
parture has proved to be a great convenience to those having busi- 
ness_with the Inspector. 

I have found the plumbers ready and willing to do all that is 
requested of them, and noticed but few, if any, attempts to evade 
the rules‘and regulations. In some places the rules and regula- 
tions are not clearly worded and their interpretation is not always. 
understood alike by the inspector and plumber, and I would 
therefore réspectfully recommend that they be so amended and 
worded that no doubt can exist as to their true intent and mean- 
ing.

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LICENSES. 


Licenses were granted to Thomas Quigley and George D. Nel-- 
son to remove night soil and to cleanse vaults and cesspools. 

Undertakers’ licenses were granted to Messrs. Daniel Kelley, 
Reuben Hawes and John T. Cosgrove. - 

The Board has held regular meetings on the last Friday of each: 
month during the year, and special meetings as occasion required: 

Contrary to our expectations and owing to sharp competition 
the expense for gathering garbage has been less than the preced- 
ing year. A contract was made with Luther Holton of Winches-- 
ter for sixty-six dollars per month, and the service has been fairly 
good, few complaints having been received. 

In our opinion, better service could be secured by making a 
contract for a longer period than one year. As the wagons and 
equipage must be sacrificed at the expiration of the contract par-— 
ties do not feel willing to invest very largely in these necessary 
appliances, for a contract of so short a time. A contract, should 
be made for three or five years,.and a proper bond required from 
the contractor, of sufficient amount to hold him to a strict compli-- 
ance with the terms of his agreement. 

To maintain this department for the ensuing year we would 
respectfully ask for an appropriation of $1800, together with any 
unexpended balance from the past year.

Fellow citizens of Winchester, it is with much regret and sorrow 
that we present our report for 1898 without the well known signa- 
ture of our late esteemed associate, Albert Ayer, who died Dec. 30. 
1898. 

For many years he faithfully served the town as Selectman, As- 
sessor, Overseer of the Poor, ‘Town Clerk, and Water Registrar. 

As assessor he served thirty-four years, most of the time chairman 
and clerk of the board. He was well versed in the laws relating to 
assessment and taxation and his judgment on valuations was. excell- 
ent. His high character for honesty and fair dealing together with 
his concilitory and gentle manner. of doing town business were 
always very helpful to the Assessors in getting fair valuations and as- 
sessments. 

Although this is, strictly speaking, a business report, we must pause 
a moment to make record that no more honest, efficient and faith- 
ful official ever served the town as an assessor than Albert Ayer and 
no one was ever more agreeable to those associated with him in the 
difficult labor of assessing taxes year after year in such a manner as 
to be satisfactory to the town and to the tax payers.
